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Been There, Done That — Goin’ There ’n’ Doin’ it Again 


Bob Stoops showed up for one of his spring press 
conferences decked out in a men’s Final Four sweat- 
shirt and a women’s Final Four hat, impressed as any- 
body at how his school had managed to put dual teams 
in national championship contention at the same 
time. 

“You watch those teams play defense?” Stoops said. “It's amazing isn’t 
it?” Figures he would talk about defense. 

Yes, Stoops has presided over the historical makeover of the Soon- 
er offense, but it was defense that won Oklahoma its seventh national 
title in 2000 ... and it will be an ever better defense that wins champi- 
onship No. 8 in 2002. 

Kevin Wilson, the former assistant head 
coach/offensive coordinator at Northwestern, was hired to put some zing 
back into the offense after Mark Mangino left for Kansas. That task might 
be as simple as getting QB Jason White back from a knee injury. On 


defense, the line and secondary are top-shelf, and the LBs are getting a 
couple of JC all-stars. DT Tommie Harris has barely scratched the sur- 
face of his potential, yet is already bringing to mind words like Selmon, 
Casillas and Bryan. 

THE BAD NEWS: Oklahoma lost two national award winners off its 
defense — Thorpe Award winner Roy Williams and Butkus winner Rocky 
Calmus. Of greater import could be the loss of two “non-contact” foot- 
ballers — all-league punter Jeff Ferguson and three-year starting kicker 
Tim Duncan. At some point during the season, one of the fresh faces on 
special teams will be facing the crisis of his football life, on the road at 
say, Texas A&M ... will the ball go high, straight and true? 

The offense returns every significant skill position play- 
er, and Wilson’s record-breaking experience at Northwestern leading a sim- 
ilar offense is a perfect match. The defense should continue the downward 
trend in opponents’ scoring average under Stoops, from 18.4 to 14.9 to 
13.8 last season. The 2000 champs want their title back.

Wicked Schedule Can’t Bar Door to Fiesta 


Now that the Hurricanes are back doing the Swag- 

ger Dance, there might be absolutely no stopping 
them this year, next year or anytime soon. A galaxy of stars still surround 
sunny California-bred QB Ken Dorsey, but he will get more of the credit 
this year as he shows he wasn’t just riding on the broad shoulders of 
Bryant McKinnie and friends last season. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The ‘Canes tied a record by having five players 
selected in the first round of the 2002 NFL draft ... and they still have, like, 
a gazillion more pro prospects on the roster. The defensive line will be 
like last year’s O-line: Totally dominating. 

THE BAD NEWS: The schedule is simply wicked, with non-confer- 
ence games at Florida and Tennessee and a home kickoff against Florida 
State. As RB Frank Gore's spring knee injury showed, the ‘Canes might 
not be as fortunate as last year on the injury front. 

OUR GALL: Look for the ‘Canes to win the state, beating the slight- 
ly down Gators and getting the ‘Noles in Miami. For our money, anyone 
who wins the state deserves to play for the national title. 


3. TEXAS 


fi One Quarterback, One Quest, One Shootout 


The Major Applewhite thing dogged Chris Simms to 

the end, with the Major getting the start in the Hol- 
iday Bowl victory over Washington. Now it’s all Simms’ — which is the 
good news, bad news and overview wrapped into one. The WRs are great, 
RB Cedric Benson is a stud, the defense will be more than fine ... basi- 
cally, the season spins on Simms. 

THE GOOD NEWS: In Texas’ two losses last season, Benson bare- 
ly played (coaches’ decision, injury); this season he will be hitting the 
line 25-30 times a game. DE Cory Redding leads a defense that won't 
have to take a backseat to anyone. 

THE BAD NEWS: Having squandered last season's easy schedule, 
Texas has conference games at Nebraska, Kansas State and Texas Tech, 
as well as the annual Red River Shootout vs. Oklahoma in Dallas. Can 
Simms win all those, plus the Big 12 title game? Hmmm... 

OUR CALL: The supremely talented Longhorns are so close, yet 
Oklahoma blocks the way to the Fiesta Bowl. Here’s the reason for doubt: 
Simms has thrown five picks and no TDs in two games with OU. 


4. FLORIDA STATE 


Getting Up Off the Deck ... With a Purpose 


Party's over, Terps. Keep trying, Tech. Payback time, 

Heels. Hope all you ACC wannabes enjoyed kicking 
FSU while it was down last season, because the ‘Noles are ready to resume 
their rightful place. That’s atop the ACC, in the Top 5 and possibly in the 
Fiesta Bowl. The young guys who took some lumps will be that much 
sharper and hungrier in 2002. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The sometimes-painful freshman season of 
quarterback Chris Rix is over, and he looked in the spring as if he could 
make the jump to elite status. Every starter on the line — that’s offense 
and defense — returns, eager to be more physical this time around. 

THE BAD NEWS: That ACC air of invincibility is gone — not only 
did FSU surrender the conference title for the first time, it actually lost a 
league game at home. What’s become of the pass rush? The team’s 15 
sacks were tied for the league low with — gasp — Duke. 

OUR CALL: The games against Florida and Miami will be epic. Don't 
put it past Papa Bowden's guys to win ‘em both and get to their fourth 
national title game in five seasons. 


S. TENNESSEE 


Learning to Win Even When Expected 


After blowing it by not really showing up for the 

SEC title game last year, the Vols are fortunate in 
that they don’t have to kick themselves for too long. With QB Casey 
Clausen flingin’ it, Kelley Washington running it down and young hoss- 
es toting the ball, the offense will be singing all the way to the SEC title 
game ... and, this time, beyond. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The offensive line is bolstered by the return 
from injury of two would-be (actually, will be) stars — Michael Munoz 
and Jason Respert. The secondary, led by Julian Battle and Jabari Greer, 
should be the team’s best in several seasons. 

THE BAD NEWS: The whole season could crumble if a whole new 
defensive line decides to merely rebuild and not reload. A second receiv- 
er must be found in fall camp to take the target off Washington's chest. 
Who's bright idea was it to add Miami to the schedule? 

OUR CALL: Now that Steve Spurrier is gone, Philip Fulmer can claim 
the league as his own. If the D-line grows up quickly, he'll put the SEC 
in a hammerlock. Getting both Miami and Florida in Knoxville is huge. 


6. MICHIGAN 


If Defense Wins Titles, Wolverines Win Big 


There appears to be a significant drop-off from the 

fifth-best team to the rest of the nation, with the 
Wolverines heading up a big second tier. The depth on defense is about 
as good as they've seen in Ann Arbor, and it has optimistic Maize and 
Blue fans making comparisons to that Charles Woodson-led 1997 defense 
that fueled a national title. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The defense was ninth nationally last season 
(17.5 points per game) and should be better in 2002. It is strong up 
front, in the back, and the Victor Hobson-led linebackers won't be too 
shabby in the middle. 

THE BAD NEWS: The QB issue isn’t settled, as out-of-favor John 
Navarre tries to hold off transfer Spencer Brinton. A replacement or three 
must be found for WR Marquise Walker, and the stagnant running game 
took a hit in April when RB Kelly Baraka was kicked off the team. 

OUR GALL: We'll buy into the defensive hype, and then make the leap 
of faith in assuming that fullback B.J. Askew and some other guys can 
keep the chains moving enough to help the defense win a lot of games. 


Z. WASHINGTON 


Best in the Northwest = Best in the West 


Here’s a team that is really a year away ... and is 

Still good enough in the meantime to win the Pac- 
10. In a too-deep, too-competitive conference where two losses just 
might win the thing, Rick Neuheisel’s offensive pups will put big num- 
bers on the scoreboard and hope the defense holds on to allow one 
point less. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The best news is that Reggie Williams is only 
a sophomore and can’t dash to the NFL after this season. In the mean- 
time, just keep repeating, Cody Pickett-to-Reggie Williams ... Cody Pick- 
ett-to-Reggie Williams ... Cody Pickett-to-Reggie Williams ... 

THE BAD NEWS: Washington allowed 47 or more points in three 
of its last four games, and then lost its best defender (Larry Triplett) to 
the NFL. An opening game at Michigan might be telling; an ending game 
at Washington State even more so. 

OUR CALL: All right, we're not swallowing Neuheisel’s notion of 
making the Huskies the Florida State of the West. But becoming the “Ore- 
gon of the Northwest” wouldn't be too bad. 


8. GEORGIA 


This is a Recording: Looking for East Breakthrough 

Georgia gets a satisfactory grade for Mark Richt’s 

first season — despite that failed running call near 
the goal line with no timeouts left against Auburn. The second season should 
bring a passing grade. David Greene was a school record-setting fresh- 
man QB last season and receivers Fred Gibson and Terrence Edwards 
stay open like an AM/PM mini-mart. 

THE GOOD NEWS: That pesky fella over in Gainesville — Steve 
whatshisname — isn’t around to stick the needle in the Dawgs’ side any 
more. You want better news than that? Sorry, that one alone could have 
Uga doing backflips at the Outdoor Cocktail Party. 

THE BAD NEWS: A young, albeit talented, defensive line might leave 
too much clean-up work for a big-time group of linebackers. Questions 
in the secondary leave Georgia vulnerable to star quarterbacks at Tennessee 
and Florida. 

OUR CALL: The Dawgs have beaten Tennessee twice in a row and 
might be able to drive a stake through Florida's heart, too. Still, the first 
SEC title since Herschel in ‘82 seems just out of reach. 


9. NEBRASKA 


He’s Got the Whole Big Red World in His Hands 


All on the plate of junior Jammal Lord, who has 

never taken a meaningful snap: Fill the Heisman 
winner's running shoes, direct an offense that is more dependent on the 
QB than any other, and not mess up a streak of 33 seasons with at least 
nine wins. Hey, no pressure or anything, Jammal. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Visiting teams, notably Texas A&M, Texas and 
Colorado will be swallowed in Memorial Stadium’s Big Red Sea (where 
NU has won a national-best 21 games in a row). Another schedule bonus: 
NU misses Oklahoma entirely. 

THE BAD NEWS: Those embarrassing losses to Colorado and Miami 
at the end of last season exposed an old problem — a lack of defensive 
speed — which is a tough thing to fix in a few months. The O-line is 
unusually starless. 

OUR CALL: Nebraska still gets the benefit of the doubt because, 
well, it's Nebraska, although the potential is there for the Huskers to pull 
a “Florida State” and slide back to 8-4 or so for a season. 


10. CoLoraDo 


After Returning to Dominance, is Tempe Next? 


The Buffs finally got the whole “Return to Domi- 

nance” thing last season, laying waste to Nebras- 
ka and humbling Texas in the Big 12 title game. Sure, they flopped in 
the Fiesta Bowl after the BCS computers went haywire and kept them 
out of the Rose, but that just serves as added motivation to “Return to 
Tempe.” 

THE GOOD NEWS: Colorado will have the most burly (non-option) 
running game in the country, with a persistent six-legged attack of Chris 
Brown, Marcus Houston and Bobby Purify. QB Craig Ochs, who scuffled 
with injuries last year, is back to direct traffic. 

THE BAD NEWS: The “tight” side of the line is gone to the NFL — 
guard Andre Gurode, tackle Victor Rogers and tight end Daniel Graham. 
Unlike last year, there's no dependable backup behind Ochs. You think the 
Huskers will be fired up for the rematch in Lincoln? 

OUR GALL: The schedule (USC, UCLA, at Oklahoma, etc.) is too 
tough for Colorado to emulate last season's run. Sure will be fun to watch 
those running backs try, though. 


11. Onlo STATE 


Say ‘QB Controversy’ as Zwickly as You Can 


You say this is a little high for a team with a quar- 

terback problem (see Nebraska)? Yeah, but a fine 

defense and a good rushing attack can help solve things quicker than 

not. Juniors Craig Krenzel and Scott McMullen are battling it out, and 

don’t rule out incoming freshman Justin Zwick. Just get it all sorted out 
before Nov. 23, fellas. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The D-line has plenty of pop and safety Michael 

Doss knocks ball carriers into the netherworld. WRs Michael Jenkins 

and Chris Vance can go get it, and young talented RBs Lydell Ross and 


Maurice Clarett will sprint to stardom. 

THE BAD NEWS: When a true freshman is being mentioned as 
maybe the starting quarterback, it’s always bad news — no matter how 
good the kid might be. And something went awry since Washington State 
and Texas Tech were scheduled — they weren't supposed to be good. 

OUR CALL: If the Bucks play defense the way they should, the young 
RBs emerge and the QBs don't do anything stupid, it should be shades 
of Big Ten past — OSU vs. Michigan for the Rose Bowl. 

12. FLORIDA 
Ge ‘Ol’ Ball Coach’ Must Have Seen the Schedule 
(Sob.) We already miss the Ol’ Ball Coach. The visor. 
The exasperation. The Fun ‘N Gun. The crazy quar- 
terback flip-flops. The way he poked fun at FSU and pestered Georgia 
and mocked Tennessee. Sadly for college football, the Gators’ alpha male 
is gone, leaving Florida with some third-choice coach who's never coached 
at this level. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Whew ... Rex Grossman decided to come back 
for his junior season and make another run at the Heisman. He'll have 
big eyes for WR Taylor Jacobs this season and with Earnest Graham at 
tailback, these guys can still score with anybody. 

THE BAD NEWS: Steve Spurrier left town just ahead of the most 
difficult schedule in school history, with road games against Tennessee 
and Florida State and a 12th-game addition of defending national champ 
Miami. Plus, of course, all the other SEC toughies. 

OUR CALL: Ron Zook has the energy and recruiting base to make 
this thing work long term, but the schedule says this is an un-Gator-like 
three-loss season. And that seems to be the best-case scenario. 


13..WASHINGTON STATE 


Underrated or Overrated? Wazzu May Be Both 


On the one hand, these Cougs are underrated. 

They've got a veteran QB (Jason Gesser), big-time 
WR (Mike Bush), offensive and defensive lines that rival any in the Pac- 
10 and a shut-down corner (Marcus Trufant). On the other hand, Wash- 
ington State never, ever has two winning seasons in a row — so that 
makes these Cougs overrated. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Gesser, a senior, is poised to break passing 
records at a school known for turning out passers. The schedule breaks 
in WSU’s favor — home against USC, Oregon and Washington — and a 
rejuvenated Oregon State not on the docket at all. 

THE BAD NEWS: Coach Mike Price, being a funny guy, said he’s 
got so much running back depth that he might go to the wishbone ... 
but, seriously folks, he needs one of them to step up. Gesser isn’t big and 
his health over a full season is a concern. 

OUR CALL: The talent is in place for Wazzu (egads, we broke the 
school’s new ban on that term!) to have its third 10-win season in six years 
and play in the Nov. 23 Apple Cup with the Rose Bowl on the line. 
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14. VirRGINIA TECH 


Can Suggs Help Chase Down Hurricanes? 


It's too much to ask Marcus Vick — Michael's broth- 

er — to step in and play immediately. With Grant 
Noel's spring knee injury, that door was cracked open. Bryan Randall, 
another pass-run phenom, showed improved command of the offense in 
the spring and offers plenty of excitement as the Hokies try to keep Miami 
in their Big East sights. 

THE GOOD NEWS: RB Lee Suggs returned from a knee injury in 
the spring to team with Kevin Jones in forming the most dynamic one- 
two punch in the nation. Cornerback Ronyell Whitaker and free safety 
Willie Pile headline a strong secondary. 

THE BAD NEWS: Often a strength, the middle of the Tech defense 
— the tackle positions, inside ‘backer — needs repairs. The non-con- 
ference schedule is way nastier than usual, with LSU, Marshall and Texas 
A&M (in College Station) joining the fray. 

OUR CALL: To catch the Hurricanes, the Hokies won't just need ade- 
quate play from their QB (as Noel often provided), they'll need something 
special ... so better to try Vick now rather than later. 


15. OREGON 


When does ‘Onterrio Heisman’ Billboard Go Up? 


The Ducks have become the best team in the Pac- 

10 largely owing to their once-in-a-lifetime 1997 
quarterback recruiting class of Akili Smith and Joey Harrington, both No. 
3 overall picks in the NFL draft. How many close games would Oregon 
have lost without that pair? Junior Jason Fife hopes to inherit the magic 
touch, but there are no guarantees. 

THE GOOD NEWS: That Mike Bellotti is still in Eugene (Notre Dame, 
USC, Ohio State have called) is impressive. The offense is cool and the 
guys on defense aren't afraid to get their Nikes dirty. RB Onterrio Smith 
is ready to star after his 1,000-yard season as a backup. 

THE BAD NEWS: There’s the whole quarterback issue, of course. 
Just as alarming is the cornerback spot, which loses standouts Rashad 
Bauman and Steve Smith and has nobody returning with starting expe- 
rience. UO might have to re-think its mostly man-coverage. 

OUR CALL: Eight home games in rowdy Autzen Stadium virtually 
assures an eight-win season. How the Ducks do on the road will deter- 
mine how big their sixth straight bow! will be. 


16. LSU 


SEC is Starting to Speak Bengalese 


Vagabond Nick Saban might be in this thing for the 

long haul, declining serious talks with Notre Dame 
and keeping his feet planted when NFL jobs opened. He's got the state in 
his back pocket when it comes to recruiting and he’s leveraging the SEC 
title well in that regard. Now he just needs to keep LSU from falling on 
its face in 2002. 

THE GOOD NEWS: RB Domanick Davis is a fine replacement if 
LaBrandon Toefield isn’t all the way back from knee surgery, and Michael 
Clayton is a handy No. 1 receiver after Josh Reed bolted to the NFL. Bradie 
James is one of the nation’s finest linebackers. 

THE BAD NEWS: Playing for injured QB Rohan Davey, Matt Mauck 
proved to be a great relief pitcher in the SEC title game. Whether or not 
he can go the distance is the critical question. Star linebacker Trev Faulk 
(undrafted) needlessly left school early. 

OUR CALL: The talent level is still high enough that Mauck (or who- 
ever wins the QB job), just needs to not mess it up in order for the Tigers 
to stay ahead in the hyper-competitive SEC West. 


17. MARSHALL 


BCS Busters with Legs ... and a Bobblehead 


It was bound to happen; Marshall just beat every- 
one to the idea. Coming to a Heisman voter near you: 
The Byron Leftwich bobblehead doll! So they have added savvy market- 
ing to go with on-field success? What's the world coming to when Mar- 
shall has become the program that Southern Cal and Notre Dame aspire 
to be? 

THE GOOD NEWS: Leftwich is big, strong, fast, accurate, determined 
... and the last time we saw him he was slinging for 576 yards against 
East Carolina in the GMAC Bowl. His receivers, led by Darius Watts, are 
fab. So, too, is the offensive line. 

THE BAD NEWS: Marshall is scheduled for only three national tele- 
vision appearances, and that might not be enough to get out the word 
on the Herd. Here’s one stat the team will try to bury: Marshall ranked 
last in the MAC in rushing defense last season (217.8 yards per game). 

OUR CALL: We'll know if the Herd are BCS busters on Sept. 12 
when they visit Virginia Tech. Marshall’s run defense might not be up 
to the task that day, but that should be the Herd’s only loss. And if 
they win?

18. MICHIGAN STATE 


With Smoker-to-Rogers, there’s Lightning 


We like QB Jeff Smoker, love WR Charles Rogers, 
and are head over heels for the schedule. Nobody 
should be shocked if the Spartans start 8-0 heading into the Michigan 
game. Even though T.J. Duckett left early for the NFL, they still appear to 
be on the rise. They're one of several Big Ten teams set for “prove-it” sea- 
sons, so nothing will come easy. 
THE GOOD NEWS: Rogers looks like the best player at college foot- 
ball’s strongest position in 2002. Standout cornerback Cedric Henry 
returns after missing the 2001 season because of academic woes. The 
injury bug can’t possibly bite as hard as last season. 
THE BAD NEWS: Teams might choose to pound it right at the Spar- 
tans, who don't have a senior in the front seven on the first team or sec- 
ond team. MSU was maddeningly inconsistent last season, losing to Big 
Ten bottom-feeders Minnesota and Northwestern. 
OUR CALL: The Spartans could be undefeated and pounding on the 
BCS door heading into November. It's all about how they finish, which 
includes the game in the Big House and a finale at Penn State. 


19.NorTH CarOLINA ST. 


The Pack of Rivers, Fast and Deep 


While the Wolfpack might sneak up on some sleepy 

4 fans this season, they won't be a surprise to the 

rest of the ACC. N.C. State became the first conference team to win at 

Florida State last season and nearly followed that up with a victory over 

champ Maryland. The Wolfpack appears to be deeper and faster than last 
year, too. 

THE GOOD NEWS: QB Philip Rivers played like a senior when he 
was a freshman, so we can only imagine how poised he will be as a junior. 
Terrence Holt is one of the finest safeties in the nation and is a pest on 
special teams (four blocked field goals in 2001). 

THE BAD NEWS: The graduation of playmaking linebacker Levar 
Fisher is significant. The running back position will be unsettled into the 
fall, when heralded freshman T.A. McLendon arrives in Raleigh. 

OUR CALL: A soft non-conference schedule allows the Wolfpack to 
squeeze out at least nine wins in a 13-game season. But back-to-back 
victories over the ‘Noles? Hard to see that in the offing.

Trying to Three-peat in C-USA 

The Cardinals have 17 returning starters from their 
Conference USA championship team, which includes 
the league's best offensive player (QB Dave Ragone) and its best defen- 
sive player (DE Dewayne White). By paying attention to both sides of the 
ball, John L. Smith has the team that everyone else in Conference USA 
wants to be and wants to beat. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Ragone, a senior, has 5,684 career passing 
yards, 50 TDs, and the size and arm strength that have him projected as 
possibly a top 5 NFL draft pick. Ten starters are back from a defense that 
yielded a stingy 17.8 points per game. 

THE BAD NEWS: There are questions about Ragone’s supporting 
cast, namely four new starting offensive linemen. To most, a game vs. Flori- 
da State looks like a major dose of bad news ... but it’s at home where 
the Cardinals could surprise. 

OUR CALL: Most major conference teams would be lucky to have 
high first-round quality at quarterback and defensive end. In Conference 
USA, it takes Louisville back to its now-familiar spot at the top.

THE GOOD NEWS: There's all-conference timber on the offensive 
line; All-American stock on the defensive line. An exciting addition to the 
offense will be former Texas Tech scatback Shaud Williams, a perfect fit 
for the team’s new “A” position — a cross between RB and WR.

“Expectations are so unbelievably high and the microscope on you is so large,” said Bartow who lasted only 


two turbulent years in Westwood despite going 52-9 and winning consecutive Pac-10 titles. 


“For me, it almost took the fun out of it ... this was the thing that bothered me the most. I didn’t have any pressure from the 
AD and president. The nut element was really swirling. 

“There are more than just a few that aren’t going to be satisfied. Kentucky basketball, Alabama football ... Florida football 
would definitely fall in that category.” 

Ah yes, Florida football. Gator Nation has endured an offseason makeover that would make Michael Jackson’s plastic 
surgeon flinch. 
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* Gone: Steve Spurrier the heart, 
soul and personality of all things 
Gator. 

+ Arrived: Ron Zook, a third- 
choice replacement who last coached 
at the school seven years ago, and 
then only after being demoted by 
Spurrier. 

Florida will be, by most accounts, 
the toughest job in the country in 
2002. 

Zook must establish his coaching 
credibility, lay a foundation and, oh 
yes, win at the same rate as Spurrier. 
All that while keeping the Fun in 
Spurrier’s Gun. 

Not far behind is Notre Dame 
where the program Knute built lucked 
into Tyrone Willingham. Stanford's 
former coach was another guy who 
was not the first choice ... but at least 
he came in to rescue the flag after 
one of the most painful episodes in 
the school’s athletic history. 

Despite George O'Leary's 
Resumegate, Willingham inherits the same pressures and prob- 
lems that go back to when Rockne was forming the program into 
a national power. 

“| use a blanket statement there, OK?” Willingham said. “We 
have to win.” 

If college football has taught us anything recently, it’s that 
there is almost no margin for error. A third of the I-A programs 
(38 off 117) have changed coaches since the end of the 2000 
season. 

It’s not so much about being on the hot seat these days; it’s 
taking a job where it never cools off. Replacements are being 
handed big money along with big responsibility. Sometimes it is 
too much to bear. 

No matter how good Zook or Willingham might be, there are 
inherent pressures at their schools that make the jobs tough 
minute-to-minute, not just Saturday to Saturday. 

“If you lose anywhere, they used to talk about honeymoons,” 
said Texas coach Mack Brown, who has managed to rise above 
the criticism in his four years at the school. “Honeymoons are 
about the first quarter. You take a new job and lose all the games, 
they don’t blame the guy that left. They blame you.” 

It doesn’t help when the predecessor is the school’s win- 
ningest coach. Bob Stoops and Mike Shanahan, two accom- 
plished coaches with Florida ties, shocked Gator Nation when 
they turned down athletic director Jeremy Foley's interest. 

Foley did not pause, flying directly from Denver to New 
Orleans where he met with and offered the job to Zook in a mat- 
ter of hours. Never mind that fans were wondering why long- 
time head coaches like Mike Bellotti and Jon Gruden didn’t 
deserve at least an exploratory phone call. 

Neither Willingham nor Zook seemed to be campaigning for 
the jobs. Willingham was happy at Stanford, a year removed from 
a Rose Bowl and still one of only two Division I-A African-Ameri- 
can coaches to ever have a career winning record. 

Zook was coming off something of a down year as defensive 
coordinator with the New Orleans Saints. He was a third choice

(at best), but the hire proved once 
again that sometimes it’s more impor- 
tant whom you know. 

“It was not so much hiring from the 
Gator family, it was people | knew,” 
Foley said. “When | went to talk to 
him, he had his plan in place. | hired 
him on Wednesday and he had seven 
full-time guys recruiting here on the 
weekend.” 

The two met at Florida in 1991 
when Zook was hired as a defensive 
coordinator and Foley was an associate 
athletic director. A year later Foley was 
athletic director. Zook would go on to 
be demoted by Spurrier to linebackers 
and special teams coach after the 1993 
season. 

“When he was demoted, | helped 
him get through that time,” Foley said. 
“The way he handled that made me 
respect him even more.” 

Zook had earned his coordinators 
job back in 1995 when the NFL called. 
Before Florida, he had been with three

pro teams in six years. 

Now he replaces one of the game's legends. 

“| think it's going to be very hard,” Terry Bowden said of 
Zook’'s task. Bowden himself replaced Auburn legend Pat Dye in 
the early 1990s. “The bar is set so high at Florida right now. With 
Spurrier you've got a floor show; you've got absurdity; you've 
got it all.” 

Here's a further look at the toughest jobs ahead in 2002 ... 
keep in mind, these are not bad jobs, just the toughest this 
season: 


1. Florida: Ron Zook 

During his first month on the job, a fire drill alarm sounded 
throughout the athletic complex. 

“I told my secretary I'm not leaving,” Zook said. “Il don't have 
time for this.” 

Figuratively speaking, Zook’s hair already is on fire. 

The energetic 48-year-old didn’t need to be hit with a two- 
by-four to realize that national signing day was his first mile 
marker in what he hopes will become a marathon. 

Zook’s first recruiting class was ranked near the top 10. He 
got five of recruiting service PrepStar’s Dream Team (top 125 
players in the nation). That group includes rocket-armed Tallahas- 
see quarterback Gavin Dickey and Cincinnati’s DeShawn Wynn, 
rated the 1 2th-best running back in the country. 

“Considering they lost their legendary coach in the heat of 
battle, Ron Zook has done a nice job of circling the wagons,” said 
recruiting analyst Rick Kimbrel. “I always felt that Spurrier left that 
program in such good shape that you'd have to be a moron not 
to keep it going for at least a little bit.” 

That's a compliment, we think. 

The on-field maelstrom is only months away. Zook wades 
into his first season without four underclassmen who could have 
been All-Americans in 2002, but declared for the NFL draft. 

At least, though, he and his offensive coordinator, Ed Zaun- 
brecher, were able to convince Heisman runner-up Rex Grossman 
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to hang around for another year. 

The Gators face a bear of a schedule that includes games at 
Tennessee and Florida State and home games against Miami and 
LSU. 

Questions about his offense should be tabled for the moment. 
Zaunbrecher from Marshall is unknown but one of the most excit- 
ing coordinators in the country. John Thompson, hired away from 
Arkansas, has a solid reputation. The key is that Florida will be 
attacking on both sides of the ball. 

The spirit of Spurrier will be around, if not the man himself. 

“If people expect (another Spurrier), it’s unfair,” Foley said. 
“There’s only one Steve. Now it’s Ron Zook’s turn. People have 
such a passion for Florida football, they'll be behind him.” 


The Dome whiffed. The Gruden thing couldn’t be worked out. 
There was a segment of the Irish population that greeted 
O'Leary’s arrival with a yawn. The former Georgia Tech coach had 
never really won anything. 

There are those who will tell you that the underwhelming 
response made it easier for athletic director Kevin White to ask for 
his resignation when it was discovered O'Leary's resume was 
found to be ... um, exaggerated. 

Never disbelieve, though, the luck of the Irish. Having 
ignored Willingham on its first search cost Notre Dame when 
White eventually got around to talking to him. 

He was the right guy all along. Principled. Accomplished. 
Smart. Organized. Yes, and successful — a year earlier, he'd led 
Stanford to its first Pac-10 championship in 30 years. 

Sure, Willingham might not be Rockne when it comes to half- 
time speeches, but at this point Notre Dame has no room to 
quibble. 

It is stuck with what some say are sub-standard facilities. 

The TV contract carries an implicit demand to keep the schedule 
as tough as nails. Bob Davie went through his tenure trying to run 
an option offense when the rest of the profession had relegated 
that to a page or two of the playbook while scheming up the 
spread offense. 

“I'm not saying ND is not a great job ... but there’s a lot of 
things that go into college that makes coaches not want to go 
there,” said Miami defensive coordinator Randy Shannon, an 
acquaintance of Willingham’s. “You think Steve Spurrier would 
leave Florida for Notre Dame? You think Bobby Bowden would 
leave Florida State for Notre Dame? 

“It’s perceived as more of a glamorous job. He’s done a great 
job at Stanford. He'll do a great job at Notre Dame.” 

Willingham was immediately hailed as the Jackie Robinson of 
his profession. The first black coach in any sport at Notre Dame 
downplayed the historical significance. While his hiring hopefully 
opens more doors, give Willingham credit for realizing the bot- 
tom line. 

“We want to get them used to winning, OK?” Willingham 
said of the players he inherits. “That is the ultimate goal. | think 
you'll hear me harp on that a lot. I think you'll probably get 
tired of hearing me respond in that matter, but that is the 
goal.” 

“People will get over it as soon as he goes 8-3 or 9-2 and 
makes a BCS bowl,” Shannon said. “Nobody will ever say a word 
about it. And he will win. He'll get it turned around.” 

Good or bad, like it or not, Shannon and other black coaches 
in the sport are counting on him — success by Willingham in 
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Coker 


South Bend finally could be the key to kicking open the doors to 
head coaching jobs, as black coaches are continually overlooked. 


Larry Coker was asked how it can get any better. 

An undefeated national championship in his rookie year as 
head coach. It was the first time that had happened in 53 years. 

“Well, | could be the first coach to have back-to-back unde- 
feated national championships,” Coker said the day after beating 
Nebraska in the Rose Bowl. 

There is not much pressure on Coker, not yet. Sooner or later, 
though, he will realize how tough it is to meet the expectations 
at Miami. After all, Dennis Erickson’s two national championships 
in six years wasn’t considered enough in Coral Gables. 

After the Rose Bowl, Coker was looking forward to 14 return- 
ing underclassmen starters in 2002. Then three key contributors 
— running back Clinton Portis, tight end Jeremy Shockey and cor- 
nerback Phillip Buchanon — left early for the NFL. The secondary 
has to be rebuilt. Coker has to find a reliable tight end for Ken 
Dorsey to throw to. 

Add to that a schedule that features seven bowl teams, 
including non-conference games against Florida State, Florida and 
Tennessee. 
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Franchione 


Miami can’t possibly repeat ... can it? It seems unlikely, 
which presents a new set of problems for the likable Coker. Start 
with the fact that Miami fans are fickle. The Orange Bowl only 
sells out for big games. 

The upside? Miami is the dominant program in the state with 
Florida changing coaches and Florida State trying to rebound. The 
BCS has taught us that if you win the state championship, you 
win a spot in the title game. 

Funny, less than two years ago he was the scourge of South 
Florida after a devastating loss at Washington. Coker, then Butch 
Davis’ offensive coordinator, was roundly criticized for his play 
calling. 

Now he’s the toast of South Florida. How long will it last? 
Stick around for Coker’s first career loss, and we'll get an idea. 


4, Alabama: Dennis Franchione 

Hey, at least Coach Fran had enough sense and power to 
negotiate a seven-year deal when he moved to Tuscaloosa a cou- 
ple of years ago. But is even that going to be enough time to get 
the program back where it expects to be? 

Winning at Alabama was hard enough in Bear Bryant's 
shadow, and the outlandish expectations, philandering coaches 
and rogue boosters have only made it tougher. 
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What's more, the school prolonged its NCAA agony by 
appealing the devastating sanctions levied against it in February. 

The loss of 21 scholarships and two bowls is bad enough, but 
the distractions now have to be in the minds of every coach and 
player. The result of the appeal likely won't be known until mid- 
season, if then. 

Alabama fans have never been known for patience. Perhaps 
that’s why published reports stated Franchione was interested in 
the Kansas and Notre Dame openings. 

Now the job just got tougher with the rest of the SEC recruit- 
ing against a program that won't go to a bowl until at least 2004, 
if sanctions remain. 


5. Nebraska: Frank Solich 

Frank Solich is a much more accomplished coach in his fourth 
year at Nebraska than Tom Osborne was as a fourth-year coach ... 
but you’d never know it. 

Solich already has played for a national championship. It took 
Osborne 11 years to do that. Solich won a conference title in his 
third year. Osborne didn’t win an outright Big Eight title until Year 
Nine. 

So why is this job so tough? First, Miami exposed Nebraska 
for being slow and talent-deficient. Osborne spent the better part 
of 10 years prior to his first title in 1994 trying to play catch up 
with the Florida schools. 

Now Solich is back to square one. There still is no breakaway 
I-back. The quarterback situation is in the rebuilding phase. Junior 
Jammal Lord went into the spring less than impressive in his 
retention of the offense after his first two years in the program. 
There is still the possibility that true freshman Curtis Dukes might 
win the job. 

It’s not outrageous to suggest Nebraska might lose three or 
four games this year. If that’s the case, then Solich will be under 
the gun again. Never mind that he’s had the best start at 
Nebraska since Bob Devaney. 


6. Duke: Carl Franks 

Franks sees Kansas State and wonders why that can’t happen 
to his moribund program. 

One word: commitment. Duke has shown precious little of 
it when it comes to football. Blame the wildly successful basket- 
ball program if you must ... but other ACC programs (North 
Carolina, Maryland) have shown the ability to compete in both 
sports. 

The Blue Devils have lost 23 straight games and show no 
immediate signs of recovery. The roster is excruciatingly young. 
There is a 22-year bowl drought. Franks will get another year. 
Problem is, the program would be just as bad for whoever 
replaces him. 


7. Auburn: Tommy Tuberville 

Tuberville has to please one man. For years, Board of Trustees 
member Bobby Lowder has had excessive influence on the foot- 
ball fortunes at Auburn, 

Terry Bowden blames him for orchestrating his eventual res- 
ignation a few years ago. There was talk that it was Lowder who 
forced Tuberville to fire both his coordinators after last year's 
7-5 season. 

There is actually an on-campus group that calls itself S.O.L. — 
Students Opposing Lowderization. Until Lowder’s influence is 
reduced, they say, the program itself will be S.O.L. 
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Solich 


Tuberville knew all this coming in. Now he is feeling it. 

Thank goodness for the Tigers that Alabama faces tough 
times. Auburn finished second to Tennessee in SEC recruiting, 
landing a Top 10 class nationally. The majority of starters return. 
Quarterback Daniel Cobb was granted a sixth year of eligibility by 
the NCAA. 

The team that handed Florida its first loss last season fell apart 
at the end. It will be expected by some “War Eagle” screamers to 
end up in the SEC title game — at least. 


8. California: Jeff Tedford 

As the red-hot Oregon offensive coordinator, Tedford could 
have had the San Diego State job. Don’t laugh. He might be in 
better shape right now had he gone in that direction. 

The advantages are that Cal plays in the Pac-10 and has BCS 
opportunities. But the difference between playing and competing 
are huge in Berkeley. 

Interest has waned where the Bears haven't had a winning 
season since 1993. After a 1-10 season, the task is monumental. 
Facilities remain a significant problem, although the setting at 
Memorial Stadium is one of the prettiest in sports. Pretty setting, 
yes, but ugly when the stadium is less than half full. 

Tedford’s insistence to stay with Oregon until after the Fiesta 
Bowl hurt recruiting. Cal, though, really didn’t have a choice if it 
wanted him. 

Willingham’s departure at Stanford at least gives Cal a fight- 
ing chance to recapture the Bay Area’s interest. Tedford’s ability 
to produce quarterbacks (Joey Harrington, Akili Smith, Trent Dil- 
fer) will help the offense. But who the heck wants to play for 
a defense that gave up 35 points at least eight times last year? 


9. Stanford: Buddy Teevens 

The Cardinal lost its coach and maybe its ability to stay com- 
petitive in the Pac-10. 

The hiring of Buddy Teevens was a head-scratcher. Steve

He should be 
more concerned about where a football team is really built. Four 
Stanford offensive linemen were either first- or second-team All- 
Pac-10 last season. Three of those have graduated.

10. Northwestern: Randy Walker 

A year ago, the Wildcats carried perhaps their highest expec- 
tations ever (they actually were the popular pick to win the Big 
Ten), and the 3-0 start only fueled those inflated hopes. The 1-7 
finish made those days seem like a long time ago. 

The defense is a mess. The offense is becoming a novelty act. 
The players and coaches are still affected by the death of a team- 
mate ... and with the family of Rashidi Wheeler pressing a lawsuit 
against the school following the defensive back’s training camp 
death, the situation might get worse before it gets better. 

Northwestern this season looks like the ultimate in reality 
television football. 

On the field, Walker still hasn’t solved a gaping defensive 
hole that has resulted in an average of 30 points being hung on 
the Wildcats the past two seasons. With the loss of quarterback 
Zak Kustok and running back Damien Anderson, the productive 
offense can only get worse, it would seem. 

The Big Ten is still wide open. While dealing with a topsy- 
turvy program, don't be overly surprised if Walker somehow gets 
this bunch to a bowl game ... who knows, maybe even one in 
Pasadena.

The latest (and greatest?) torch-bearer 
of the Manning legacy has it all ... 
now he wants to win

They call hi 
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which, you have to admit, 
is strange for a football 
player. 

Easy better fits a bas- 
ketball player, maybe 
a rapper. 


But you've never sat with this 
big Easy from New Orleans at a Mis- 
sissippi postgame tailgate, chewing 
the fat and some ribs with fans. 


You've never seen Easy return every wave from every student as 
he crosses campus. You've never seen Easy, like Randy Reed has, 
at “The Library,” a campus watering hole. 

“At one time during the night the only people on the dance 
floor were Eli and three girls,” said Reed who played with Eli 
Manning's father Archie more than 30 years ago. 

You've never seen Archie realize that gleam in his son’s eye 
is not so much about football than about complete contentment. 

“Absolutely, he’s always been kind of easy, that’s what his 
buddies call him,” Archie said of his son, icon and current Missis- 
sippi junior quarterback. “Our first one was kind of a comedian 
and clown. Peyton was intense. Eli was laid-back. 

“He's the happiest college student I have ever seen. | have 
never seen a child love college as much as he does. Somebody 
asked if Eli would come out early. | don’t know but from what 
| know about Eli, he'd stay three or four extra years.” 

That would be good news if the NCAA were to buy into Eli 
like the state of Mississippi has. 

They adored the fact that Archie gave the state’s image 
a new coat of paint in the middle of the Civil Rights Movement 
and the Vietnam War. They reviled Peyton for going north to Ten- 
nessee. They missed out on the oldest, Cooper, who had to give 
up football because of a spinal condition. 

But Eli gave them another chance to love. He has not disap- 
pointed. On the field, he is the spitting image of Peyton with the 
easy-going nature of his father. Eli is 6-4, 220 pounds, hard to 
take down and reads defenses like the IRS reads the tax code. 

Let’s say he came highly recommended. The state is so 
gonzo about his father that Manning Hall is basically a museum 
dedicated to Archie. It includes the cast from Archie's infamous 
broken left arm that some fan probably snatched up from a doc- 
tor’s office. 

Off the field, Eli is one of them, mingling, joking, playing. 

“You could put Eli on an athletic level with a rock star, but he 
would never think of himself that way,” said linebacker Justin 
Wade, a Manning roommate. 

Eli was a legend even before he got to campus. One of the 
first things David Cutcliffe did when he got the coaching job in 
December 1998 was get to New Orleans to recruit his latest Man- 
ning. Cutcliffe had been Peyton's offensive coordinator at Ten- 
nessee. 

The fit was perfect. Laid-back athlete in the outback of college 
football. Before he arrived, “Eli's Coming” bumper stickers started 
popping up. Reed and “M” Club alumni cohorts paid for a televi- 
sion commercial that featured the old Three Dog Night song of 
the same name. 

Cutcliffe convinced them to cut back on the Eli references 
because the team element is what he wanted to project. They 
agreed, but that didn’t stop the “M” Club from hiring Three Dog 
Night to entertain after the spring game. 

“We hired them,” Reed said, “strictly (because of) Eli.” 

The hype won't die down this year, not after the way Man- 
ning performed last season. 

A record 38,000 fans bought season tickets last year in 
60,000-seat Vaught-Hemingway Stadium. A 10,000-seat expan- 
sion project is ongoing. We hate to get so specific, but, well ... all 
of it can be attributed to Archie’s Son of the South. 

“Watching his first game here last year — 18 completions in 
a row — it was like reading a novel,” Mississippi chancellor Robert 
Khayat said. “To watch him operate, he looks exactly like his daddy 
when he steps on the field. He kind of stands loose and easy.” 

There’s that word again. 
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Ole Miss fans have a soft spot in their hearts for Archie 
Manning, but he didn’t win a title in Oxford or with the 
NFL’s New Orleans Saints. 


The word describes the kid who chills to Jimmy Buffett. The 
word that describes a kid too young to remember that his dad 
defined a state and played 14 NFL seasons. The word describes 
a freshman quarterback who almost rallied his team back from 
a 40-point deficit in the 2000 Music City Bowl. 

It’s a word that describes, as Khayat already has, a kid who 
came out of the chute tossing 18 consecutive completions in the 
opener against Murray State. 

“If | think of Notre Dame, | think of Knute Rockne and the 
Four Horsemen,” said Khayat, a former star kicker for the Rebels 
in the 1950s. “If | flash forward, | think of Joe Montana. If | think of 
Illinois, | think about Red Grange. | think of LSU and I think about 
Billy Cannon making that run against us in 1959. 

“Probably the 21st century will think Manning.” 

Meanwhile, a state is holding its breath hoping that Eli might 
be the one who wins an SEC title. Mississippi hasn’t won an SEC 
title since 1963, four years before Archie arrived. 

“If we're going to do it, we're probably going to do it when 
Eli is there,” Reed said. 

So maybe Eli will be the one Manning who finally wins. Really 
wins. 

Archie led the Rebels to three bowl games and finished third 
in the 1970 Heisman voting. 

Peyton lost all those games to Florida, won one SEC title and 
had streets named after him. Archie never got close. The vagaries 
of the SEC and NFL kept Archie from a ring despite a stellar 
career. 

There are two years of Eli left. Wouldn't it be nice if a Man- 
ning actually won a championship? Would that be too much to 
ask? 

“| don’t ever think of it like that,” Archie said. “When | was 
12 years old, | wanted to be a pro athlete. | remember in junior 
high school, | wanted to be Ole Miss’ quarterback. | really got to 
live my dream. 

“That's really how | reflect on my college and pro days. I'm sure 
if] won a championship, I'd reflect more on that. | don’t look back.” 
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Like legend, like son. Eli already was familiar with Mississippi 
because of his father. But Texas and Virginia also wooed him. He 
might have won more at Texas, gotten a better education at Vir- 
ginia. But there is something about Oxford that made Eli feel at 
home. 

“| loved the tradition,” Eli said. “I felt that whatever hap- 
pened, success or not success or if | never played a down, I'd be 
happy here.” 

But ... “It has been a while.” 

Tradition? The argument can be made that Eli's father pretty 
much is the football tradition. Ninety-one year old former coach 
Johnny Vaught won six SEC titles, but his shadow isn’t as large as 
the one cast by Archie and family. 

And the Ole Miss tradition is such that the Rebels were 
snubbed by bowls after a 7-4 season in 2001 ... you think that 
would ever happen to Alabama or Tennessee? Yes, there’s work 
to be done. 

“He told me when we're raising our kids, ‘Tell them to go 
somewhere where they have a good defense,’” Eli said. “It’s frus- 
trating to score a lot of points and not come out successful. I've 
told people that’s the way football is. If your defense gives up 
30 points, it’s your job to score 32.” 

But it’s clear that the lack of help on the other side of the line 
has bothered father and son, if only a bit. Archie played for some 
dreadful New Orleans teams. Mississippi was 76th in scoring 
defense last year (28.2 points per game), meaning Manning and 
the offense usually had to score 32 to win. 

Last year’s Rebels started 6-1 after winning at eventual SEC 
champion LSU. But the next week altered the entire season. An 
NCAA-record seven-overtime 58-56 loss to Arkansas left the 
Rebels physically and mentally depleted. 

Mississippi went on to lose three of its last four, with the 
wrong-way ending (and relatively small fan base) contributing to 
the bowl snub. 

“| never played in a game like the Arkansas game,” Eli said. 
“It was a strange thing. | didn’t know how to react after that 
game. I’ve been more upset after losing other games than | was 
after that game.” 

That’s how a body should feel after doing everything he 
could do. He had thrown for 312 yards and six touchdowns in 
that game without an interception. The Rebels left it all out on the 
field. 

It was a performance and result that left long-time Rebs 
remembering his father’s famous, comparable heart-breaking 
loss. Archie accounted for five touchdowns (three rushing, two 
passing) and an SEC-record 540 yards in a 33-32 1969 loss to 
Alabama. 

Despite the loss to Arkansas, Eli showed he was evolving into 
the competitor that Archie was, and the efficient quarterback that 
Peyton is. 

“My dad was kind of an athlete going out there making 
plays,” Eli said. “Peyton and | sit in the pocket and just sort of 
throw the ball.” 

It’s more than that. With 2,948 yards, Eli finished six yards 
behind his brother's sophomore-season total. Eli’s 31 touch- 
downs (with only nine interceptions) were the seventh best total 
in SEC history. He was 20th nationally last year in passing effi- 
ciency. 

The Rebels aren't favored to win the SEC this year, but if they 
can avoid the odd seven-overtime game and get better play from 
the defense, you never know. Last year 54 of 85 scholarship 
players were sophomores or younger and the Rebs went 7-4. 
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Peyton Manning helped Tennessee win one SEC 
championship, but couldn’t win the Heisman ... 
or those games against Florida. 


This year, mark Oct. 5 down on your football calendar. That is 
when Florida visits Oxford. The Heisman Trophy might be 
decided right then and there with Rex Grossman facing Manning. 

They say Oxford is one of the most unique college campuses 
in the country. Its small-town atmosphere belies that the Rebels 
play in the best football conference in the country. 

“He doesn’t seem to feel the pressure,” Khayat said. “He is 
a little shy and quiet. We've had one visit. He came by to see me 
one day to volunteer. He felt like he needed to do something for 
the school.” 

Eli eventually became a mentor to children through the 
school’s Division of Student Life. 

That might have had to do with him being a little too easy. 
On Jan. 31, 2000, he was arrested for public intoxication outside 
his fraternity house. It bothered him to the extent that Eli had 
embarrassed himself, his family and the program. He did allow 
the incident to improve his football career. 

Cutcliffe slapped Eli with a curfew and a few pertinent ques- 
tions. 

“He asked if 1 wanted to be a great player or just another 
player,” Eli said. “I told him right there | wanted to be a great 
player, someone the team could count on. It kind of set the tone 
for my career here at Ole Miss. 

“| got dedicated in the weight room. Something had to hap- 
pen where | made the commitment.” 

That December, he had his coming out. Eli came into the 
fourth quarter of a hopeless 49-9 game with West Virginia. In less 
than 10 minutes, Manning threw for 221 yards and guided three 
drives that resulted in 22 points. 
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Although still a defeat, he said the game “gave me confi- 
dence that | can do this.” 

He might feel most at home at The Grove, a 10-acre park in 
the middle of campus where the art of tailgating is refined every 
home football Saturday. 

It is through The Grove that players march to the stadium in 
the Walk of Champions. 

“It’s a path right through the middle of The Grove,” Eli said. 
“Fans come out and give you a pat on the back. It’s something 
exciting for me to walk through knowing | was the starting quar- 
terback, knowing they're cheering for you.” 

So precious, so innocent, so theirs. From his apartment that 
overlooks the Lafayette Co. Courthouse in Oxford, he can see 
where William Faulkner once wrote. 

At nearby Square Books, his father’s book “Manning” sits 
alongside Faulkner and John Grisham. It is still a bestseller. 

The people of Mississippi seem to have a sense that the 
Mannings are something more than football. 

“They don’t look at you as the quarterback,” Eli said. “I see 
them all the time. They're my friends. They treat me like any 
other guy. | don’t feel like I’m under a microscope. | don’t act like 
I'm superior to anybody.” 

And he truly doesn’t feel superior except on the field where 
he set 13 school records in his first full season as a starter, Every- 
where else, he is the silent one, the laid-back one. When Cutcliffe 
came to recruit him at his parents’ home, Eli’s parents were on 
their way out. 

Cutcliffe, Eli and brother Cooper went down the street to 
a local diner to eat and seal the deal. 

A lot of this wouldn't have happened had fate not stepped 
into some situations. Reed briefly dated Olivia Williams but, well, 
no sparks, Olivia, a homecoming queen, met Archie, fell in love 
and bore three sons who inherited the football gene at an early 
age. 
Cooper is the oldest at 27, but had to give up football at Ole 
Miss in 1992 when doctors discovered a congenital spinal condi- 
tion. Peyton could recite the SEC record book backwards and for-

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wards. Eli sometimes was a rag doll in the middle. 

“They wouldn't let me win games at basketball,” Eli said. 

“| was the little brother. They never gave me a chance. | was 12 
or 13 before | was able to score a point.” 

It's not unlike the camaraderie that existed when Reed was 
suitemates at Mississippi with Archie and fellow Rebels Billy Van- 
Devender and Jim Poole. 

“| can remember alumni sending Archie boxes of clothes,” 
said Reed, now a senior account executive with Pepsi. “I wore 
this red sweater once on campus and he saw me. ‘I need to bor- 
row that for a date | have tonight,’ he said. | told him | had gotten 
it out of one his boxes that had been sent to him.” 

“The Ballad of Archie Who” became the hottest jukebox 
selection in Mississippi. The red-haired kid from Drew, Miss., 
started appearing on national telecasts. He became a two-time 
All-American. 

Only six years earlier, federal troops were on campus to pro- 
tect James Meredith, the first black student to enroll at Ole Miss. 

When Peyton's time came to restore the legend, Archie still 
remembers the heat he got for “letting” his son play at Ten- 
nessee. 

“| had a tough time with that,” Archie said. “Some people, 
it really got their feathers ruffled. | have to say it wasn't anybody 
that counted. Good friends, they understood. | notice a few peo- 
ple are still cold at times.” 

It is this setting that Peyton returns to every year. He visits 
with Eli and Cutcliffe each spring and throws to Mississippi 
receivers. 

“Part of the genetics is what we see physically,” said Cut- 
cliffe, now in his seventh season coaching a Manning. “What 
we can’t see is the most gifted part, which is their ability to 
think so fast and formulate information into a functional ability 
to use it.” 

But the vast majority have looked past Peyton, past Archie, 
past the dearth of SEC titles to the new savior on the block who 
can make Mississippi whole again. 

It’s going to be Easy.

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Grossman Ready 


to Show that 
Gators’ Offense 
Still Superior 


ex Grossman had just come 

away from his first meeting with 

new Florida coach Ron Zook and 
was pressed for time. The star quarter- 
back and his primary remaining target, 
Taylor Jacobs, had less than 48 hours to 
decide whether or not to join receivers 
Jabar Gaffney and Reche Caldwell in 
leaving school early for the NFL. 

All the Heisman Trophy runner-up 
and the Orange Bowl MVP knew for 
certain on that whirlwind night of Jan. 9 
was that they’d be a package deal. 
Grossman and Jacobs were going to 
follow each other's lead — college or 
pro — and not look back. 

“| had handcuffs on him and he had 
handcuffs on me,” said Jacobs. “If Rex 
walked out the door and went to the 
NFL, | was going with him. We weren't 
splitting up.” 

The next night, the two Gators 
assembled with Grossman's parents at 
a Gainesville restaurant for a celebration 
of UF’s most critical recruiting haul of 
the 2002 season. Grossman and Jacobs 
decided to remain in orange and blue, 
ensuring that Florida would have a 
chance to be a national title contender. 

“We're pretty good friends and if 
he had called it quits, | would have 
followed him to the NFL,” said Gross- 
man. “There's definitely a relationship 
on the field, too, that I didn’t have with 
another receiver. It’s comforting to have 
that go-to receiver.” 

Grossman already had to deal with 
the change of not having Steve Spurrier 
as his primary tutor. Once Spurrier left 
to coach the Washington Redskins, 
Grossman didn’t want to have to adjust 
to an entirely new receiving corps, too. 

By the time spring practice rolled 
around, Grossman was also starting to 
feel a lot better about his new coaches. 

His early take on Zook and offen- 
sive coordinator Ed Zaunbrecher, who 
came over from Marshall, is that he 
expects the post-Spurrier era to be just 
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OFFENSIVE PLAYER OF THE YEAR 


as fun and productive. 

“It’s a completely different 
offense,” said Grossman. “There are 
fewer timing routes. Coach Spurrier 
was geared to attack defenses and 
what they do. This is a more normal 
pro-style offense. 

“There’s no particular bread-and- 
butter play that | see yet. | haven't 
learned the offense, just kind of memo- 
rized it on paper. One thing | like is, he 
is going to allow the quarterback to call 
some plays at times. | hope | can be 
somewhat of a coach on the field now 
that I’m in my third year. That’s what 
this new offense is based around.” 

Grossman, a redshirt junior, elevated 
himself into the class of elite Florida 
quarterbacks last season with Danny 
Wuerffel and Shane Matthews. 


He became the first player since BYU's 
Steve Young in 1983 to lead the nation 
in both passing efficiency (170.8) and 
total offense (354.9 yards per game) in 
the same season. He lost one of the 
closest Heisman votes in history, coming 
closer than any sophomore ever had. 

Missing out on the Heisman didn’t 
bother Grossman nearly as much as 
blowing the chance to play for the 
national championship. The Gators, 
who finished No. 3 in the polls, were in 
position to play for it all until Tennessee 
knocked them off 34-32 to end the 
regular season. That also cost UF 
a chance to repeat as SEC champion. 

“I got my year of stats last season,” 
said Grossman. “I proved that | can put 
up big numbers. | want to do that again 
if that helps our team, but more than 


anything, | want to win the SEC.” 

That figures to be a tougher hurdle 
for Zook’s Gators than maybe at any 
time since before Spurrier arrived in 
1990. Florida loses 11 starters, must 
adjust to a new coaching staff, and 
faces possibly the toughest schedule in 
school history. 

Defending national champion 
Miami is back on the schedule after 
a 14-year absence. And the Gators get 
Tennessee, Florida State and Mississippi 
on the road, plus dates with SEC 
champion LSU and Auburn (which beat 
UF last season). 

Gator Nation is already skittish 
about the prospects of a Spurrierless 
regime. Zook and Zaunbrecher, who 
tutored 4,000-yard passer Byron 
Leftwich and first-round NFL draft pick 
Chad Pennington at Marshall, convinc- 
ing Grossman to come back has allevi- 
ated some of the concerns. 

“When you get in the heat of battle, 
players know Rex can take them the 
distance,” said Zook. “He was comfort- 
able with the things we told him we're

going to do on offense. 

“In a nutshell, he wanted to hear 
that he was going to have the same 
opportunities that he had on offense 
the previous two years. Once he felt 
comfortable with that, he was fine.” 

Zaunbrecher, who also coached 
Tommy Hodson at LSU and Arena 
League phenom Raymond Philyaw 
when he was at Northeast Louisiana, 
may have the Gators’ best pro quarter- 
back prospect ever in Grossman. 

“I've been spoiled with good 
quarterbacks my whole career and 
hope to continue to be spoiled,” said 
Zaunbrecher. “Our offense probably has 
more one-back stuff than Florida had in 
the past, but a lot of the concepts are 
the same. Some of the routes that Rex 
throws best — the post, the fade and 
curls — we've integrated those heavily 
into our offense.” 

Now it’s up to Grossman to master 
the new system and lead the Gators 
back to the championship level they 
became so accustomed to under 
Spurrier. With his low-key, nonchalant

personality, Grossman may have the 
perfect temperament to carry UF 
through this transition period. 

“Rex doesn’t get rattled,” said 
Zook. “He can be very calm when all 
around him is in a rage. You want that 
in a quarterback.” 

Grossman stayed at Florida, in part, 
because pro scouts said there was no 
guarantee he would be a first-round 
draft pick. With another year’s experi- 
ence, if Florida’s offense picks up where 
it left off, next year might be the time 
for Grossman to pursue his NFL dream. 

For now, he’s in a two-minute 
offense. Grossman is in a hurry to learn 
a new system and prove to UF fans that 
— Spurrier or no Spurrier — the Gators 
can still be an offensive force. 

“It’s not going to be anything like 
last year, but that’s not a bad thing,” said 
Grossman. “This is just a different team.” 

With one notable exception: Rex 
Grossman is still the quarterback. For 
these Gators, especially the new 
coaching staff, that’s a good thing.

indy’s 2002 Defensive Player of 
the Year isn’t the kind to toot his 
own horn. 

He’d rather ring your bell. 

Maryland senior linebacker E.J. 
Henderson made all his noise last 
year between the sidelines, orches- 
trating one of college football's most 
remarkable reversals. Perennially 
mediocre Maryland went 10-2 and 
won the Atlantic Coast Conference 
for the first time since 1985, largely 
because of the play of the defense, 
led by Henderson. 

Henderson led the ACC with 150 
tackles and set a school record with 
28 tackles behind the line of scrim- 
mage. 

Henderson came up with so 
many big plays weekly, a defense 
that a year before ranked eighth in 
the ACC zipped to third, allowing 
nearly a touchdown less per game. 
Maryland went from off the charts to 
fourth in the nation in turnover 
margin. 

National Coach of the Year Ralph 
Friedgen reached back and yanked 
out his highest compliment for Hen- 
derson, saying, “E.J.’s a football 
player. 

“He makes things happen. 

If you’re watching the game, watch 
him and he'll take you right to the 
ball, quickly.” 

The NFL seemed to be all set to 
snatch Maryland’s main man out of 
the college game just as quickly. 

Henderson had to make a deci- 
sion about entering the draft less than 
a week after the disappointing loss to 
Florida in the Orange Bowl. 

Turns out the hardest hitting, 
toughest defensive player in the ACC 
has a soft spot — for his teammates 
and life in College Park.

“| didn’t want to go out with that 
type of feeling, that type of loss,” said 
Henderson, who had weighed his 
situation for months. “That played 
a big part in my decision.” 

The announcement was cause for 
celebration in Maryland’s Gossett 
Football Team House. 

“He’s the best recruit we have this 
year,” said defensive coordinator Gary 
Blackney, who built his defense 
around the 6-2, 243-pound line- 
backer. 

The Terrapins said goodbye to five 
senior defensive starters, including 


three All-ACC performers in the 
secondary, their top lineman and 
linebacker Aaron Thompson, Hender- 
son’s mentor. 

“We lost a lot of guys that played 
four years,” said Henderson. “But 
we've got guys coming in who have 
been in the program. If | consider 
myself a leader, then this would be 
the time to show it.” 

He was a leader last year, but not 
the “rah-rah” or fist-pumping type. 
He put on his helmet and came to 
work every day and his quiet intensity 
became an integral part of the fast- 


improving Terps. 

“He’s a quiet guy that leads more 
with his actions than by talking,” said 
Blackney, the former head coach at 
Bowling Green. “The nice thing about 
E.J. is that when he speaks people 
listen, because when he speaks, 
he’s got something to say.” 

Blackney took over a defensive 
unit that, heading into last season, 
didn't seem to have the parts to make 
Maryland a legitimate contender. But 
add an innovative zone blitz scheme, 
some tinkering in the secondary and 
a heavy helping of Henderson ... and 
suddenly the Terrapins were out of 
their defensive shell and shocking 
people. 

“It was in spring ball when we 
started to realize E.J. was a special 
player,” recalled Blackney. “He came 
to practice every day with a blue- 
collar ethic. He doesn't have highs 
and lows. He's always playing and 
practicing hard.” 

The first play from scrimmage did 
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William Joseph Tommie Harris 


not portend a great defensive season: 
A 77-yard TD run by North Carolina. 
But for the rest of the game, Hender- 
son (three tackles for loss) and the 
Terps begrudged the Heels just 199 


more yards, as Maryland pulled away, 


23-7. 

The Terps didn’t trail again for 
another five weeks. They didn’t lose 
for another eight weeks. 

The Terps were 5-0 heading into 
a nationally televised Thursday night 
game at Georgia Tech and Hender- 
son’s reputation already was growing 
when he almost single-handedly 
wrecked Tech. 

He ran back a fumble 36 yards for 
a touchdown, had a key sack to stop a 
drive in Maryland territory, had three 
quarterback hurries, and finished with 
18 tackles — four for losses. 

When Maryland forced overtime, 
Henderson was in on the hit that 
caused a fumble that preserved the 
20-17 victory, a signature victory for 
the blossoming program.

“That was such a great feeling that 
night,” said the native of Aberdeen, 
Md. “I think we really started to earn 
respect with that win. It gave us 
confidence.” 

Henderson, who expects to return 
full strength from April 9 back surgery 
to remove bone spurs, doesn't look for 
Maryland to take a step back this year 
despite heavy losses on both sides of 
the ball. In fact, he won't hear of it. 

A finalist for the Butkus Award as 
the nation’s top linebacker last season, 
Henderson said he has been spending 
more time studying Friedgen’s intricate 
offense so he can become even more 
of a factor in pass defense. 

Blackney smiled at the thought. 

“He’s such a force,” said the 
coach. “He’s big. He’s strong. He’s 
got good quickness. He’s got great 
game speed and he’s a playmaker. 
You can’t coach that.” 

That's what Friedgen’s notion of 
a football player is all about.

Leftwich stood at the goal line at Ladd Peebles Stadium 
in Mobile, Ala., and tried to loft a pass into a trashcan at 
the 30-yard line. 

He missed, just barely, the ball bounding off the rim. 

Not bad for a 30-yard pass. But this was at the other 30- 
yard line. 

Leftwich had just thrown a football 70 yards and came 
within inches of placing it exactly where he wanted it. That's 
the kind of arm that has pro scouts drooling. 

Now a senior, Leftwich is heralded by many as the nation’s 
premier quarterback prospect. No wonder. He's the total 
package. 

@ He's got that strong arm. 

@ He’s accurate, completing 314 of 470 passes (66.8 
percent) last season, for 38 scores and eight interceptions. 

@ He's intelligent, using the freedom coaches give him to 
change calls at the line. 

@ And, it doesn’t hurt that he’s 6-6 and 240 pounds. 

“You kind of catch yourself watching Byron,” Akron coach 
Lee Owens said. 

“He's an amazing quarterback. We did everything we could 
do to stop him last year and he adjusted every time. We'd think 
we'd be in a defense that could at least slow him down and 
he’d change the call and make something happen.” 

Leftwich didn’t just throttle the likes of Akron and the rest 
of the Mid-American Conference. He passed for nearly 300 
yards against mighty Florida, and threw for 576 in a thrilling 64-

61 double-overtime 
victory over East 
Carolina in the GMAC 
Bowl. 

Some speculated 
that Leftwich might 
turn pro after his impressive junior season. Many draft analysts 
rated him a high first-round choice along with David Carr and 
Joey Harrington. Some whisper that with a strong senior season 
he could be the first overall pick of the 2003 draft. 

“| heard a lot of that stuff, but | never intended to turn pro 
last year,” Leftwich said. “It was an easy decision to come back. 
| have more I want to accomplish. Everybody tried to make it a 
tough decision for me, but it wasn’t.” 

Leftwich is the eighth consecutive Marshall quarterback to 
earn all-conference honors and figures to join Carl Foclor (St. 
Louis), Eric Kresser (Cincinnati) and Chad Pennington (New York 
Jets) as former Herd passers in the NFL. 

“I always said that Byron would break all of my records,” 
said Pennington, a first-round choice in 2000. 

“I told people he'd make them forget about me. He’s doing 
that. | never doubted that he'd be as good as he is.” 

Coach Bobby Pruett said Leftwich is the best quarterback 
he’s been around. That's high praise, considering Pruett 
coached Pennington and Kresser at Marshall, along with Heis- 
man Trophy winner Danny Wuerffel at Florida. 

Ah, yes, the Heisman Trophy. 

Pruett thinks Leftwich can win it. Marshall has sent two 
players to New York City as finalists — Pennington in 1999 and 
Randy Moss in 1997. 

“| don’t get into all of that,” Leftwich said. “I let other 
people worry about that. | just try to help this team win. All 
| can do is play the best that | can and try to be a leader.” 

Few recruited Leftwich out of Washington, D.C.'s, H.D, 
Woodson High School. Oklahoma State and Pittsburgh showed 
interest. Delaware State showed more. Marshall recruited the 
strong-armed youngster harder than anyone. 

“We knew he'd have to register that arm at the state line,” 
MU assistant Mark Gale said. “He had a gun for an arm.” 

But could he handle the rigors of Marshall's intricate 
offense, a multiple-receiver attack that relies on the quarterback 
to adjust on the fly? If not, coaches speculated that Leftwich 
might make a solid tight end or defensive end. 

There was a time when fans would have liked to have seen 
Leftwich catching passes rather than throwing them. When 
Pennington was hurt in the 1998 MAC championship game 
against Toledo, Leftwich came in for one series and promptly 
threw an interception on a pass he admits was horribly thrown. 

“I've come a long way since then,” Leftwich said, flashing 
a Magic Johnson-like smile. “I've had to work hard.” 

The Herd has gone 19-7 with him at quarterback, winning 
two bowls and one conference title. 

“He's a winner,” said former MU offensive coordinator Ed 
Zaunbrecher, now offensive coordinator at Florida. “I don’t want 
to compare Byron and Rex Grossman, but it’s an honor to get 
to coach both of them. | will say that.”

Horns Hope Benson Doesn’t 
Dig the Long Ball Too Much 


Cedric Benson 


Benson, like 
Williams, is an out- 
fielder who signed a pro baseball contract out of high school 
with the understanding he'd play college football. He broke 
Williams’ freshman record of 996 yards (set in 1995) despite 
not starting the first four games. Benson ran for 1,053 yards 
before injuring nerves in his shoulder and neck while making 
a tackle after an interception in the Big 12 Championship 
Game against Colorado. 

The 6-0, 206-pounder from Midland sat out the Holiday 
Bowl win over Washington, leading to the type of wild 
speculation that thrives on the Internet and talk radio. While 
some Longhorn fans fretted — despite pointed denials by UT 
officials that there was nothing more serious than a stretched 
nerve — Benson was amused. 

“It's funny how words travel so far and change so fast,” 
Benson said, shaking his head and smiling. “I heard that 
| would never play again, that my arm was paralyzed.” 

Benson's arm was fine in the spring, though UT coaches 
worked more on the nuances of the game that will allow him 
to stay in more often in passing situations. 

“He needs to put some personality at the end of a 
route,”’ UT running backs coach Bruce Chambers said. “And 
he can get better in pass protection. 

“Cedric’s a guy who wants to do well, do the right things. 
We met early; we met late. We met sometimes two, some- 
times three times a day. He’s physically gifted. What | told him 
he had to do, was to come in and do the study part of it.” 

Benson complicated his sophomore season when he was 
arrested on misdemeanor drug and alcohol possession 
charges on April 29. Texas coach Mack Brown said at the 
time any discipline handed out by the football program 
would be “handled within our family.” 

Benson will have to deal with the off-field fallout; as for 
on-field matters, there’s always something for running backs 
to improve on, especially in the white-hot spotlight that 
shines on them at Texas. The knock on Benson is that he 
doesn’t have breakaway speed. 

He said he’s been hand-timed in the 40-yard dash in the 
4.3 second range and added, “I keep the mentality that I'm 
the fastest guy out there and can't be caught.” 

That approach, coupled with a straight-ahead style and 
a knack for avoiding solid hits, has drawn comparisons to 
Dallas Cowboy future Hall-of-Famer Emmitt Smith. 

“When Emmitt came out of Escambia (Fla.) High School, 
people said he was a great high school back but would never 
be a great college back,’’ said UT offensive coordinator Greg 
Davis. “When he came out of Florida, people said he was a 
great college back who wouldn't be a great pro back. And 
now he’s on the verge of the NFL rushing record.” 

For all his accomplishments, Smith couldn't hit the curve 
ball. Longhorn fans are hoping Benson won't, either.

MSU?’s Rogers Was Just Warming Up 


here’s no hiding from Charles Rogers. 
His audacious confidence, his uncommon bravado 
and his stunning postgame suits all make him unavoid- 
able. 

After all, who can miss a man head-to-toe in an off-white 
jacket-tie combination? 

Still, all of that could be ignored if not for his prodigious talent. 

Michigan State’s junior wide receiver — No. 1 in your pro- 
gram — plays the game as if he’s the only one on the field. 

And often, that’s just how it looks. 

In a program known for producing top-flight receivers — Kirk 
Gibson, Andre Rison, Derrick Mason, Muhsin Muhammad, 
Plaxico Burress and Gari Scott, to name a few — Rogers rendered 
them footnotes in the MSU record book in 2001. 

And that was in just his first go-round in college football. 
His 67 catches, 1,470 yards and 14 touchdowns all were school 
records, but weren't enough to describe his affect on games, 
particularly in the latter part of the season. 

“When you have a good quarterback like Jeff Smoker, then

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things like that come,” 
Rogers said of the 
records. “Jeff and | have 
become real close, both 
on and off the field. We 
kind of read each other's 
minds. The tandem we have will only get better next year.” 

Rogers’ modesty comes and goes. Though he's quick to 
credit his quarterback, he'll just as soon point out that opposing 
cornerbacks can’t match him step-for-step. 

Then again, when you are 6-4 and take just 4.32 seconds to 
run 40 yards, ultraconfidence is not a surprising or inappropriate 
commodity. 

“| don’t think it’s any surprise that Charles Rogers is a special 
player,” Michigan State offensive coordinator Morris Watts said. 
“(The expectation) is not higher than he thinks it can be.” 

With powerful tailback T.J. Duckett off to the NFL a year 
early, Watts figures to be counting on Smoker-to-Rogers to 
become an even better connection this season. 

Duckett gained 2,800 yards the past two seasons and the 
Spartans must find a way to pick up some of that offense. 

Hmmm... can Rogers improve on his 1,470 yards of last 
season? 

He’ll be surprised and disappointed if he doesn’t. Last year 
was his first competitive football since 1999, since he sat out 
2000 as a partial qualifier. After an impressive start to the 
season, he became virtually unstoppable in the last seven 
games, amassing 1,110 yards and 11 TDs, capped by a 
Heisman-esque bowl performance. 

In the 44-35 Silicon Valley Bowl victory over Fresno State, he 
caught 10 passes, including touchdown receptions of 72 and 69 
yards — plus another 43-yard gain. His afternoon's work of 270 
yards was the most productive bowl game ever by a Big Ten 
receiver. 

He’s got the speed and size that every coach dreams of in 
a wide receiver, and Watts says Rogers’ work ethic makes it all 
mesh into a player with an unlimited future. 

Because of Rogers, there's one particular play that Smoker 
likes to call even though it might not exactly be detailed in the 
Michigan State playbook. It’s the up-and-Chuck, so to speak ... 

Smoker takes the snap, loads his cannon arm and, as Rogers 
is streaking on a post route, throws the ball as far as he can. 

Since the play first connected for an 87-yard touchdown 
midway through the season at Wisconsin (“I threw it as far and 
as high as I could”), Smoker uses it frequently. 

Just being able to make the fingertip, off-to-the-races catches 
thrills Rogers because he remembers his freshman year, when 
they were reduced to practice film. 

Entering as a partial qualifier rankled Rogers. He knows he’s 
a solid student and felt his ineligibility hung an unfair tag on him. 

“Everyone will talk, but you really don't have to prove 
anything to anyone else,” Rogers said. “You just have to prove it 
to yourself and let yourself know that you aren’t stupid and you 
aren't garbage. It happens to the best, but you just have to learn 
from the situation and move on.” 

He’s clearly moved on and he’s moving up.

FSU’s ‘Old Man’ Ready 
for Run at Outland 


diving into the end zone for dramatic touchdowns ... or 
maybe throwing sensational touchdown passes. 

Growing up, his football dreams didn’t have a lot to do 
with butting heads with defensive linemen, then getting up 
and doing it again maybe a minute later. In his first life as 
a football player, as with most athletic linemen, the Florida 
State senior tackle was a star with the ball in his hands. 

“I started out as a quarterback and running back,” Williams 
said, laughing, sounding a lot like a pitcher describing his 
hitting prowess. “I was taller than anyone else on my (youth 
league) team, so my strides were longer and | was faster than 
all the other kids.” 

A growth spurt changed all that. Virtually overnight, he 
awoke transformed into a hulk. Goodbye, Mr. Touchdown. 
Hello, Mr. Gruntwork. 

“Between my 12th and 13th birthdays, | grew seven

I quit. | had to play with 
older guys because of 
my size and they were just killing me.” 

That phase didn't last long. Once his coordination caught up to 
his size ... let's just say Williams hasn't gotten killed in a long time. 

He's a top Outland Trophy candidate for 2002, with coach 
Bobby Bowden suggesting that the former prep All-American 
from Kissimmee (Fla.) Osceola High could finish the season as 
the Seminoles’ best offensive lineman ever. 

“He’s played as good as anyone we've ever had,’’ Bowden 
said. “I think he could still step it up a little, though, | really do. 
| think he can be a totally dominating tackle. That’s what | want 
him to do this year. He has that kind of talent. He can be as 
good as he wants to be.” 

And the 6-6, 317-pound Williams wants to be really good. 
A four-year starter on the O-Line is rare anywhere ... it’s 
unheard of at Florida State. 

“It seems like only yesterday when | reported as a freshman, 
getting my head shaved (a team ritual for rookies), going through 
orientation,” Williams said. “Now, they call me the old man.” 

Last season got old very quickly. The Seminoles endured 
their worst record (8-4) in 15 years, ending an incredible run of 
Top 4 finishes, major bowl trips and consecutive years with 10 
or more victories. 

“It was awful,”’ Williams said. “But | think everyone feels 
more confident now. We've kinda got that sense that, hey, we're 
back. No more having all these excuses about being young, or 
inexperienced. We've got to put Florida State back up there.” 

A key will be staying healthy — Williams and the team. 
Last year, Williams sustained a sprained knee on Nov. 10, 
which prevented him from playing the final two games against 
Florida and Georgia Tech. The injury also affected his play in 
Florida State’s Gator Bowl victory against Virginia Tech. 

“My knee was still pretty bad and | was real out of shape, 
because | really hadn't done anything on it,’’ Williams said. 

“I was just happy we won the game.”’ 

Even with his critique, Williams produced better than any 
Seminole lineman. For the season, he led his teammates in 
three major categories, including the best overall grace (91 
percent) on the line. He was credited with 48 “pancake blocks” 
(flattening a defensive lineman), led the team with 30 “key 
blocks” and received the Jacobs Blocking Trophy as the top 
offensive lineman in the Atlantic Coast Conference. 

Still, Bowden should know that he still has designs on 
diving into the end zone with a dramatic touchdown ... and if it 
happens, a penalty flag for excessive celebration is guaranteed. 

“I couldn't dunk the ball over the goal post, so | probably 
would just do some awful-looking dance in the end zone,” 
Williams said. “It would be something to get a penalty, but | 
wouldn't care. It’s not like I’m going to score again." 

He's content paving the way for his FSU pals who didn’t 
experience that growth spurt.

sive end Jevon Kearse, 
whom teammates 
affectionately nick- 
named “The Freak” 
because of his other- 
worldly skills. 

“I don’t know what our players call Tommie,” Stoops said, 
“but it wouldn’t be far off.” 

OU teammates began calling the 6-3, 278-pound Harris 
“The Freak” when he arrived as a heralded freshman last sum- 
mer, but his mother, Janie, nipped it in the bud. 

“Momma didn’t like that,” Harris said with a chuckle. “She 
called coach (defensive line coach Jackie) Shipp and said, ‘Don't 
let them start calling my boy ‘Freak.’” 

She preferred his nickname from Ellison High in Killeen, 
Texas — “the Jewel.” 

Either one fits. Harris finished his freshman season with 
17 tackles for losses, 14 quarterback hurries and two sacks on 
a supreme defensive unit many proclaimed the Sooners’ best 
since the 1970s. 

In OU’s storied history with seven national titles and 128 All- 
Americans, defensive tackle Lee Roy Selmon has long been 
considered the school’s greatest defensive player. 

If Harris decides to stick around four years, he might be 
mentioned in the same breath. 

After just one season, Stoops already has deemed Harris the 
Big 12's best defensive down lineman. Harris was named first- 
team All-Big 12 and the league's defensive Newcomer of the Year. 

Confident that Harris would hold his own on the field, 
Stoops often played mind games with his freshman. 

Two days before that opener against UNC, Stoops prodded 
Harris with, “You're not going to be afraid now, are you, Tom- 
mie?” 

“I didn’t know if he was just playing with me,” Harris said 
with a smile. “Coach has done a lot of things like that to me.” 

Although last year was his first in college, this rookie was no 
freshman. OU coaches cut Harris zero slack. 

“Coach Stoops never used the word ‘freshman’ with me,” 
Harris said, shaking his head. “Every time | tried to bring up that 
excuse, he’d shoot it down. ‘You're not a freshman. You're nota 
freshman.’ | told him, ‘Coach, | just got on campus. What do you 
mean I'm not a freshman?’” 

Not only is Harris beyond his 19 years physically, his overall 
maturity and quick smile make him one of the most enthralling 
players on the squad, alongside tight end Trent Smith. 

“You get a lot of kids who are mature physically who don't 
have the mental capacity Tommie has,” Stoops said. “He's just 
an incredibly driven young guy — not just in football, but 
academically, spiritually, every part of him is really exceptional.” 

Stoops acknowledges that he’s reluctant to heap such praise 
on such a young player. 

“So many times in recruiting — nine out of 10 times — it's 
impossible for people to live up to what's said about them in 
recruiting services and newspapers. Tommie was definitely 
everything and more than what he was built up to be. 

“He’s a special guy. There’s no getting around it.”

lead Miami and its 
young defense to this 
season’s game with 
comparable stakes: 

Jan. 3 at the Fiesta Bowl. 

E.J. Henderson of 
Maryland, Cory Redding of Texas and Tommie Harris of Okla- 
homa ... those are other great defensive players, but none has 
taken the responsibility of running a defense and winning a 
national title at such a young age. Vilma is 19. 

Now a junior, Vilma enters 2002 at 6-2, 228 pounds (having 
added about 10 pounds), and as a leader who is expected to 
pick up where he left off. 

“He’s almost like (former Miami linebacker) Micheal Barrow 
was, but not as tall,” Miami defensive coordinator Randy Shan- 
non said. “It’s the same type of athletic ability.” 

And... 

“He plays the game competitively like Dan Morgan did. 
He's about a half step slower than Dan.” 

Not as tall as Barrow, not as fast as Morgan ... but the 
combination he does have is also something special. 

“One thing about Vilma, if he screws up, he gets very self- 
conscious like he’s let someone down,” Shannon said. “He’s 
screwed up a couple of times and he’s like, ‘I can’t believe 
that.’” 

Vilma relishes the opportunity to play the game with the 
smarts that Morgan brought to the field. 

“Dan was a student of the game and works harder than 
anybody | know,” Vilma said. “We used to break down film all 
the time and Dan wouldn't let us leave until he felt we had every 
down down. Imagine coming in and learning from the best.” 

Vilma could be that kind of player this year considering how 
he burst upon the scene in 2001. Vilma certainly has the smarts 
— the guy speaks three languages. 

He’s got the chance to perform at a level previously attained 
at Miami by guys like Morgan, Barrow and Ray Lewis — but his 
Rose Bowl performance showed he can get there. 

“John has got some of what the linebackers that were here 
before that played in the NFL had,” Shannon said. “He’s very, 
very smart as far as a football game. If you get him on one play, 
you won't get him on the next play.” 

He has learned well, and now it’s time for him to step into 
the position of giving young Hurricanes the same tutelage. 

What was an uncertain position for Miami had become a 
strength by the season's end. Vilma made 79 tackles and saved 
his best for big games. Against Florida State he returned a fumble 
36 yards for a touchdown. Against Nebraska he made a couple of 
teeth-rattling tackles that were highlight-tape hits. 

“I was hoping to put a move on him, make him flinch a little 
bit,” Huskers running back Dahrran Diedrick said. “He didn’t flinch.” 

As defending national champion, Vilma and the Hurricanes 
can’t flinch this season, either. Every game will be big, as they try 
to add to their 22-game winning streak and other teams try to 
knock them off. 

A big game every game? Nothing can bring out more in

ichael Doss sat in his car and watched reporters troop 

into Ohio State's football facility in January, waiting for 

the announcement of whether he'd return to the 
Buckeyes for his senior season or leave for the NFL. 

As the minutes passed and the crowd increased, one 
person immensely curious about the choice Doss would make 
remained absent. His name was Mike Doss. 

The more he prayed, the more he read his Bible, the more 
certain Doss became of one thing. 

“Il was absolutely sure that I didn’t know what | was going 
to do when | walked into the room,” he said.

instincts that made him 
a two-time All-Big Ten 
safety and a leading 
candidate for the 2002 
Thorpe Award. 

“It was pretty 
intense ... sitting back and thinking about your whole life in general, 
what's good for you and what's the best thing?” Doss said. “I just 
felt like coming back was the best decision for me. The NFL is 
always going to be there. You only get to be in college one time.” 

“It was exciting for us to hear Mike say that he wanted to 
remain a part of our team,” OSU coach Jim Tressel said. “It 
ended up that he enjoyed being a part of Ohio State and being 
with the people around him too much to leave. 

“I think Mike has a passion to be the best he can be. He’s 
very willing to be a leader on and off the field, which is a heck 
of a bonus for us.” 

Doss led Ohio State in tackles each of the past two seasons 
and highlighted its biggest victory of 2001, when he had two 
interceptions in the 26-20 triumph at Michigan. 

“He makes plays,” Tressel said. “He has that contagious 
enthusiasm. He can get people going and make a play to 
make the difference.” 

Ohio State likely wouldn't have won for the first time in 
14 years at Ann Arbor without Doss’ two interceptions. His 35- 
yard return to the Michigan 4-yard line just four minutes after 
kickoff set the tone for the game. 

Then, after the Wolverines closed a 23-0 halftime deficit to 
23-13 midway through the fourth quarter, Doss closed quickly 
on a sideline route and picked a ball off in front of All-America 
wideout Marquise Walker. He returned it 36 yards to the 
Michigan 9, positioning OSU for the clinching field goal. 

Doss has exhibited game-breaking skills since he first 
stepped on the field as a true freshman. 

In his 1999 debut he gained his first collegiate interception 
despite lining up on the wrong side of the field in a goal-line 
defense. Most of the time, of course, Doss has been in the 
right place. 

For those he tackles, however, Doss’ arrival always occurs 
at the wrong time. His hit on Illinois quarterback Kurt Kittner 
late in an Ohio State victory in 2000 gave Kittner a concussion 
and kept him out for the remainder of the season. 

Doss’ hard-hitting skills remind some long-time Ohio State 
fans of another hard hitter who preceded him by 30 years. 

Those comparisons to two-time All-American Jack Tatum 
led Doss to read Tatum’s biography, “They Call Me Assassin,” 
which Doss admits he enjoyed immensely. That might seem 
a contradiction, since Doss is also known for leading Bible 
studies among his teammates. 

“It’s never a conflict for me,” Doss said. “No one is out 
there to hurt anyone. I’m just out there playing the game. 

As far as the big hits, it’s not like I’m just roaming the field 
scanning, ‘Oh, man, who's going to be my next target?’ I’m 
just out there playing the game.” 

Playing it hard and well ... and to Tressel’s relief, for 
another year in Ohio Stadium.

eenan Howry is a typical Oregon Duck. 
An All-Pac-10 performer at two positions — wide 
receiver and punt returner — Howry will never wow 
anyone in street clothes. But put him in a football uniform and 
he becomes much more than his standard measurements of 
5-10 and 170 pounds. 

“He has a good feel for where people are around him,” 
Oregon special teams coach Robin Ross said. “It’s real impor- 
tant to know and see (where everyone is), and then he has the 
speed to take advantage of things. 

“Keenan is one of those players who will take a chance and 
it pays off. There's a lot more in the art of the return than 
catching the ball and returning it.” 

Howry took over returning punts from another talented 
returner, Michael Fletcher, who came on the heels of speedy 
Patrick Johnson. Both are playing professional football. While 
that’s heady company for Howry, he has become better than 
either of those two in many ways. 

“He has fearless catching ability and has exceeded them

both in decision 
making,” coach Mike 
Bellotti said. “He has 
the ability to make 
people miss and he 
has the speed to finish 
the play when things go well.” 

Twice last season, things went especially well, with Howry 
returning punts for touchdowns. 

Howry’s 70-yard scoring return against Oregon State 
shifted the momentum in a win that allowed the Ducks to win 
the Pac-10 title outright. Earlier in the season, against Stanford, 
Howry had one of the great games in Pac-10 history. He 
caught nine passes and returned five punts, and on those 14 
plays he covered 338 yards and scored three touchdowns. 

His 186 punt return yards set a Pac-10 record, including a 
69-yarder for a score and another 81-yarder to set up a TD, to go 
along with touchdown receptions of 4 and 39 yards. 

“Being in the game, you always want to do something 
spectacular,” Howry said. “There are opportunities on offense 
to do something spectacular, but unlike some of the other guys 
around the country who are returners, | view every one as 
a chance for something spectacular.” 

Howry ranks sixth on Oregon's career punt return yardage 
list, a mere 52 yards behind Johnson with 22 fewer attempts. 
Ross says Howry would be higher if not for some returns 
wiped out by penalties when he was a sophomore. A senior 
year similar to last season would vault Howry to the top spot. 

“We shoot for about a 10-yard return every time. A first 
down, we call it,” Ross said. “If they kick a short one, in the 
middle of the field and with a low hang time, say about 2.7 
(seconds), and the team blocks, it works like any well-executed 
play.” 

This season, particularly with star quarterback Joey Harring- 
ton now in the NFL, the Ducks will have to get the ball into the 
hands of Howry more than ever. He has already caught 130 
passes for 1,881 yards and 18 touchdowns. 

Howry underwent left shoulder surgery after the Ducks 
beat Colorado in the Fiesta Bowl, securing the school’s highest 
season-ending ranking ever: No. 2, behind Miami. 

“| don’t think it’s set me back far,” Howry said. “I've been 
lifting everything I can that doesn’t involve the upper body.” 

Howry’s absence in spring drills was not a bother for his 
coaches. They know what he can do and how hard he works. 

“Keenan is a practice player,” Bellotti said. “I think he 
enjoys practice more than anything other than playing 
a game.” 

Fall drills will provide enough time for Howry to get into 
the rhythm of fielding punts again — while some of the 
younger Ducks have a chance to learn the skills necessary to 
follow in his cleats. 

“The coaches here know what they want and how they 
want it,” Howry said. “They know the drills to avoid dropped 
balls. The drills we do are so tedious that when you get into 
the games it makes it hard to drop balls.” 

Now they just need to develop a drill to make it hard not 
to score a touchdown.

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TOP 10 BACKFIELDS 


4. Florida The Gators have Lindy’s top-rated quarterback (Rex Gross- 
man) and fourth-rated running back (Earnest Graham), which adds up to the 
nation’s No. 1 backfield. 

Graham will carry more of the freight than in the days when the guy with the 
visor was calling the plays, although the offense of head coach Ron Zook and 
offensive coordinator Ed Zaunbrecher (who came from pass-first Marshall) is 
designed to give Grossman the opportunity to throw for nearly 4,000 yards again. 
(At least that’s what they told him to get him to come back to school for another 
year). As for the tenuous depth behind them ... well, we're looking the other way. 


2. Miami The Hurricanes’ running back depth is such that they lose 
Najeh Davenport to graduation, junior Clinton Portis to the NFL and rising 
sophomore Frank Gore to a spring knee injury ... and still trot out a couple of 
potential studs. New No. 1 Willis McGahee was impressive as a reserve last 
season and Jarrett Payton appears closer than ever to filling his potential. All that, 
and Ken Dorsey hardly ever makes a bad throw. 


3. Texas 08 Chris Simms and RB Cedric Benson ... no backfield in the 
nation was put together with more fanfare — Simms the former national high 
school player of the year and Benson the biggest thing in Texas prep football since 
some kid named Earl Campbell. Simms and Benson (despite a misdemeanor 
arrest in April) can be linked forever in UT history with a Big 12 (national?) title. 


4. Colorado The Buffs “Big Three” of last season — Cortlen Johnson, 
Chris Brown and Bobby Purify — combined for 2,429 yards and 25 rushing 
touchdowns. The trio could be even bigger this season, as Johnson departs and 
now-healthy phenom Marcus Houston rejoins the mix. QB Craig Ochs, also 
returning from injury troubles, could develop into one of the Big 12’s best. Now, if 
only the offensive line repairs significant holes ... 


5. Wisconsin There's an element of “what have you done for me 
lately,” but QB Brooks Bollinger is an underappreciated QB with a 22-7 career 
record, including a win in two-thirds of his starts against ranked teams (6-for-9). 
Coming off a 5-7 season and entering his senior year, he’s more focused than ever 
to make things happen with his arm and legs. If not, 1,400-yard back Anthony 
Davis and quality 1,000-yard backup passer Jim Sorgi can. 


6. Marshall One-man wrecking crew Byron Leftwich is a backfield unto 
himself, with 4,132 passing yards, 41 total TDs and running skills to motor 
downfield. When Marshall does decide to hand off — late in the game, sitting on a 
big lead, perhaps? — it goes to second-team All-MAC RB Franklin Wallace, who 
will have more company if Chanston Rodgers makes it back from knee injuries. 


7. Tennessee (08 Casey Clausen still has room to climb on the 
learning curve after a two-year career that has netted 4,442 yards, 37 TDs anda 
possible first-round grade from the NFL. RB would seem to be an issue after the 
Vols finally exhausted the terrific 1997 recruiting class of Jamal Lewis, Travis 
Henry and Travis Stephens, but young guys Jabari Davis and Cedric Houston will 
be fine. 


8. Florida State Chris Rix’s development is right on track after a 
freshman season of 2,734 passing yards, 24 TDs and 389 more yards rushing. 
Greg Jones is a 243-pound tank at tailback. If incoming freshman RB Lorenzo 
Booker can’t live up to the hype, he'll never live down his awkward ESPN 
appearance to announce his college choice on Signing Day. 


9. Southern California True, the Trojans have been under- 
achievers, but the talent of QB Carson Palmer and RBs Sultan McCullough and 
Michigan-transfer Justin Fargas is more than a little formidable. If they stay 
healthy and on track, these guys all have first-round potential — and Palmer made 


big strides in 2001 after running in place for three years. 


10. Washington With a background in rodeo, Cody Pickett should 
be tough as nails. Make that /s tough as nails; he threw for 2,403 yards, earning 
the respect of his teammates by playing the majority of the season with a 
separated throwing shoulder. Running backs Rich Alexis and Braxton Cleman are 
more than capable, and have had their moments, while converted linebacker Zach 
Tuiasosopo gives the Huskies the athletic fullback they need. 


Florida senior running back Earnest Graham might 
get more opportunities to carry the ball in the Gators’ 
post-Steve Spurrier offense. 
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TOP 10 RECEIVERS 


1. Texas Three players could earn All-Big 12 honors, with Roy Williams 
in line for bigger prizes, such as All-America teams and an early appearance in 
the first round of the NFL Draft. 

He and B.J. Johnson are in the process of rewriting all the Texas receiving 
records, having made a splashy entrance as freshmen two seasons ago. Look for 
Williams, who had offseason ankle surgery to remove bone spurs, to be even 
more explosive this season. 

Basically, everyone significant returns, including potential All-American tight 
end Bo Scaife (with healthier knees) and third receiver Sloan Thomas, who 


completes the Longhorns’ outstanding set of four top junior pass-catchers. 


2. Marshall Byron Leftwich is completing all those passes for all those 
yards to somebody ... which is why Marshall's third-best returning receiver has 
these gaudy numbers — 56 catches, 800 yards, nine touchdowns. Even with all 
that, Denero Marriott is often just a passenger on the Herd Express, watching All- 
America candidate Darius Watts (91-1,417, 18 TDs) and Josh Davis (79-961, 5 
TDs) choo-choo into the end zone. 


3. Florida State former first-stringers Anquan Boldin and Robert 


Morgan return after missing all of last season with injuries, joining Talman 
Gardner (11 touchdowns in 33 catches), Craphonso Thorpe and PK. Sam. Of 
course, the ‘Noles always bring in one or two high school recruits tagged the 
“next Peter Warrick” — possibly Chris Davis or Dishon Platt. 


4. Oklahoma 0k, so Mark Clayton is the No. 1 receiver. No, make 
that Antwone Savage. Curtis Fagan? Actually, all three are very nice, equally 
capable of making a big catch. But the team’s top target will be Lindy’s preseason 
All-American tight end Trent Smith, whose 61 catches and six touchdowns led 
the team last season. 


5. Georgia _ Senior Terrence Edwards is in the strange position of being 


on the verge of putting his name on top of every Georgia career receiving record 
... and he’s not even the best guy on his team. Based on a fabulous freshman 
season in which he averaged 23.4 yards a catch and caught four TD passes of 


more than 50 yards, that honor goes to 6-4 Fred Gibson. 


6. Miami Andre Johnson is one of Miami's most physical receivers ever, 
and made everyone take notice with seven catches, 199 yards and two touch- 
downs in the national championship Rose Bow! against Nebraska. Part-time 
Starter Kevin Beard must also be watched ... and word is that new starting tight 
end Kellen Winslow plays like his Hall of Fame father, so Miami won't feel the 
loss of first-rounder Jeremy Shockey. 


7. Mlinois The Illini present the most difficult double-team challenge in 
the Big Ten with Brandon Lloyd (65 catches, 1,062 yards, 10 TDs) on one side 
and Walter Young (50-890, 8 TDs) on the other. At 6-2, 180, Lloyd is not 
small, he just seems that way next to Young, who is a plus-size NFL prospect 
at 6-5, 220. 


8. Washington Sophomore Reggie Williams is the definition of the 
modern go-to receiver ... you know, tall (6-4) and physical (220 pounds) with 
great leaping ability, long strides, crazy legs in traffic, soft hands, big ego. The 
works. He set Pac-10 freshman records with 55 catches and 973 yards. 
Converted tailback Paul Arnold provides a fine, fast second option for QB Cody 
Pickett. 


9. LSU The Tigers’ depth and potential is such that the loss of the nation’s 
most productive receiver, Josh Reed, isn't a paralyzing body blow. LSU's new QB 
will lock in on 6-4 Michael Clayton, whose 47 catches for six touchdowns and a 
16-yard average as a freshman give him a good start toward breaking some of 
Reed's records. Steady senior Jerel Myers is still around, too, and Reggie 
Robinson’s return from a neck injury is a depth-builder, 


10. Stanford New coach Buddy Teevens has the receivers to plug 
into the Fun 'N’ Gun offense he brings from his last job as a Florida assistant. 
Start with 6-7 pogo stick Teyo Johnson and then drop down a foot to 5-8 Troy 
Walters-like Luke Powell. Together, they caught 78 passes with 14 TDs. Ryan 
Wells and TE Brett Pierce offer help, as everyone's numbers should increase in 
the new offense. 


FOP 10 OFFENSIVE LINES 


1. Wisconsin There's a reason Wisconsin keeps churning out 1,000- 
yard rushers, nine seasons in a row now. OK, Ron Dayne got some of his NCAA- 
record yards on his own, but it’s also because the Badgers’ offensive line never 
takes a year off, with 10 different players earning 13 first-team all-league honors 
in that span. 

The latest, greatest Wisconsin blocker is senior left tackle Ben Johnson, the 
headliner of a group that returns intact from last season, when it opened the way 
for Anthony Davis to scoot for 1,466 yards, the sixth-best mark ever for a 
freshman. Johnson's cousin, Al, is an awards candidate at center. 


2. Florida State Bobby Bowden with five returning starters on the 
offensive line? Yup, look out. Pass blocking never has been the problem for the 
Seminoles, who allowed only 13 sacks last season and are led by two All- 
America candidates — tackle Brett Williams and guard Montrae Holland. Last 
year, this line was not effective in drive-blocking good D-Lines, so spring 
workouts were all about an increased emphasis on being aggressive to balance 
things up a bit. 


3. Alabama foras good as they are now, the Tide's line will put up an 


even tougher wall in the future, as three sophomore starters continue to mature. 
Guard Justin Smiley earned first-team freshman All-American honors last season 
and tackle Wesley Britt picked up a few freshman atta-boys as well. Senior center 
Alonzo Ephraim helps keep the youngsters in line. 


4. Miami Ken Dorsey's uniform might get dirtier than last season ... but 
not much because the Hurricanes are still beefy and nasty after losing Bryant 
McKinnie, Joaquin Gonzalez and Martin Bibla. Mammoth tackles Carlos Joseph 
and Vernon Carey step into starting roles. Center Brett Romberg is the crew 
chief, and no one wants to tangle with guard Sherko Haji-Rasouli, both of whom 
are Canadians. Not bad, eh? 


5. Tennessee The best news is the return from injury of two former 


starters — tackle Michael Munoz and guard Shawn Respert, which would help 


offset the graduation losses of Reggie Coleman and Fred Weary. With two other 
full-time starters returning (tackle Will Ofenheusle and center Scott Wells), plus a 
smattering of experience elsewhere, the only issue on the Vols’ offense is finding 
a second receiver. 


6. Washington State None of the starters are well-known 
outside the Palouse, but the Cougs are unusually deep with quality linemen, 
including one — senior guard Derrick Roche — who could make a push for All- 
America honors. A name to file away for the not-so-distant future: 6-8 sopho- 
more tackle Calvin Armstrong. 


7. Maryland The Terps rolled to 4,837 yards and 35.5 points per 
game last season behind an offensive line that returns four starters. Center 
Melvin Fowler is a significant loss, leaving All-ACC guard Todd Wike, a senior, to 
pick up the leadership slack. 


8. Georgia four starters — who have combined for 86 starts — 
return from a group that yielded a mere 15 sacks last year. Left tackle Jon 
Stinchcomb will be the one getting the All-America attention, with guard Kevin 
Breedlove also making a run at first-team all-league honors in the toughest 
league to do so. 


9. Marshall Give us the Marshall starting five, we'll give you the rest 
of the MAC linemen ... and we'll still have the better players. Yeah, well, the MAC 
isn’t the standard of greatness, but how about this: Left tackle Steve Sciullo has 
neutralized North Carolina defensive end Julius Peppers and Florida’s Alex Brown 
the past couple of seasons. 


10. Oklahoma Every team in the Big 12 is in the middle of 
significant patchwork, with our predicted national champ Sooners getting the 
nod as the best of the bunch. Oklahoma returns honors candidates in guard Mike 
Skinner, tackle Wes Sims and center Vince Carter, whose admirable play as a 
true freshman portends of big things soon. 
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Begin the debate: This could be the best Oklahoma 
aereas since ve the Selmon brothers (Lee Roy, Lucious and Dewey) patrolled the 
line of the scrimmage in the 1970s. Discuss this on the Internet and talk radio for 
the next several months, and the Sooners and their fabulous line will make closing 
arguments in the national championship Fiesta Bowl. 

Here’s how we see it coming down: Late in the game, OU sitting on a lead, 
sophomore tackle Tommie Harris flushing Miami’s Ken Dorsey out of the pocket, 
Jimmy Wilkerson zipping around end and — blammo! — a Dorsey sandwich. 

Basically, OU has it all — All-America talent in Harris and Wilkerson, all- 
league potential in DT Kory Klein, crazy depth (including touted Tennessee 
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With Oklahoma’s Jimmy Wilkerson (above) rushing 
from the outside and Tommie Harris charging from 
the inside, quarterbacks will have no place to hide. 


transfer Lynn McGruder) and up-and-comers such as sophomore end Jonathan 
Jackson, who was fabulous in the spring. 


Yeah, yeah ... we hear ya, ‘Canes fans. Miami has a very strong 
case for the nation’s best defensive line, and we're not unsympathetic to your 
pleas. There are four starters back — including future NFL first-rounders in DT 
William Joseph and DE Jerome McDougle — who combined for 51 tackles for 
loss and 24 sacks last season. Sophomore Vince Wilfork is slated for greatness 
— if he can get playing time. Basically, there’s not much to differentiate between 
two great lines like Oklahoma and Miami ... but the Sooners win the tiebreaker as 
our projected national champs. 


; Three starters return from a line that helped the Longhorns lead 
the nation in total defense (236.2 yards per game) and finish sixth in rushing 
defense (89.5). Senior end Cory Redding is the get-after-the-OQB cover boy, while 
opposite end Kalen Thornton quietly is worthy of double teams, too. 


Kenny King, Kindal Moorehead and Jarret Johnson have 
the stats to prove they have been around for... like, ever. These guys, finally 
seniors, have combined for an amazing 111.5 tackles for loss, including 42.5 
sacks, and are the main reason the Tide still has a nasty bite while barking to get 
out of the NCAA doghouse. 


Nobody in the Big Ten has better defensive line starters or 
depth ... and, therefore, won't have a better team. It's a pick-your-poison situation 
with ends Dan Rumishek (seven sacks last season) and Shantee Orr (six). The 
tackles aren't as high profile, but since Michigan allowed only 89.1 rushing 
yards last season, these guys are good at applying the spackle to those holes 
inside. 


The Cornhuskers led the Big 12 in sacks last season with 
39, and are in fine shape with three returning starters, including talented rush end 
Chris Kelsay. This is the best part of a Blackshirts unit that got its face rubbed in 
the dirt at the end of last season by Colorado and Miami, and will be looking to 
bounce back to its more familiar role of playground bully. 


5 ) te The ends are nasty and way too fast. D.D. 
nanaiit and isaac Brown each had 9.5 sacks last season as backups, so you 
know they have nothing on their minds but vroooming to the quarterback. Awards 
candidate Rien Long and Tai Tupai are returning starters at the tackle positions — 
big fellas who happily do the dirty work. 


A switch from a 4-4 front to a more conventional 4-3 is 
supposed to put everybody in position to be more active, which is to say, more 
productive. Fifteen sacks wasn't a lot last season, but junior tackle DeMarco 
McNeil is a heck of a centerpiece and end Reggie Torbor just needs another half- 
step to turn last year’s 15 quarterback hurries into several sacks in 2002. 


: This sets up nicely as a year that tackle Tim Anderson 
becomes a national name, assuming he makes as big of a jump from his 
sophomore to junior seasons as he did from his freshman to sophomore years. 
Two other starting linemen are back for a defense that held eight opponents to 20 
points or less last season. 


: 1 @ Lots of sacks lost with the early departure of end 
Michael Josiah (11), but the team won't miss his attitude and gets even more 
production from Dewayne White, who made 15 sacks despite playing part of last 
season with a broken hand. With 10 starters back, the Cardinals defense will be 
tough against the run, the pass ... just plain tough. 


1. Miami_ Jonathan Vilma’s Richter-scale hits during the Rose Bowl 
made him a star and fed the hype that he is the next great Miami linebacker. 
We're buying it. Taking over last season for one of those great ones — Dan 
Morgan — Vilma had a team-best 79 tackles from his middle ‘backer spot and 
took control of a national championship defense. 

He's flanked on one side by a former national high school defensive player 
of the year, junior D.J. Williams, whose talent is being put to much better use 
now than it was in the offensive backfield until last season. 


2. Georgia _ Georgia has the best linebackers in the best league for 
linebackers, starting with Tony Gilbert, one of the nation’s most underappreciated 
players. The middle linebacker has led the team in tackles in each of the past two 
seasons, although Boss Bailey gets to the ball carrier plenty fast, too. On the 
other side, Chris Clemons has starting experience and is ready to make the jump 
to full-time hound. 


3. Colorado The Buffs have three candidates for all-league honors, 


with any of the trio possibly moving up to bigger prizes. Drew Walhroos switches 
inside, where he is expected to be a free-flowing tackle-making machine. Sean 
Tufts is a tough run-stopper. Athletic Joey Johnson handles it all on the outside 
— pass rushing to man coverage. 


4. Michigan Personnel losses are significant — bye-bye Larry Foote 
and Eric Brackins — but veteran Victor Hobson will carry on with new starting 
pals Carl Diggs and Zach Kaufman. Diggs will flourish in his full-time starting role 
while Hobson makes a pitch for the Butkus Award, building off his 80-tackle 
performance of last season. 


5. Florida State Weakside linebacker Kendyll Pope was involved in 


113 tackles last season, the most for a Florida State sophomore since Marvin 


1. Oklahoma The loss of star safety Roy Williams just rolls off 
Oklahoma's back, because the Sooners are deep and talented, with three players 
who should contend for major honors. 

There's no safe spot to throw the ball, not with cornerbacks Derrick Strait 
and Andre Woolfolk, who is expected to concentrate almost exclusively on 
defense after dabbling at receiver last season. At 6-1, he’s got the height (and 
athleticism) that the NFL loves. In the unlikely event either corner gets burned, 
free safety Brandon Everage is around to clean up the mess. 


2. Michigan So many mix-and-match possibilities for the Wolverines, 
whose talent surplus is such that redshirt freshman safety (and former “wow" 
recruit) Ernest Shazor might have to go to WR to get playing time. From 
sophomore corners Marlin Jackson and Markus Curry, to senior safeties Cato 
June, Julius Curry and Charles Drake, Michigan can bring the house up front 
while never having to worry about its backside. 


3. Arkansas _ With a couple of big-time recruiting "hits," Arkansas has 


put together the SEC’s finest corner combination in junior Lawrence Richardson 
and sophomore Ahmad “Batman’ Carroll. Free safety Ken Hamlin (118 tackles) is 
only a junior, so look for this group at the top of this list next season ... provided 
nobody gets happy feet for the NFL. 


4. Illinois Cornerback Eugene Wilson broke up more passes than 
anyone last season (30), and can’t be ignored by quarterbacks because Christian 
Morton is on the other side. A converted quarterback, Morton learned quickly last 
season, earning second-team all-Big Ten honors. Mare Jackson, a solid 
contributor in 1999 and 2000, returns at safety after missing last season because 
of a shoulder injury. 


5. Texas Just as Quentin Jammer moved from safety to become a star 
cornerback, so too is Nathan Vasher, a junior. Vasher will take root opposite 
steady senior Rod Babers after biding his time last season at strong safety (that 
was time well spent; he had seven interceptions). The safety positions won't have 


Jones in 1991. Strongside linebacker Michael Boulware has the game (and the 
bloodlines, being the brother of ex-Seminole star Peter Boulware), to be all-ACC 
this season. Both are juniors. 


6. Tennessee With four new starters on the defensive line, these 
guys have to be good — and they are, The Vols had 23 sacks from their 
linebackers a year ago; figure on them getting close to that as blitzes help cover 
for the inexperience up front. Eddie Moore is the name to know for now. Kevin 
Burnett is the name to file away. 


7. Te Defense, as usual, will keep A&M from losing touch 
with the leaders of the Big 12 South. There are star players at every level of the 
Wrecking Crew; at linebacker, it’s Jarrod Penright (10.5 sacks) on the outside 
and savvy veteran Brian Gamble (241 career tackles) on the inside. 


8. Alabama Might have been at the top of the list if Saleem Rasheed 
had stuck around for his senior season, but ‘Bama isn’t crying about the 
leftovers. Brooks Daniels made 102 tackles as a sophomore last season, junior 
Cornelius Wortham is coming into his own and expectations are off the charts 
for redshirt freshman middle ‘backer Freddie Roach. 


9. Auburn Justas rival Alabama has a freshman star-in-waiting, so 
does Auburn in freshman Lemarcus Rowell, who would have played last season 
if not for a snafu with the NCAA Clearinghouse. He'll have to fight for playing 
time ina group that includes Dontarrious Thomas and Karlos Dansby, who has 
just scratched the surface of his potential. 


10. Texas Tech Ultra-productive senior Lawrence Flugence (that’s 
301 tackles in the past two seasons) can vault onto the national stage with a big 
game in the opener at Ohio State against those young Buckeye backs. Helping 
the Red Raiders’ cause is solid sophomore Mike Smith on the outside. 


experience, but will be capably manned. 


6. Oregon State The Beavers should be turning around a 


disturbing stat from last season — a sickly nine interceptions. Oregon State can 
double that — should double that — with senior cornerback Dennis Weathersby 
shutting down half the field, Terrell Roberts returning on the other side, 
sophomore Mitch Meeuwsen in centerfield and 2000 starting safety Calvin 
Carlyle returning from injury. 


7. UCLA ‘Senior cornerback Ricky Manning already has been a two- 
time all-Pac-10 selection, and Matt Ware is likely to get started on his 
Collection this season. As a true freshman last year, Ware played corner with 
an astonishing sense of California coolness, but likely will take his talents to 
safety this season ... and maybe to receiver and option QB, and wherever else 
Bob Toledo needs help. 


&. Tennessee The Vols will have to be every inch as good as 
advertised, because with an entirely new defensive front, the secondary might 
have to cover ... and cover ... and cover until the pass rush finally arrives at the 
quarterback. All-SEC candidate Jabari Greer loses cornerback running mate 
Andre Lott, but gains former starter Willie Miles, coming back from injury. 


9. Texas A&M The Aggies allowed the other guys to score a 
touchdown through the air only seven times last season and should be equally 
chintzy in 2002. This has the look of some of the better A&M secondaries of the 
past decade, with Sammy Davis locking down a corner and Terrence Kiel 
bringing heat from a safety spot. 


10. Virginia Tech One of the nation’s best against the pass last 
season (with 19 interceptions and an 85.62 efficiency rating, third-best in the 
nation), the Hokies build around two stars — cornerback Ronyell Whitaker and 
free safety Willie Pile. Tech held Miami’s Ken Dorsey to a season-low 47.7 
percent (21 of 44) last season. 


THE NATION 
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Hits the Hot Spots 


We've got one thing to say about this college football 
season: Would you like fries with that? 

OK, we've got a lot of things to say about the season, 
but it all leaves us with the same feeling we get when we're 
standing in line for a double cheeseburger: “We'd like the full 
meal deal ... and we'd like it supersized.” 

So it is with College Football 2002. 

The season is bigger. The quarterbacks are bigger. The 
receivers are the biggest ever. 

There’s big money for schools — nearly $200 million this 
year in payouts for a record 28 bowls. 

There's big money for coaches — nearly every new deal 
starts with seven figures. 
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Heck, there’s even big coaches. Ralph “Fridge” Friedgen 
did so well in his first season at Maryland that heavyweight 
Mark Mangino gets a shot to do the same at Kansas. 

We're telling you, this is going to be big. 

For the first time, the season has been expanded to 12 
regular-season games, extending more action into late 
November and packing late August with fascinating non- 
conference games. The SEC, notably, took the opportunity to 
add meat to its menu.

Big 
as in 6-5, 250-pound Dave Ragone of Louisville. Or 6-4 Ken 
Dorsey of Miami. Or 
6-4 Chris Rix of Florida 
State. Or 6-4 Casey 
Clausen of Tennessee. 
At 6-1, Florida’s Rex 
Grossman isn't huge, 
but his arm is plenty 
big. 

And the receivers? 
Call it the Attack of the 
Randy Moss Clones. 
Half of Lindy’s Top 20 
receivers are 6-4 or 
taller. 

Yep, big stuff, and 
Lindy’s predicts it will 
be two giant programs 
— Oklahoma with 
seven national titles 
and Miami with five — 
playing for another big 
ring in the Fiesta Bowl 
on Jan. 3.

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C) Shades of QB draft class of ’83 
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A year after all of the top Heisman finishers were quarter- 
backs, this is — again — the Year of the Quarterback in college 
football. And that sure does make NFL scouts happy. 

Twenty years later, college football is poised to deliver 
another six first-round quarterbacks. 

That happened in 1983, when Stanford’s John Elway was 
the No. 1 overall pick. He was followed in the first round by 
Todd Blackledge (No. 7), Jim Kelly (No. 14), Tony Eason (No. 
15), Ken O'Brien (No. 24) and Dan Marino (No. 27). 

It's easy to see the 2003 first pick becoming a quarterback 
... but which one? Marshall's Byron Leftwich, Louisville’s Dave 
Ragone and Texas’ Chris Simms each have the kind of size, 
skill and pedigree to merit suggestion for No. 1. 

But, wait, there’s more. 

Miami's productive Ken Dorsey is ticketed as a first-round 
possibility, as are a couple of highly touted recruiting class- 
mates at USC — Carson Palmer and Jason Thomas, now at 
UNLV. Neither has been on a rocket ship to success in college, 
although all will be forgotten with a strong senior season. 

As for the underclassmen, Florida’s Rex Grossman has all 
but said he is coming out after his junior season and Ten- 
nessee’s Casey Clausen might, too, if he’s in line to earn 
a first-round grade. 

Eli Manning of Ole Miss is another first-rounder waiting to 
happen, but he’s so in love with college, he’s already said 
he'll be back for 2003. 

So, counting all the underclassmen except for Manning, 
that’s eight quarterbacks who enter the 2002 season with 
legitimate first-round potential ... and that doesn’t even 
include someone who might emerge from back in the pack, 
as Fresno State’s David Carr did last season.

It’s more a question of when than if, because Bobby 
Bowden is bearing down hard on Joe Paterno ... and, dadgum 
it, is fixin’ to have that little ‘ol record all to himself by the 
time the year ends.

Bowden picked up 
three more games on 
Paterno last year and is 
now just four wins behind 
(tied with Bear Bryant, as 
a matter of fact, at 323). 
FSU plays one more 
game than Penn State in 
the regular season, and 
the Seminoles could 
easily win three or four 
more games than the 
Nittany Lions: Say, 12-1 
compared to 8-4.

Only five of the 63 BCS-conference teams actually fired 
coaches last season (Notre Dame, Kansas, Vanderbilt, Cal and 
Indiana) with each of those guys getting exactly five years to 
prove themselves. They can’t say they didn’t have time. 

Vacancies at Florida and Notre Dame kept college football 
fans plenty entertained, with the two giants whiffing at their 
top choices. So, instead of Bob Stoops and Jon Gruden, we've 
got Ron Zook and Tyrone Willingham. 

Good hires? Time will tell, of course. Zook brings passion 
and the promise of an almost-as-fun offense. Willingham 
brings order, discipline, quiet confidence and a promise of an 
entirely new Notre Dame offense. 

And that’s what the Irish needed most, whether it was 
George O'Leary or someone else rewriting the playbook. 
Notre Dame's directionless offense was out of step with hot 
recruits who want to be featured in NFL-like passing offenses. 
Since that’s what Willingham majored in at Stanford, the Irish 
will have a 21st-century offense, making this look like a good 
hire, indeed.

Dream about a playoff system all you want; college 
football has the BCS for at least four more seasons. In the 
meantime, we're not going to rage against the machine, only 
try to improve it. Lindy’s suggestions for making the BCS a 
better world to live in: 


7. More power to the people 

This is how the NCAA Division | Basketball Committee 
does it, reviewing the numbers from the RPI (an antiquated 
system way more flawed than the BCS, but that’s another 
story) and then judging who to take and where to seed them, 
The BCS committee could inject common sense into the 
process — voting, for example, to take a conference champ 
like Colorado over a team that failed to win its division 
(Nebraska). 


2. Tell us how it works 

Give us all the math behind all the computer ratings. It's 
not that we don’t trust the computer geeks, but at least it 
would silence the conspiracy theorists. It’s called credibility. 


3. No more strength of schedule factor 

It’s already factored, to some degree, into the computer 
ratings. Giving it the additional 25 percent of a team’s total 
BCS score is overkill. 


4, Agree on conference championship games 

It's great financially for the SEC and Big 12, but potentially 
damaging to its top teams (witness Tennessee and Texas last 
season). It’s unfair for teams from those conferences to face a 
BCS elimination game when teams from the other four big 
conferences don’t. Have everybody play a title game ... or 
nobody at all. 


5. Keep playing after the final bowl 

Maybe it’s one game, with the top two teams determined 
by the polls, computers and a selection committee. Maybe it's 
three games, with the winners of the four BCS bowls playing it 
off, This notion raises more questions than it answers, but if a 
college football playoff is in the breeze for after the 2006 
season, this would be the baby steps toward that goal without 
de-emphasizing the best thing about college football — the 
regular season.

As he looks back on it, the scene seems like it was out of 
amovie, but its reality was almost deadly: His 1994 Honda Civic 
spinning out of control at 50 miles per hour, catapulting four feet in 
the air across the median with an 18-wheeler filled with diesel fuel 
heading toward him. 

He doesn't remember the crash on Rogers’ Lane in Lawton, 
Okla., on Dec. 17, 2001. The impact caved in the passenger side 
and the driver's side cradled the roof. 


Arriving at the scene, emergency personnel radioed a “code 
red,” meaning the car's driver was presumed dead. 

“When people saw the accident, they wondered how some- 
body could come out of that. | almost died,” said Aso Pogi, junior 
quarterback at Oklahoma State. 

Three ripped tendons in his left hand, a concussion, lacerations 
to his arms, head and face and an injured knee sent Pogi to the hos- 
pital for five days. 

He spent last Christmas at home celebrating the gift of life. 

“| got a chance,” said Pogi. 

It wasn’t the first time he has beaten the odds. Pogi, who was 
born in American Samoa and moved to the United States when he 
was 2 years old, is one of nine children. His father, Gafa Pogi, died 
when he was five. His mother, Fia Pogi Tupua, raised the family in a 
one-bedroom apartment in the Lawton View projects. 

Fia Tupua worked two jobs as an LPN and in a nursing home, 
sometimes 19 to 20 hours a day, to put food on the table. 

“Food disappears fast when you've got nine kids. The only thing 
people worried about in the projects was survival, not in years, but 
day by day, hour by hour,” said Pogi, 21. “There are a lot of things 
to overcome. There was a lot of peer pressure. We fell into it.” 

In Lawton, Pogi was known as a “bad, bad boy,” said John Tal- 
ley, director of the Fellowship of Christian Athletes for North Central 
Oklahoma. A gang member, Pogi would beat up people he didn’t 
like. Sex, alcohol and drugs were part of his teenage lifestyle. 
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One night all that changed. At an FCA banquet in Lawton, Pogi 
heard former New York Yankees star Bobby Richardson, Oklahoma 
tight end Trent Smith and Brian Madden, quarterback at the Naval 
Academy and hometown hero in Lawton, speak about Jesus Christ. 

At 17, Pogi asked Christ to become his personal savior. “God 
spoke through him (Madden) that night. He was the vessel God 
used to break my heart,” said Pogi, an all-state quarterback his 
senior year at Lawton High School. 

Now Pogi proclaims Christ through the FCA in Oklahoma, Texas 
and Kansas. At a rally in Oklahoma City, he shared the platform with 
OU quarterback Josh Heupel, who led the Sooners to the 2000 
national title. There were 248 decisions made for Christ, said Talley. 

“For me the greatest thing about speaking is getting a chance to 
see God do amazing things,” said Pogi. 

Through prayer, “digging” into the Bible and meeting with 20 
athletes in an accountability group, Pogi grows in his faith daily. 

Wide receiver Rashaun Woods, a junior who caught 10 touch- 
down passes last season, calls Pogi the team’s spiritual leader. 

“He lives his testimony every day. Everybody sees that.” 

One accountability partner, former Cowboy strong safety George 
Horton, and Pogi opened the Bible to verses that Pogi said became 
his life verses: 1 John 2:15-17: “Do not love the world or anything in 
the world. If anyone loves the world, the love of the Father is not in 
him. For everything in the world — the cravings of sinful man, the 
lust of his eyes and the boasting of what he has and does — comes 
not from the Father, but from the world. The world and its clesires 
pass away, but the man who does the will of God lives forever.” 

Talley said Pogi’s witness is strong because of his credibility. 
Saul Talley, John’s son and a senior deep snapper, said Pogi identi- 
fies with “guys who have rough backgrounds. That shows them that 
God can meet you wherever you are.” 

When Pogi left Lawton, he promised himself that he would 
work hard, patterning his work ethic after his mother. 

“The thing | admire about my mom is that she never quit. No 
matter how bad things got, she wasn’t going to run away or put us 
in an orphanage. She has so much character. She said, ‘Keep God 
number one and you'll be fine.’ | had to realize that on my own.” 

Pogi (6-3, 225) has started 17 games for the Cowboys. “He cer- 
tainly knows how to react under fire,” said OSU coach Les Miles. 

As asophomore, Pogi passed for 1,854 yards and 11 scores. 
He is OSU's all-time freshman passing leader with 1,550 yards. 

His first collegiate start brought one of his biggest thrills. He 
passed for 328 yards against lowa State, the most ever thrown by 
an OSU freshman. The next week, against Colorado, he threw for 
313 yards, the first time any Cowboy quarterback had thrown for 
300 or more yards in back-to-back games. 

“My greatest victory was when I was a junior in high school. 

It's been my greatest decision and the one I’m most proud of,” said 
Pogi. “You don’t get a trophy for it, but you gain salvation. | want 
people to see that | am in love with Jesus. 

“Jesus means life forever. He’s my father, best friend, teacher, 
counselor, principal. He is the perfect person wrapped into one. 
He’s the perfect anything and everything. It’s an absolute great 
feeling to know I can be a part of that.”

every guy who just has to share his 
thoughts about throwing to the tight end, 
recruiting that blue-chip quarterback and 
the death of option football.

Meanwhile at Notre Dame, Davie won 
a higher percentage of his games (.583, 
35-25), also played in one BCS game (‘01 
Fiesta) and got fired last year after going 5-6. 

In other words, when Willingham 
kept looking at his watch during the press 
conference announcing his hiring Jan. 1,

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it was a good sign for Notre Dame fans. 
They are getting pretty antsy themselves 
these days. 

“The thing | think is consistent and 
exciting is the passion that this community 
— the university community — has for its 
football program,” Willingham said. “You 
love that. You love to be a part of some- 
thing that has a great love for its existence 
... Already, it’s all been memorable. 

“How can it not be to be at one of the 
finest academic institutions in the country 
as well as the most prestigious football 
program in the country? How can it not 
be memorable? What day isn’t?” 

Willingham’s first day certainly was, for 
him and the university that employs him. 
Notre Dame had never had an African- 
American head coach in any sport, and 
now it had hired one to lead the univer- 
sity’s marquee program. The historic news 
that broke New Year's Day created such 
a stir around college football that it almost 
quieted the buzz surrounding George 
O'Leary o'lyin’ on his resume, which 
opened the door again for Willingham. 

Nonetheless, Willingham cautiously 
acknowledged the social significance of 
the ground he was breaking, but stopped 
short of saying the door had swung open 
for every qualified young, aspiring black 
head football coach. 

He realizes that for as much good as 
a black coach at Notre Dame can do to 
bring about change by going 10-2, he can 
do just as much for the status quo by 
going 5-7. Truth is, not even Willingham 
has a handle on which record Notre Dame 
leans toward. 

The Irish and their coach remain too 
close to the getting-to-know-you stage 
even to say they have yet reached the 
going-to-beat-Maryland level. 

Suffice to say the quarterback option and 
off-tackle-till-the-tailback-is-dizzy is out in 
Willingham’s offense. The pro-style, stretch- 
the-field, move-the-chains offense is in. 

Sixteen starters return from a team 
that underachieved but was rarely over- 
matched physically. That's the good news. 

The bad news? Most of Notre Dame's 
problems facing Willingham might be 
above the shoulders, especially on 
offense, where most of the unit that 
ranked 114th nationally returns. 

Installing a scheme is one thing; 
repairing a psyche is another. 

The Irish, led most of the season by 
returning quarterback Carlyle Holiday, 
scored just 19 points per game and threw 
for only 102 yards. By comparison, Will- 
ingham’s Stanford team averaged 37

points and 248 passing yards. 

That by itself should make the quarter- 
back competition between Holiday and 
classmate Matt LoVecchio, 

Holiday, Lovecchio and Jared Clark 
were given an equal shot to compete for 
the job in the spring, and Willingham said 
he might wait until Aug. 30 — 24 hours 
before opening in the Kickoff Classic 
against Maryland — to name his starter. 
Clark, however, bowed out, moving to 
tight end in the spring. 

“Every job is open,” Willingham said. 
“If you're a great player, your goal is to be 
greater. You're not intimidated, you're not 
bothered by challenges to your position. 

“So for every great player on our team, 
they welcome the challenge. Does that 
mean some guys who have done very well 
for you are going to be kicked to the curb? 
No. Competition at any level is about being 
the best. They should welcome the chal- 
lenge to be absolutely the best they can be. 
That’s what it's all about. They should be 
excited. And if you're not, you've missed 
the boat on what college athletics and com- 
petition at any level is all about.” 

Rhetoric aside, safely assume the 
offensive line will include All-American 


candidate Jeff Faine at center, who has 
started 23 consecutive games. The guards 
are seniors Jordan Black and Sean Mahan. 
And at tackles, Brennan Curtin and possi- 
bly highly touted Mark LeVoir, a con- 
verted tight end, will win starting jobs. 

The tight end, who should stay a little 
busier in Willingham’s offense, figures to 
be Gary Godsey while the most danger- 
ous returning receivers are Arnaz Battle, 
Lorenzo Crawford and maybe incoming 
freshman Maurice Stovall. 

“My approach will be to introduce the 
offense,” new coordinator Bill Diedrick 
said, “and let it grow.” 

Depending on who grows quickest in 
the new system, the bulk of the ball-carrying 
duties will be split between senior Julius 
Jones, whose production hasn't matched his 
potential since his freshman year, and 
promising sophomore Ryan Grant. 

The fullback, a glorified guard in the 
backfield in recent years for Notre Dame, 
again will be Tom Lopienski, though per- 
haps in a less-limiting role. 

“It's a different system,” Willingham 
said, vaguely, “and there are different 
coaches presenting it.” 

Not all of the coaches are new, how- 
ever. Lone holdover assistant Greg Matti- 
son, the coordinator of the country’s 
!A4th-best defense last season, stayed to 
coach the Irish defensive line. Mattison 
relinquished coordinator duties to Kent 
Baer, who did the same at Stanford, but 
more important for Notre Dame, nine of 
the top 12 tacklers return. 

That includes senior cornerback Shane 
Walton, the most proven player on the 
defense, and senior linebacker Courtney 
Watson, who could find the football in the

SPRING UPDATE 


e Notre Dame quarterback race 
took shape in the spring when 
contender Jared Clark, a junior 

with the strongest arm of the three candi- 
dates, decided to try tight end. 

Clark, at 6-4 and 220, didn’t want to 
spend another season watching from the 
sidelines. 

“T'll have more fun at tight end,” Clark 
says. “Running around hitting people, 
catching balls, having fun playing football. 
Maybe | thought about things too much at 
quarterback. Now, | can just play football.” 

He will start the season as one of the 
backups to Gary Godsey. 

Returning starter Carlyle Holiday held 
a slight edge over Matt LoVecchio at the 
end of spring drills, but don’t rule out true 
freshman Chris Olsen, the type of pure 
dropback passer coach Tyrone Willingham 
used at Stanford. 

With Clark’s move to tight end, Notre 
Dame could have four players on the field 
at the same time who have taken a snap for 
the Irish: The quarterback, Clark and God- 
sey as tight ends, and flanker Amaz Battle. 
Imagine the possible flea-flickers. 

¢ Fulloack Mike McNair was once con- 
sidered one of the top recruits in the coun- 
try coming out of high school. But in his 
four seasons at Notre Dame, McNair has 
carried the ball five times for 15 yards. 

In the spring, he said he felt more com- 
fortable in Willingham’s offense than he 
had since high school. 

“I'm getting better every day,” McNair 
said. “When the season comes, we're going 
to be ready to roll. I’m working on every- 
thing to get better at it, and blocking is one 
of those things. You just have to do it con- 
stantly to get better. | think I've improved.” 

¢ Willingham said, “The option will 
not be a major staple of our offense ... 
but, you want to make sure a defense has 
to defend all parts of the field.” He then 
went on to say that opposing defenses 
better still prepare for it. “You want just 
enough of it in to keep people honest and 
make them be respectful from a defensive 
standpoint.” 

Three members of the Irish team, and 
one former ND player, were accused of rape 
by a Notre Dame student last spring. The 
saga gave Willingham his first major distrac- 
tion in South Bend. He vowed to let justice 
run its course.

Pierre-Antoine or Mike Goolsby at the 
other inside linebacker spot and probably 
Derek Curry at outside. 

Besides Walton, the secondary 
expects big years from veterans Donald 
Dykes and Gerome Sapp at safeties and 
junior cornerback Vontez Duff, who inter- 
cepted three passes and ran back a kick 
96 yards for a score last season. 

The Irish lack a star on defense, but 
Willingham stresses the whole can be of 
greater value than the sum of its parts. 

“] think you want great attitude on 
defense, you want great execution on 
defense,” Willingham said. “I think you 
want both of those. | think you almost want 
both of those in every area. So to say you 
just want to concentrate on fundamentals, 
yes, that’s important, but all of the other 
things are also equally important.” 

On a team that plays six road games 
under a first-year head coach, everything's 
important. 

Willingham joked on the day he was 
hired about how he used to sneak out of

“With a new system, you have to 
take it one practice at a time, one repeti- 
tion at a time,” LoVecchio said.

Clark (6-4, 228) adds a different 
dimension to the position, faster, more 
athletic.

If Great Plains kids are raised on 
a constant dose of Big 12, the thinking 
is they would want to go to school at 
those schools. 

And since Texas is the largest, rich- 
est, most successful school in the con- 
ference — if not the country — it’s 
logical that sooner or later the Long- 
horns would get their share. 

It’s not just UT. If the top recruits 
don’t go to Texas, they usually go to 
Texas A&M. Together the schools have 
accounted for five of the six Big 12 
South titles and two of the six confer- 


borders. It’s more like a state of mind. 

There is no state where the popula- 
tion is more rabid about where it lives 
than the Lone Star State. Not Ohio. Not Michigan. Not Florida. 

In Texas, the emotional ties are made early. In recent history, they 
have been proudly displayed on national signing day. 

This revival might have happened sooner if super recruits 
such as David Boston (Ohio State), Drew Brees (Purdue), David 
Givens and Grant Irons (both Notre Dame) hadn't snuck through 
the fence, bolted Texas and left the conference entirely. 

But, now, Texas is back. 

With the Longhorns having wrapped up their second recruit- 
ing national championship in four years, it’s become obvious that 
those emotional ties have never been stronger. Half of the Dallas 
Morning News top 100 players in the state stayed at home, and a 
bunch of those signed with Texas. 
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ence titles. 

One of the best recruiting pastimes 
is watching Texas and Oklahoma go at 
it. Maybe it started when Royal grew up six miles from the Texas 
border in Hollis, Okla., only to become a Longhorns icon. 

It continued last year when Oklahoma plucked defensive line- 
man Tommie Harris out of Killeen, Texas. Harris became a Fresh- 
man All-American. 

“It’s more than back,” Royal said of the rise of Texas. “It’s 
because we're all in the Big 12. That has a lot to do with the 
increased recruiting power of Texas, Texas A&M and Texas 
Tech.” 

It wasn’t always that way in the past 15 years. The old South- 
west Conference gained its national prominence partially because 
all but one of the schools were in the state of Texas. There was 
enough talent to go around and kids grew up dreaming of stay-

ing home and playing in 
the SWC. 

NCAA scandal and 
Arkansas’ defection to the 
SEC broke up the SWC, leav- . 
ing the Texas schools fragmented. 

The SWC disbanded after the 1995 
season. Texas, Texas Tech, Baylor and 
Texas A&M found a home in the 

Big 12. 

It's taken this long for the old ways to 
become the new ways. 

No doubt that the Longhorns have landed the nation’s best 
class — again. For example, the top player in Texas’ class is 
Houston quarterback Vincent Young, considered the best at his 
position in the country by some recruiting services. 

He won't enroll until the fall when it's certain that senior Chris 
Simms will have a firm grasp of the job. But part of the spring 
was spent running some option, seemingly in preparation for the 
multi-talented Young. 

Brown is so deep in talent that he is openly telling recruits 
that if they don’t come to Texas, they should stay in-state at 
another Texas school. 

“Everybody | ever talked to, from other schools around Texas 
would say, ‘Man, what's the difference between us and some- 
body from Miami?’” Young said. 

“It’s our style. We're country; we're rougher and tougher. 

It's like an unspoken bond with Texas players. If you're some- 
where from Texas, you want to be in Texas and be about Texas. 
It's not just the University of Texas, it’s all over Texas.” 

“It’s a good recruiting year for all coaches in the state,” 
Austin-based recruiting expert Jeremy Crabtree said. “That's one 
recruiting anthem we haven't heard in four or five years. There 
probably isn’t another state out there at this point where the 
majority of players stay at home.” 

There is actual pressure for Texas players to stay in-state. 

A few years ago, Missouri thought it had a coup in getting a ver- 
bal commitment from Galveston star Casey Hampton. A week 
later, someone brought Hampton to his senses. He de-commit- 
ted and went to Texas where he became a two-time All-Ameri- 
can and a first-round draft pick of the Pittsburgh Steelers. 

Don't forget that Dennis Franchione leaned on Texas talent to 
win 10 games with the Horned Frogs two years ago. There is no 
doubt that first-year SMU coach Phil Bennett, a native Texan, can 


stay in 
the Dallas 

Metroplex and recruit 
enough talent to win a WAC title. 

“It’s a cult,” said recruiting analyst Rick Kimbrel. 

“It has something to do with how they feel about their state. 
People brought up in Texas believe everything is bigger and bet- 
ter in Texas.” 

It is reflected on Saturday afternoons. 

It took a charismatic coach from Tennessee who played at 
Florida State to seal off the borders. Brown says his best recruiting 
job was when he arrived in December 1997, The next month was 
spent talking Ricky Williams out of turning pro the year before he 
won the Heisman Trophy in 1998. 

This year alone Brown landed the best quarterback, running 
back, defensive lineman and offensive lineman in the state. Add 
that to a roster that came within a field goal of a berth in the Rose 
Bowl. 

The tag “Mr. February,” is both a salute to Brown's recruiting 
prowess and a swipe at his lack of a conference championship. 

“It always amazed me when they said, ‘Boy they really recruit 
well so they can’t coach well,’” Brown said. “I kind of thought 
that was part of the deal.” 

With the loss of Steve Spurrier and down years by Bill Snyder 
and Bobby Bowden, Brown is the only existing I-A coach to have 
won at least nine games each of the past six years. 

Or as another Austin resident might put it, taking the corner 
as fast as he can.

Previous seven-year rank (5, 4, 1, 10, 7, 12, 20) 

The better Mack Brown recruits, the higher the expectations. Brown 
continues to heap pressure on himself and has laid it on thick with his 
second No. 1 class in four years. 

With defensive linemen such as Larry Dibbles, Brian Pickryl, 
Marco Martin, Chase Pittman and Rodrique Wright, you have to 
wonder how there will be anything left to do for linebackers Aaron 
Harris and Garnet Smith. 

Brown signed 15 SuperPrep All-Americans, six of the top 11 in- 
staters and some major talent from out of state, including Illinois WR 
Marquis Johnson, Arizona OL Lyle Sendlein and Colorado lineman 
Kasey Studdard. 

The signing of QB Vincent Young, SuperPrep’s National Player of 
the Year, nailed down the top spot for Brown. If there’s a weakness to this 
class, it's probably at defensive back, but last year Texas signed the 
nation’s fifth-best secondary class ... so not much to worry about there,

Previous seven-year rank (9, 7, 11, 30, 13, 18, 16) 

These guys are faster than anybody and a good argument can be 
made that this is actually the nation’s top class. 

Four members of SuperPrep’s Elite 50 team signed with Larry 
Coker, including SuperPrep's No. 1 Florida prospect, Devin Hester, who 
will begin as a jet-like receiver for the ‘Canes, and imposing 6-4 WR 
Ryan Moore. 

The Longhorns couldn't keep everyone in-state, and Miami swooped 
in to steal amazing 260-pound TE Eric Winston. Miami dipped into 
California again for another athletic QB, Mare Guillon, who will compete 
with Florida transfer Brock Berlin, the prep wonderboy from the class of 
2000, after Ken Dorsey finishes his eligibility in 2002. 

But most of this class is from Florida. Why go anywhere else unless 
absolutely necessary? Which is exactly what the ‘Canes did while landing 
16 SuperPrep All-Americans. 
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Previous seven-year rank (15, 8, 2, 13, 16, 2, 28) 

Although Jim Tressel's first complete recruiting effort focused 
intensely on Ohio prospects (18), some of his finest victories came from 
out of state: TE R.J. Coleman (W.Va.), WR Santonio Holmes (Fia.) 
and Baltimore LB Stan White, Jr., in particular. 

But nobody was more important for Tressel than in-state LB Mike 
D’Andrea, who ended a prolonged recruiting battle in mid-January by 
deciding for the Buckeyes over Nebraska. Many of Tressel’s other 
superior signings committed much earlier, including QB Justin Zwick 
and SuperPrep Elite 50 pick, Maurice Clarett, who enrolled in January. 

SuperPrep’s No. 1 Canadian prospect, DB Michael Roberts, was 
also available for spring ball and is one of five defensive backs coming 
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aboard, addressing a need area for the Bucks. 
Ten of the 25 signees are set for either the offensive or defensive line. 
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Previous seven-year rank (1, 3, 15, 4, 1, 3, 2) 

Once again, Bobby Bowden pulled off the ol’ amazing-at-the-end 
routine. 

LB Buster Davis signed late over Nebraska; RB Lorenzo Booker 
juked the Irish on signing day; DB Pat Watkins nixed Southern Califor- 
nia; DE Chris Bradwell had a talk with his mom and moved FSU in front 
of Georgia on signing day; ATH Leon Washington turned down Lou 
Holtz at the last second; LB Sam McGrew refused to go with the Gators; 
WR Chris Davis committed just before signing day; North Carolina LB 
A.J. Nicholson eliminated the Tar Heels and Tennessee at the end. 

You get the picture. 

FSU landed 14 SuperPrep All-Americans, five Elite 50 choices (four 
in the top 25) and six of the top 16 in Florida. WR Chauncey Stovall is 
SuperPrep’s No. 1 JC prospect in the country. Dishon Platt is Super- 
Prep’s No. 1 WR. 
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Previous seven-year rank (12, 2, 12, 8, 8, 8, 18) 

You know the Vols have serious selling power when they can go all 
the way to Hawaii to sign DE Jonathan Mapu over Washington, BYU 
and Nebraska. Mapu is one of eight defensive linemen, a fabulous group 
that also includes SuperPrep All-Americans David Ligon and Parys 
Haralson. 

Phillip Fulmer addressed needs by signing four players who enrolled 
in January: DB Gibril Wilson, TE Leon Pinky and DE Mondre Dicker- 
son are all SuperPrep JUCO 100 picks and DB Jason Allen is one of 
a whopping 16 high school All-Americans who are part of this effort. 

In-state Elite 50 RB Gerald Riggs waffled for a while, but stuck with 
his commit. James Wilhoit, who booted a 58-yard field goal as a senior, 
is one of the two best kickers in the nation. 

Most of Fulmer’s highest profile signees are from out-of-state, 
including Indiana QB James Banks and a trio from North Carolina —

Bob Toledo built this class early with commitments from players like

Yet one of the year's more shocking decisions came from Virginia 
linebacker Justin London, who spurned Virginia Tech for the Bruins in 
the final week. UCLA fans immediately thought of Virginia transplant 
Kenny Easley, their amazing All-American free safety from 1977-80. 

Throw in the rest of the Bruin LB signees — Wesley Walker, Xavier 
Burgess, Kirby Joseph and JC transfer Patrick Pierre-Louis — and 
you have quite a contingent. 

Toledo also needed to bolster his secondary and the addition of 
SuperPrep Elite 50 pick Mike Nixon, as well as Eric McNeal, Jebaius

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Brown, Idris Moss, Jarrad Page and Joe Garcia really filled the bill. 

UCLA also might have found an upgrade at quarterback in under- 
regarded Matt Moore, the SuperPrep Farwest Offensive Player of the 
Year, or Drew Olson.

Previous seven-year rank (19, 11, 14, 16, 15, 5, 9) 

The “Poly Four’ kept Pete Carroll at the office all night on the eve of 
signing day. It was worth the wait. 

He learned that RB Hershel Dennis finally said no to Oregon and 
OL Winston Justice decided against UCLA. It had been back and forth 
with those two, but DB Darnell Bing and DL Manuel Wright had never 
wavered. 

In all, Carroll signed six SuperPrep Elite 50 team members — the 
Poly Four, as well as Minnesota TE Dominique Byrd and California CB 
Justin Wyatt — more than any other school. 

In addition to Byrd, USC got OL Kyle Williams from Texas and 
Florida WR Mike Williams, followed by Florida DB Mike Ross. Southern 
Cal hasn't recruited this well out-of-state since SuperPrep began publish- 
ing in 1985. A total of 11 in-state SuperPrep All-Americans chose the 
Trojans, including DL Fred Matua and punter Tom Malone, who looked 
fantastic in spring practice. 
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Previous seven-year rank (6, 19, 36, 20, 24, 32, 37) 
The Sooners have long relied on the Texas pipeline, but this year 
might go down as the year Californians made the difference. 

National champion City College of San Francisco sent star lineback- 
ers Pasha Jackson and Lance Mitchell (both ranked by SuperPrep 
among the top 16 JC prospects in the nation) to Oklahoma. Bob Stoops 
also did a great job recruiting Fresno DB Aaron Miller (13 interceptions 
in two years) away from UCLA and USC. 

Colorado sent SuperPrep Elite 50 pick Zach Latimer, who will team 
with Florida All-America Davin Joseph, another Elite 50 pick, Larry 
Birdine and Calvin Thibodeaux on the defensive line. WR Jejuan 
Rankins, from North Carolina, and Missouri LB Wayne Chambers, add 
some more well-regarded nationality to this effort. 

As usual, Texas proved to be another Sooner launch pad with OL 
Jeff Lebby, WRs DaBryan Blanton and Travis Wilson and QB Noah 
Allen leading the way among nine Lone Star expatriates.

Previous seven-year rank (33, 36, 22, 32, 16, 43, 46) 

Virginia's haul contains six in-state SuperPrep All-Americans, 
including the state’s top two linebackers — Ahmad Brooks, the Super- 
Prep Mid-Atlantic Defensive Player of the Year, and Kai Parham. 

Although QB Marcus Vick decided to follow his brother to Virginia 
Tech, the Cavs still walked away with an All-American signal caller in 
Anthony Martinez. Al Groh’s new secondary should be fantastic and will 
be led by All-Americans Stefan Orange, Marcus Hamilton and Lance 
Evans, as well as all-regional pick Willie Davis from North Carolina. 

Running back is also a strong area with All-Americans — in-stater 
Michael Johnson and Wali Lundy from New Jersey. Throw in six OLs 
and DL Kwakou Robinson, who along with Brooks was named to 


SuperPrep’s Elite 50 team, and you have proof that Groh, an ex-NFL 
coach, knows how to play this college game.

Previous seven-year rank (3, 13, 4, 2, 4, 7, 7) 

The key to this year’s class could be California quarterback Matt 
Gutierrez. 

Being from the nation’s best prep program — Concord De La Salle, 
which is on a 125-game winning streak — Gutierrez knows more about 
winning than any other prep signal caller. He’s poise personified. 

Nine of SuperPrep’s top 28 Midwest prospects and 20 from in-state 
signed with Lloyd Carr, led by DB Greg Cooper, RB Darnell Hood and 
WR Carl Tabb. This Wolverine crew is solid and balanced, with typical 
size in the offensive line as well as the skill positions. 

Although Carr couldn't keep WR Maurice Stovall out of the hands of 
Notre Dame, he did land SuperPrep’s Northeast Player of the Year — 
speedy Steve Breaston from Pittsburgh, and he could be just as good. 

Look for ND de-commit Jeremy Van Alstyne to end up battling it out 
in the defensive trenches along with mammoth 335-pound Gabe 
Watson, Larry Harrison and Rondell Biggs. 
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Previous seven-year rank (48, 16, UR, 21, 5, 9, 10) 

Over the years, the formula for Buff recruiting success has hinged on 
bringing in prospects from Colorado, California and Texas. Of the 28 
preps who signed with Gary Barnett, 23 are from one of those states and 
a whopping 10 are from Texas.

Previous seven-year rank (21, 6, 30, 11, 2, 1, 6) 

The Nittany Lions rebounded nicely from a poor start last season, 
and that success continued through the recruiting season as Joe Paterno 
signed nine SuperPrep All-Americas, including Elite 50 choice Tamba 
Hali, a defensive lineman. 

On the downside, this class lacks a QB and a superlative tailback, 
which was an area of need (Virginia RB Thomas Clayton chose Florida 
State). Clayton probably would have loved running behind the best 
blocking fullback we've ever seen, Brandon Snow. 

This class is filled with terrific line prospects led by All-Americans 
Mark Farris, Chris Auletta and Brian Borgoyn. Defensively, Levi 
Brown and Jason Alford lead the charge. 

In-state athlete Jim Kanuch and receiver Josh Hannum (Notre 
Dame de-commit) are also important parts of this class, which came 
together for JoePa much later than usual, just like last season’s team.

With Georgia Tech in the middle of its unexpected coaching transi- 
tion, the gate was wide open for the ‘Dawgs to go strolling through the 
state, and Mark Richt signed five of the state's top eight prospects: 

DL Kedric Golston (a SuperPrep Elite 50 pick), DE Marcus Jackson, 
DB DeMario Minter, OL Bartley Miller and RB Michael Cooper. 

A total of 22 Georgians decided to play for Richt, 14 of whom 
received SuperPrep honors. This was a fast-finishing effort, with Golston, 
Jackson and Elite 50 choice OL Max Jean-Gilles from Florida keeping 
‘Dawg fans in suspense until the final days. Jean-Gilles was a big, 
unexpected loss for Miami. 

Richt was also successful in Texas (DL Dale Dixson), North 
Carolina (WR Mario Raley and OL Daniel Inman who de-committed 
from ECU) and nailed another promising Floridian, RB Reshard Dudley. 

The backbone of this class are the incredible OLs and DLs — 13 
in all. 
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Previous seven-year rank (4, 21, 42, 35, 21, 31, 23) 

Rick Neuheisel reeled in some amazing talent, including California 
OL Stanley Daniels (a Nebraska de-commit) and Arizona OL Clay 
Walker, who resisted UCLA in what he described as the “toughest 
decision of my life.” 

While California RBs Lorenzo Booker (Florida State) and Hershel 
Dennis (USC) received the bulk of publicity, Neuheisel believes he 
grabbed the golden plum in Kenny James, another SuperPrep All- 
America who racked up 96 TDs in the past two years. 

It was not a good year for Washington talent, but Neuheisel did 
manage to grab the state's top recruit, QB Isaiah Stanback, a Super- 
Prep Elite 50 pick, and two other All-Americans — RB Shelton Samp- 
son (UCLA de-commit) and WR Nathaniel Robinson (great quickness, 
terrific hoops prospect).

Previous seven-year rank (11, 30, 24, 26, 15, 14, 11) 

The Tigers didn’t receive much public credit for signing four of the 
state's top 10 prospects, but that’s because South Carolina signed the 
other six. 

WR Kelvin Grant's late decision was a big boost for Tommy 
Bowden. Grant, the SuperPrep Mid-Atlantic Player of the Year, had 
previously indicated Georgia and South Carolina were in the lead. 

DL Cory Groover, RB Reggie Merriweather and OL Dustin Fry 
are the other in-state SuperPrep All-Americas. But the Tigers loaded up 
on more players from Georgia (nine) than from their own state (seven), 
with the gems being athletic QB Chansi Stuckey (Florida wanted him as 
a WR) and DB Jeff Francoeur (will also play baseball). 

This Tiger group also includes three junior college transfers, two of 
whom, LBs Kelvin Morris (No. 7) and Brandon Jamison (No. 61) were 
named to the SuperPrep JUCO 100 team. Talented WR Ty Zimmerman, 
who signed last year with Clemson, spent a year at Fork Union and has 
re-signed.

Previous seven-year rank (14, 12, 8, 3, 9, 6, 1) 

Notre Dame was crushed when RB Lorenzo Booker, under a 
pressure-cooker ESPN announcement atmosphere, flipped the Irish for 
Florida State at the final second. 

So Notre Dame missed out on the running back it wanted and didn’t 
really take care of needs at defensive end, linebacker or defensive back. 
Still, Tyrone Willingham took some of Bob Davie's recruits and would 
have catapulted the class into top 10 stature if not for a shaky finish. 

Willingham pulled off a nice trick by signing elite WRs Maurice 
Stovall from Pennsylvania and Rhema MeNight from California. 

Stovall is one of three Elite 50 picks who chose Notre Dame, the 
others being California OL/DL Derek Landri and Texas DL Travis Leitko. 
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Previous seven-year rank (2, 26, 9, 9, 11, 10, 31) 

The Tigers pretty much had their way with the best in-state, signing 
nine of the top 13 prospects and seven in-state SuperPrep All-Americans: 
RB Justin Vincent, DL Kyle Williams, OL Garett Wibel, RB Skyler 
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Green, DE Alonzo Manuel, LB Cameron Vaughn and QB Lester 
Ricard. 

That's quite a platform, even though Louisiana talent did not appear 
to be as strong as usual. 

Vincent was named to SuperPrep’s Elite 50 team and he'll be joined 
by SuperPrep all-regional ball carriers Jason Spadoni and Dominique 
Owens, who hails from Texas. 

This group looks fantastic on the O-line (six signees even though 
lost All-American Jay Kirkland on a de-commit to Ole Miss), which was 
an area of need. 


Previous seven-year rank (7, 15, 17, 17, 19, 4, 8) 

The Huskers lost out on several high-profile players, but still signed 
eight SuperPrep All-Americans, including the terrific prospects out of 
Omaha Central — RB David Horne and WR Mark LeFlore. They also 
brought in superior North Carolina QB Curt Dukes, who enrolled in the 
spring and who could help early. 

Keep an eye on FB/LB Grant Miller from Peabody, Mass. It looked 
like he was headed to Penn State, but the Husker weight room was too 
much of a lure. What would you expect from a youngster who can bench 
190 pounds 37 times and pulls pick-up trucks for exercise? 

Another intriguing recruit: WR Isaiah Fluellen from Ramstein, 
Germany. He’s very fast (10.5 seconds for 100 meters, 46.7 seconds for 
400). 

The offensive line (four signees) is well-stocked as usual, led by 
SuperPrep All-American Kurt Mann. 


Previous seven-year rank (39, 41, 44, UR, 48, 27, 26) 

This is the best Terrapin class we have ever seen. 

Ralph Friedgen went to California to land SuperPrep’s No. 1 JC 
quarterback, Orlando Evans, from dominant City College of San 
Francisco. If Evans doesn’t work out, Friedgen can rely on Sam 
Hollenbach from Pennsylvania or Georgia signal caller Joel Statham, 
both SuperPrep all-regional picks. 

He completed his backfield with two fine RBs: All-American Josh 
Allen and Florida all-regional pick John Humber. Three receivers 
signed on, including Allen's All-America teammate, Chris Choice. 

Last year’s effort was strictly Mid-Atlantic and Northeast. Now, with 
the help of an ACC title in Friedgen’s first year, the Terps stepped out 
geographically and into the limelight with their 17 SuperPrep honorees.

Previous seven-year rank (38, 9, 33, 15, 40, 42, 50) 

The Sun Devils more than solidified an excellent prep group with the 
addition of five SuperPrep JC 100s: TE Aaron Austin (No. 6), QB Andy 
Goodenough (No. 25, enrolled in spring), DE Ishmael Thrower (No. 
28), OL Tim Fa’aita (No. 30) and DE Matt Mason (No. 79). 

That's a major influx of mature talent, which Dirk Koetter needs to 
build his team after winning only one Pac-10 game last season. 

Although the state was raided by outsiders this season, the Sun 


Devils landed three of the state’s top seven: RB Randy Hill, OL Stephen 
Berg and LB Mike Talbot. California proved a successful hunting ground 
for Koetter, who lured SuperPrep All-America WR Terry Richardson 
away from USC and also signed high-profilers like RB Loren Wade and 
DL Ricky Parker. 


IEE) Mississippi state 


Previous seven-year rank (47, 37, 38, UR, UR, 42) 

After signing two running backs like Jerious Norwood and Nick 
Turner, Mississippi State has the beginnings of a serious running game. 
The Bulldogs signed three linemen to pave the way, including SuperPrep 
All-American Richard Burch and in-state all-regional pick Monte Collins. 

The passing game has also been upgraded with three excellent QBs 
— Aries Nelson, Ken Topps and Justin Tyler. They'll have some fine 
targets in Tee Milons (Freddie's younger brother) and Brandon Wright. 

Sherrill's group also looks good in the defensive trenches (four 
signees) with All-Americans Deljuan Robinson and Markell McKinley. 
Only one linebacker signed on, but Marvin Byrdsong, an All-American 
from Texas, could be special. In-state DB Darren Williams was one of 
only four Parade All-Americans in the secondary. 


Previous seven-year rank (30, 1, 7, 7, 3, 13, 3) 

Ron Zook took on the unenviable task of following a legend, and, 
not unexpectedly, some out-of-state prospects bailed on the Gators. 

But Zook still did very well on offense and signed six SuperPrep All- 
Americans, including two members of the Elite 50 team: QB Gavin 
Dickey and RB Ciatrick Fason, both in-staters. 

Both of those positions were further solidified with Virginia QB 
Patrick Dosh, who de-committed from Virginia Tech when Marcus Vick 
threw his hat into the Hokie ring, and Ohio RB DeShawn Wynn, the 
seventh-best prospect in the Midwest. 

The Gator passing game doesn't figure to suffer much with All- 
Americans Jemalle Cornelius and Kenneth Tookes aboard. Given the 
circumstances, not a bad effort from the energetic Zook.

Although not a big class in quantity, new coach Buddy Teevens 
managed to bring in quality. 

When Teevens agreed to replace Tyrone Willingham, Stanford had 
fewer than five commitments, but ended up signing four SuperPrep All- 
Americans: OL David Beall, QB Trent Edwards, DL Julian Jenkins 
and TE Matt Traverso. Jenkins, a SuperPrep Elite 50 pick, was a big 
victory over Michigan. 

There are a couple of names in this class you might recognize — DB 
Marcus McCutcheon is Daylon’s younger brother and Lawrence's son; LB 
Tauala Fonoti is the brother of ex-Nebraska All-American lineman Tonui. 

This effort looks exceptional at OL (six signees), QB and DB (TJ. 
Rushing was an important late victory over Notre Dame).

6, 240) of Cordele via Hargrave Military Academy; PFRA.A. TE Leonard 
Pope (6-7, 238) of Americus; DL Darrius Swain (6-4, 295) of Decatur via 
Hargrave Military Academy; TE Michael Turner of Snellville; LB Tony 
Taylor of Watkinsville; DB Olaolu Sanni-Osomo of La Grange; DL 
Quentin Moses of Athens; PFRA.A. OL Bartley Miller (6-5, 290) of 
Atlanta; DB Bryan McClendon of Atlanta; DE Marcus Jackson (6-3, 235) 
of Norcross; one of the nation’s top two DT prospects, Kedric Golston (6- 
4, 285) of Tyrone; and super RB Michael Cooper of Sylvania. 

The two players heading north from Florida are RB Reshard Dudley 
(5-10, 210) of Marianna and OL Max Jean-Gilles (6-5, 340) of Miami. 
Both players are major talents with the ability to impact the program. WR 
Mario Raley (6-0, 175) of Charlotte, NC was a good out-of-state catch, 
as was DL Dale Dixson (6-3, 270) of Garland, TX.

Just when it looked like the Bulldogs were 
struggling during this year’s recruiting campaign, all of the sudden with 
just about a week left in recruiting, they were able to land around seven 
All-Americans to help top off what is one of their best classes in years. 
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After last season's great class, the Tigers went into this recruiting 
year looking for great athletes and to fill needs. It was not a great year 
for talent in the state; however, even a poor year in the state of Louisiana 
is better than a good year in most other states. The #1 prospect in the 
state was RB Justin Vincent (5-11, 205) from Lake Charles, an 
explosive back with a great future. He will be joined in Baton Rouge by 
such other notable in-staters as OL Garett Wibel (6-3, 300) of Matarie; 
OL Nate Livings (6-5, 300) of Lake Charles; LB Cameron Vaughn (6-3,

The Tigers headed east to Florida and landed such highly-prized 
players as OL Terrell McGill (6-4, 320) of Miami; LB Willie Demps (6-1, 
225) of Pensacola; All-Florida DB Keron Gordon (6-1, 180) of Tampa; 
and OL Brian Johnson (6-4, 300) of Pensacola. Another good out-of- 
state catch was OL Paris Hodges (6-6, 340) of Vacaville, CA, one of the 
most underrated OL prospects in the West. Unknown but talented RB 
Dominique Owens was their lone signee from the state of Texas. 

Running back Justin Vincent, one of the nation’s 
finest RB prospects, carried the ball 185 times for 2,405 yds and 35 TDs 
as a senior and completely dominated the opposition. 

DB Jeff Cook of Crowley, LA is a high school QB who 
will be switched to the FS position in college. Jeff, who is also a standout 
in baseball, is known for his range, instincts and smarts. 

The Tigers filled their needs at OL and DL, and 
came up with pretty good skill position players. When combined with last 
year's class, you can see why Tiger fans are excited about the future. 


When former coach Steve Spurrier suddenly stepped down, 
everything was thrown up for grabs and Gator fans expected either 
Bobby Stoops or Mike Shanahan to step in. When neither would take the 
job, in came Ron Zook. After a lot of hard work and thousands of miles of 
travel, Zook put together one heck of a class considering the circum- 
stances. This class is made up of some outstanding offensive players 
starting with QB Gavin Dickey of Tallahassee, one of the top five signal 
callers in the country, and two super running backs in Deshawn Wynn 
(6-0, 210) of Cincinnati, OH and Ciatrick Fason (6-1, 200) of Neptune 
Beach.

in Brian Carter (6-3, 300) of Claremont, and Randy Hand (6-4, 315) of 
Fort Myers. 

Their defensive signees were also impressive. The Gators filled 
their needs at LB and DB. Heading to Gainesville will be DB-WR Dallas 
Baker of New Smyrna Beach via Northfield Mt. Hermon School; LB 
Taurean Charles (6-1, 220) of Miami; LB Brian Crum of Woodbine, GA; 
LB Channing Crowder (6-2, 225) of Atlanta; DB Reggie Lewis of 
Jacksonville, FL; DB Jimtavis Walker of Statesboro, GA; and the 
McCollum brothers Jermaine and Tremaine, a couple of 5-9, 165- 
pound CBs from Miami. 


Florida 
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Running back Ciatrick Fason averaged close to 10 
yards per carry in his prep career, and he has the speed, moves, vision 
and balance to make a major impact as a true freshman. 

Linebacker Channing Crowder from Atlanta North 
Springs High School is extremely impressive with his quickness to the 
ball, instincts and football smarts. He has the size and speed to make a 
major impact. 
With a full year to recruit, coach Ron Zook, who 
proved himself to be an aggressive and knowledgeable recruiter, should 
have the Gators back in the Top 10 come February, 2003. 


The strength of this class is with in-state and area players. Being 
only an hour from Memphis certainly helps. They took advantage of that 
close proximity to this major football town landing DL Brandon Jenkins 
(6-5, 270); OL Antonio Sanders (6-4, 300); and DL Larrick Womack (6- 
5, 265). Their in-state haul was impressive, led by LB Chris Herring, a 
6-2, 260-pounder with unusual quickness, strength and timing from 
Batesville; QB Bryan Brown of Corinth; DB Jeremy Ruffin of Meridian; 
OL Jayme Mitchell (6-6, 275) of Jackson; OL James McCoy (6-4, 290) 
of Moss Point; OL Jay Kirkland (6-4, 300) of New Albany; and DL 
Dedrick Clark (6-5, 240) of Pontotoc. Another major in-state catch was 
RB Jamal Pittman (6-2, 230) of Columbia. There are also three out-of- 
the-area players who could impact the program over the next four years 
— OL Jacob Wicker (6-5, 270) of Zachery, LA; WR Ethan Flatt (6-5, 
200) of Nashville, TN; and RB Broderick Cross of Riviera Beach, FL. 

Despite the NCAA sanctions given to the Alabama program, the 
Rebels crossed the state line only once, but that one was big in DL 
Lawrence Lilly (6-4, 250) of Montevallo, AL. 

Linebacker Chris Herring plays for one of the most 
productive programs in the state — South Panola High School. And 
although he weighs 260 pounds, he can run like a back and hit like a 
truck. 

Running back Jamal Pittman played for the same high 
school as did NFL great Walter Payton. He can really lower his shoulder 
and run over defenders, and get outside and turn the corner. He should 
become one of the big surprises in the SEC over the next couple of 
years. 

This Rebel recruiting staff has grown over 
the past three years and has become a major force, particularly in 
Mississippi, Tennessee and Alabama. 
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This is a good class when you consider the Razorbacks did a good, 
but not great, job in Texas this year. It was a pretty good year for talent in 
Arkansas, and the Razorbacks took advantage of it landing PFRA.A. DL 
Chase Pressley (6-5, 275) of Fort Smith; one of the state’s top two 
offensive players RB Dedrick Poole, a 5-11, 180-pound back from Little 
Rock Central; LB Wes Murphy (6-4, 235) of Fayetteville; OL Tyler 
Morgan (6-5, 275) of Hot Springs; RB John Jackson of Monticello; and 
one of the nation’s premier WR prospects, Chris Baker (6-1, 185) of 
Osceola. 

Another big catch was ILB Lucas Jackson (6-0, 220) of West 
Monroe, LA, a two-time All-Stater with tremendous football instincts. The 
Razorback staff is also excited about juco All-American LB Marcus 
Whitmore (6-1, 220) of Independence C.C. and juco OL Gene Perry 


(6-5, 280) of East Mississippi J.C. In Texas, they landed FS Vickiel 
Vaughn, a 6-1, 180-pounder from Plano who was a standout FS in the 
U.S. Army All-American game in January. They also signed OL Tony 
Ugoh, a 6-5, 270-pounder from Houston; FB Brandon Kennedy (5-11, 
225) of Tyler; and RB John Johnson (5-11, 180) of Houston. Another 
good catch was CB Michael Coe of Cordova, TN. 

Headliner: Dedrick Poole averaged over eight yards per carry 
in his career and as a senior rushed for 1725 yards and 18 TDs. 

leeper: Comerback Michael Coe earned All-Memphis area 

honors at both wide receiver and cornerback. An exceptionally good 
pass defender with great range and explosive speed, he’s also consid- 
ered to be one of the area's top punt and kickoff returners. 

Bottom Line: Although the Razorbacks did not land a ton of 
All-Americans, they did a good job of recruiting the next level player and 
they are bringing a very competitive and productive class to Fayetteville. 


{Alabama 


With the NCAA verdict coming down just a few days before signing 
day, everyone feared the worst. However, despite losing a couple of 
junior college All-Americans, the Crimson Tide was able to sign a 
surprisingly good freshman class. A couple of jucos that did hang 
around are very good — DL Ahmad Childress (6-7, 345) of Garden 
City C.C. and DB David Scott (6-0, 180) of Jones C.C. The Tide 
managed to sign five of the state's top players, and all have the ability to 
impact the program. DL Kyle Tatum (6-6, 260) of Prattville was an early 
commitment who stayed with his word. Also DT Henry Smith (6-4, 290) 
of Aliceville has the potential to become a dominant DT in college. RB 
prospects Ken Darby of Huntsville and Titus Ryan of Tuscaloosa have 
the ability to become great college backs. The 6-2, 195-pound Ryan 
needs to improve upon his grades, but Darby appears to be ready to go. 

Another outstanding catch was DE Chris Harris (6-6, 230) of 
Tuscaloosa Central High School, which is only a couple of blocks away 
from the Alabama campus. Other in-state players are QB Brandon 
Avalos (6-2, 180) of Tuscaloosa; DL Chris Browder of Camden; DL 
Jeremy Clark (6-2, 275) of Daphne; WR Zach Fletcher (6-3, 200) of 
Moulton via San Francisco C.C.; LB Juwan Garth (6-3, 190) of Decatur; 
RB Nic Luke (6-1, 220) of Phenix City; DE Greg McLain (6-3, 230) of 
Lineville; DB Chauncey Malone (6-0, 183) of Trinity; LB Earnest Nance 
(6-3, 210) of Courtland; LB DeMaco Ryans (6-1, 210) of Bessemer; and 
DB Ramzee Robinson of Huntsville. 

@F: Running back Ken Darby is a 5-11, 190-pounder 
from Huntsville Butler who rushed for over 3,000 yards and 45 TDs the 
past two years, averaging close to 10 yards per carry. He was voted the 
Huntsville area Player of the Year. 

leper: Running back Titus Ryan (6-2, 195) of Tuscaloosa 
County High School was not as heavily recruited as he should have 
been, mainly because of his grades. He averaged over 10 yards per 
carry in his prep career. 

Bottom Line: After reviewing this class, | think coach Dennis 
Franchione did a remarkable job of keeping it together and landing as 
many blue chippers as he did. 


This year the Wildcats went about their recruiting business in a very 
methodical and professional way. Although they did not sign many blue 


chippers, they did come up with a quality class loaded with athletes. In- 
state, Kentucky signed LB Brad Booker of Smith’s Grove; OL Joe 
Brady (6-3, 280) of Fort Mitchell; DB Randy Driver of Glasgow; RB 
Monquanta Gibson of Louisville; WR Maurice Marchman of Louisville; 
LB Durrell White of Middlesboro; and DB Bo Smith of Owensboro. 
Their Florida signees make this class a little bit above average. Sun- 
shine State stars heading to Lexington are WR Andre Jones of 
Choctawhatchee; DB Glenn Holt of North Miami; OL Michael Aitche- 
son (6-3, 270) of Miami; and DL Kareem Reid (6-5, 240) of Coral 
Springs. The Wildcat staff is also excited about a couple of junior college 
standouts in WR Chris Bernard (6-1, 190) of Saddleback CC and OL 
Yancey Reynolds (6-5, 325) of Georgia Military College. Former PFR 
A.A. LB Chad Anderson from Canton, OH is back in this class, and he 
will be joined by a couple of sleepers in OL Jared McGowan (6-0, 295) 
of Walls, MS and DL Lamar Mills (6-1, 285) of Slidell, LA. 

Headliner: LB Chad Anderson of Canton McKinley, OH is a 
former All-State LB who chose the Wildcats over several other big-time 
programs. He is a hard hitter with good lateral speed and an outstanding 
nose for the ball. 

Sleeper: Andre Jones has the ability to become a standout at 
both WR and DB. He's a super quick player with outstanding open field 
moves on offense and great quickness to the ball on defense. 

Bottom Line: After having to deal with NCAA sanctions, 
recruiting was a piece of cake. The Wildcats class, though devoid of 
national names or blue chippers, is solid and the Wildcats filled their 
needs at WR, RB, DB and OL. 


With limited time to recruit, the Commodores were desperate for 
help at the WR, OL, RB and DB positions. When it was all said and done, 
they did a pretty solid job filling each one of them. It is never a great year 
in central Tennessee; however, the Vandy staff did sign local stars WR 
Erik Davis of Nashville, and DL Richard Freeman of Brentwood. They 
also hit the state of Georgia hard coming up with quality players like OL 
Mac Pyle (6-4, 285) of Adairsville; P Greg Johnson of Lilburn; DB 
Funtaine Hunter (6-3, 205) of Lowndes; and LB Herdley Harrison (6-2, 
205) of Marietta. Although they hit the state of Florida hard, they struck 
out on most of the top players they were after. Still, they managed to sign 
RB Kwane Doster, a super quick 5-11, 175-pounder from Tampa, and 
LB Kevin Joyce of Orlando. QB Steven Bright of Greer, SC was 
considered to be that state's top signal caller. They also spent some time 
in the Jackson, MS area and came up with TE Chris Booker of Brandon. 
They headed to New Orleans and came up with RB Ron Bullock, a 5- 
11, 215-pounder with good speed and great strength. Another big catch 
was LB-FB Brad Anderson (6-0, 230) of Ijamsville, MD. 

Headliner; Quarterback Steven Bright is a 6-3, 210-pounder 
with a strong arm, outstanding leadership and deceptive speed. He is 
also considered to be one of the top baseball players in the Atlantic 
Coast region and he would like to play both sports for the Commodores. 

Sleeper: DB Tim Miller of Detroit, Ml has had some injury 
problems over the past two years, but when healthy, is one of the 
hardest hitting and productive FS prospects in the Midwest. He loves to 
hit and has the explosive moves to be effective in passing situations. 

Bottom Line: This is a very respectable class. The new staff 
covered just about every state in the South. Next season with a full year to 
recruit, the Commodores should become a presence in the recruiting wars.

play receiver. That spells trouble for an offense that was 10th in the SEC last year. 
Kentucky will score points, but give up more of them. Junior quarterback Jared 
Lorenzen averaged 376 passing yards in the last five games of 2001, but consider 
that the Wildcats ranked 109th nationally in total defense (475.4-yard average). 
Vanderbilt's Bobby Johnson is one of two new head coaches in the SEC. 
While Johnson might bring more fire to the table than Woody Widenhofer, he 
doesn't have enough talent to finish better than sixth in the East. 


SEC WEST 


Can a team be focused enough to win a division if it’s not eligible for a 
championship? 

Auburn was in 1993, when the Tigers, under first-year coach Terry Bowden, 
went 11-0 despite NCAA sanctions. But will Alabama have the same resolve? 
That's the big question around Tuscaloosa. But if games are won in the trenches, 
Alabama should be the odds-on favorite in the West. 

The Crimson Tide has the best offensive and the best defensive lines in the 
SEC. That's a good starting point for Dennis Franchione. 

The Tide led the SEC in rushing by 40 yards per game last year, and all five 
starting linemen and both backs retum. The defensive line has three All-SEC 
players: Jarret Johnson, Kindal Moorehead and Kenny King. 

Alabama's Achilles’ heel is the secondary. Three starters return from a unit 
that ranked ninth in the league in pass-defense efficiency. 

And yet, LSU might have the best all-around team in the West. 

The Tigers don’t have an established quarterback to feed the ball to their fine 
wideouts, but the running game should be plenty strong with LaBrandon Toe- 
field (if he can come back from a knee injury) and Domanick Davis working 
behind an improving offensive line. 

Rohan Davey and his 3,347 passing yards — not to mention his leadership 
— will be sorely missed. Matt Mauck helped the Tigers upend Tennessee in the 
SEC Championship Game, but that was by running quarterback draws. The 23- 
year-old sophomore will have to show passing skills, or open the door for 
youngsters Marcus Randall and Rick Clausen — Casey's brother. 

Defensively, the LSU front seven is solid, led by All-SEC LB Bradie James. 
The secondary managed 18 interceptions, but gave up quite a few big plays. 

Aubum has an outstanding array of tailbacks and a strong defense, but a limited 
passing game — ranked ninth in the SEC last year — could be the team’s undoing. 
Daniel Cobb and/or Jason Campbell must tum the quarterback position into a plus. 

Ole Miss was second in the SEC with 35.5 points per game, and with Eli 
Manning at the helm, the Rebels should rack up the points again. Defense is a 
perpetual weakness. 

Arkansas found a quarterback in Matt Jones, who rushed for 592 yards while 
proving to be sneaky fast on the option. The Hogs are strong at tailback, efficient 
along the offensive line and have the SEC’s best secondary. 

Kevin Fant takes over at quarterback for Mississippi State. The offense will 
be improved. The defense should be better, too, as the Bulldogs try to make 
amends for last season's collapse.

Only 10 teams are playing for the SEC championship this season 
... and that includes Vanderbilt. 

Alabama and Kentucky were hit hard by the NCAA — with the 
Tide banned from the next two bowl seasons, and the Wildcats one — 
following arduous investigations. 

“No one’s more concerned about it than | am,” SEC Commissioner 
Roy Kramer said of the violations and sanctions. “But I've been in this 
business a long time, and I'm far more positive about where we are 
today than | was 15 or 20 years ago. Does that mean we still don’t 
have a problem? No ... we do.” 

Since the NCAA began keeping such records in 1953, SEC schools 
have been found guilty of major violations 42 times. That makes the 
SEC the most-sanctioned league in the country. The Pac-10 is second 
with 36 major violations. 

“Obviously, we've got to do a better job,” said Kramer, who 
announced his retirement in the spring. 

Alabama received a two-year bowl ban, and NCAA officials said 
the Tide had barely averted the dreaded death penalty. School officials 
appealed the decision after the football program was stripped of 21 
initial scholarships over the next three years, with the NCAA citing 
recruiting violations, booster involvement and an improper loan to an 
assistant coach. 

In addition, the NCAA put Alabama on probation for five years, 
and three boosters were banned from the program. 

Kentucky was given a one-year bowl ban and limited to signing 
16 players in 2002, 19 in 2003 and 22 in 2004. Combined with the 
reduction of scholarships, dismissals and transfers, Kentucky projects 
to play with just 70 scholarship players this season.

Perhaps it’s the influence of the BCS, or the NCAA adding a !2th 
game, or TV exposure, or the desire to please high-paying fans. 

Whatever the reason, the SEC has more intriguing non-conference 
games than it’s had in years. 

In the first two weeks, you get Miami at Florida, Alabama at Okla- 
homa, LSU at Virginia Tech, Mississippi State at Oregon, Georgia at 
Clemson and Auburn at Southern Cal ... you get the idea. 

Consider that Miami won the national title in 2001. Oklahoma 
won it in 2000. Virginia Tech played for it in 1999. Oregon was ranked 
No. 2 last year. And Clemson and Southern Cal have Top 25 talent. 


Ranking the SEC Schedules 

We know, we know ... everybody has the toughest schedule. The 
coaches want to play the Little Sisters of the Poor U, and the athletic 
directors want the TV and national marquee draws. 

It's all about finding the right balance to go with the SEC schedule 
that is assigned by the league. This year, Florida and Arkansas did the 
best/worst job of scheduling, depending on how you look at it. 

Here's a rundown of the league's schedules — from toughest 
to softest: 

1. Floritia — Gators face three top-five caliber teams, traveling to 
Tennessee and FSU, and catching Miami in Gainesville. Also, they get 
talented Georgia, SEC champion LSU and Auburn (which is tradition- 
ally very tough on UF). Spurrier’s timing might have been perfect. 

2. Tennessee — Although three of the four non-conference games 
are one of the easiest sets of anybody, the fourth blows in as a Hurri-

cane. Yes, those Hurricanes. Despite the three easy bites, the other 
part of the home slate is stunning, with games against national- 
champion Miami, Florida, Alabama and Arkansas. 

3. Alabama — Tide plays at 2000 national champ Oklahoma 
(Lindy's pick to win the 2002 title) on Sept. 7. Trips to Arkansas, 
Tennessee and LSU are challenging. Entertain Southern Miss, Geor- 
gia and Auburn. 

4, Auburn — Tigers have two of the toughest non-conference 
games: Southern Cal and Syracuse. Open season with four games in 
18 days. Travel to USC, Florida, Alabama. 

5. Georgia — Dawgs play two West contenders on the road: 
Alabama and Auburn. Florida game is in Jacksonville. They host Ten- 
nessee, Clemson and Georgia Tech. 

6. South Carolina — Road schedule is rough: LSU, Florida, Clem- 
son, Virginia. East rivals Georgia, UT must visit Columbia. 

7. Vanderbilt — Vandy is at an automatic disadvantage because it 
doesn’t get to play itself. The Commodores face seven bowl teams. 
Hey, at least home fans get to see a lot of good teams: Tennessee, 
South Carolina, Alabama and Florida. 

8. Mississippi State — Opening at Oregon is a killer (although the 
Ducks are rebuilding a bit). Games at LSU, South Carolina, Alabama 
and Ole Miss complete a difficult road schedule. And adding Ten- 
nessee to the schedule for first time since 1995 doesn’t help. 

9. Ole Miss — The only one of the non-SEC games that should be 
considered “losable” is at Texas Tech, but the league slate is daunt- 
ing. Ouch: Florida replaces Kentucky as the East Division foe, and 
the Rebels must visit Alabama, Georgia, LSU. 

10. LSU — Virginia Tech is plenty tough, but the other three non- 
SEC opponents are virtual walkovers. There are trips to Florida, 
Arkansas and Auburn, but they get rival Alabama in Baton Rouge. 
Replacing UT with South Carolina from the East is a little softer. 


11. Kentucky — Wildcats face seven bowl teams, but their only top 
50-type non-league foe is archrival Louisville. After they open with four 
non-conference games (if they aren't 3-1, they're in trouble), they catch 
Florida, South Carolina, Arkansas, Georgia, Mississippi State and LSU. 
12. Arkansas — Here's a recipe for another bowl game. The Hogs’ 
non-SEC schedule should lead to another one of those 4-0 starts, 
and in SEC games, they catch the top two SEC West contenders at 
home (Alabama, LSU). They face a league-fewest five bowl teams. 


Noteworthy 

* For the 21st straight season, the SEC led the nation in attendance. 
SEC teams drew 72,130 per home game, ahead of the Big Ten by 
almost 2,000 per game. SEC stadiums were filled to an average of 97.9 
percent of their capacity for each home game in 2001. South Carolina, 
Florida, Tennessee, Ole Miss and Georgia had at least 100 percent. 
Auburn, Alabama and Kentucky had at least 98 percent. Only Vander- 
bilt and Mississippi State drew fewer than 90 percent of capacity. 

* The SEC took a huge hit when 14 star players bolted to the NFL 
early, which had something to do with the league having 47 players 
drafted. Incredibly, all but two of the 14 early entrees went in the first 
four rounds, suggesting that most received good advice. LSU line- 
backer Trev Faulk and Kentucky TE Derek Smith, however, went 
undrafted. 

- In addition to players leaving early, a couple major talents left 
SEC programs for other schools: Kentucky running back Chad Scott 
transferred to North Carolina and Florida quarterback Brock Berlin 
transferred to Miami. 

+ Maybe the fourth time is a charm at Ole Miss. Offense-minded 
coach David Cutcliffe hired his program's fourth defensive coordinator in 
13 months: TCU assistant Chuck Driesbach, who worked at Ole Miss in 
1989. Driesbach follows Art Kaufman, Don Lindsey and Reggie Herring.

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League’s Top Teams Loaded Again 


he SEC is loaded with outstanding quarter- 
backs — so much that Lindy’s felt compelled 
to write a full feature story about them (Page 118). 

It's somewhat ironic that just as Steve 
Spurrier leaves Florida, his biggest impact is felt 
around the league, in terms of the SEC throwing 
perhaps the most impressive roster of quarterbacks 
at each other than at any time in league history. 

Pity the defensive coordinators. And 
because of the strength of the offenses — largely 
because of the experience and talent under cen- 
ter — pity the offensive coordinators who are 
going to have to try to keep up with each other. 
With these quarterbacks, we don’t expect to see 
many 10-7 SEC games in 2002. 

Florida’s Rex Grossman rates as perhaps 
the top Heisman Trophy candidate this season 
after finishing second in the voting last year. 

Yet, Tennessee’s Casey Clausen, Ole Miss’ Eli 
Manning, Georgia’s David Greene and Kentucky's 
Jared Lorenzen have been amazingly effective ... 
and not one is a senior. Grossman led the nation in 
passing efficiency and total offense last year, and 
Clausen is 17-3 as a starter. 

Two other quarterbacks have shown they're 
effective on the ground and hope to show some 
balance this year — Alabama’s Tyler Watts and 
Arkansas’ Matt Jones. 


he SEC lost a terrific array of receivers early to 

the NFL — LSU's Josh Reed, Tennessee's 
Donte’ Stallworth, the Florida tandem of Jabar 
Gaffney and Reche Caldwell and tight ends Randy 
McMichael of Georgia and Derek Smith of Kentucky. 

But the league still is blessed with splendid 
pass catchers. 

Terrence Edwards is on the verge of breaking 
most of Georgia’s receiving records, but he might 
not be the best wideout on his team. Fred Gibson 
wowed fans as a true freshman, with 33 catches 
for 772 yards. Damien Gary caught 25 passes and 
Reggie Brown returns after missing last season. 

LSU lost Reed but returns explosive Michael 
Clayton (47 catches), Jerel Myers (39) and Reg- 
gie Robinson, who missed 2001 because of an 
injury. Florida has a star in the making in Taylor 
Jacobs (18.7 yards per catch). 

Tennessee's Kelley Washington (64 for 
1,010) is a future first-round NFL pick. The Vols 
have another first-round candidate in tight end 
Jason Witten. 

The top returning receiver based on recep- 
tions is Kentucky’s Derek Abney (66 catches). 
Dan Stricker (65 for 1,079) is one of Vanderbilt's 
all-time greats. Only Auburn and Alabama do not 
return a receiver with at least 35 catches.

he SEC doesn’t return a 1,000-yard back, 
but this is a league that always features 
quality runners. This year is no exception. 

LSU’s LaBrandon Toefield (992 yards) is the 
top returning rusher. He would have easily cracked 
1,000 yards, but he was slowed by injuries. He tied 
an SEC record with 19 rushing touchdowns, and 
the Tigers’ depth — in the name of Domanick 
Davis — made the difference last season. 

No team has more depth than Auburn, 
which features Carnell “Cadillac” Williams, Ron- 
nie Brown and Nebraska transfer Chris Butler. 

Earnest Graham, underused in Florida's 
system by Steve Spurrier, averaged 5.2 yards 
a carry. The Gators were 9-0 when he played, 0-2 
when he didn’t. Watch for him to top 1,000 yards 
under Ron Zook this season. 

Alabama has an excellent 1-2 punch in 
Ahmaad Galloway (881 yards) and Santonio Beard 
(633 yards). Beard rushed for 199 against Auburn 
and averaged an SEC-best 8.2 yards a carry. 

Mississippi State’s Dontae Walker might be 
ready to shoulder the load with the departure of 
Dicenzo Miller. Fred Talley has had consecutive 
700-yard seasons for Arkansas. Tennessee loses 
SEC rushing leader Travis Stephens, but Jabari 
Davis and Cedric Houston were impressive during 
the spring. 


verall, this isn’t a strong year in the SEC 
for offensive lines. But that’s all relative. 

Alabama returns all five starters from a unit 
that helped lead the SEC in rushing (226.4) by 40 
yards per game. The Crimson Tide had tailbacks 
who rushed for 881 and 663 yards, and a quar- 
terback who added 564 more. Moreover, the Tide 
averaged 5.3 yards a carry, well ahead of runner- 
up South Carolina at 4.6. 

While coach Dennis Franchione contends 
that his line is still young — the Tide will start 
three sophomores — it is the best in the SEC. 
The leaders are sophomores Justin Smiley and 
Wesley Britt, and center Alonzo Ephraim. Donte 
Ellington, a former SEC All-Freshman selection, 
can’t crack the starting lineup. 

Tennessee returns three starters from a solid 
line, but lost senior stalwarts in Fred Weary and 
Reggie Coleman. The Vols don't have a star, but 
Michael Munoz, a Freshman All-American who sat 
out last season because of knee surgery, has the 
potential to be All-SEC — if he stays healthy. 

Georgia returns four starters from a solid 
line, led by tackle Jon Stinchcomb. 

Ole Miss returns All-SEC center Ben Claxton 
and three other starters, but loses All-SEC tackle 
Terrance Metcalf.

t's unusual for a team to have the best offen- 
sive and defensive line in its conference, but 
you can make a strong case for Alabama. 

The Crimson Tide returns four players 
with starting experience, three of whom earned 
first- or second-team All-SEC honors last sea- 
son. Tackle Jarret Johnson had nine sacks. 
Kindal Moorehead recorded 10.5 tackles 
behind the line in 2001 after missing 2000 
with an injury. Kenny King is one of the best 
nose tackles in the SEC. The Tide even has 
good depth up front. 

LSU improved its run defense as the season 
progressed and should be strong up front again. 
Georgia has a lot of good players on the front 
four, but no one exceptional. Auburn’s DeMarco 
McNeil is exceptional. 

Florida has a star player in All-SEC lan 
Scott, but must replace Alex Brown. 

Tennessee, which led the SEC in rushing 
defense last year, must rebuild its entire front 
four, but the Vols will be competitive on the 
line. Langston Moore leads South Carolina's 
defense. 

Mississippi State, usually strong up front, 
loses Conner Stephens and Dorsett Davis and 
moved Mario Haggan back to middle linebacker, 
creating a huge void on the defensive front. 


rkansas has the best two cornerbacks in 

the league — Lawrence Richardson and 
Ahmad "Batman” Carroll, Richardson led the SEC 
with 20 passes broken up and Carroll had 13. 

Arkansas was second in the SEC in inter- 
ceptions with 17 and returns four players with 
starting experience, including free safety Ken 
Hamlin (118 tackles). 

Tennessee, vilified for its play in the defen- 
sive backfield in recent years, has three all-star 
candidates in the secondary, led by athletic Julian 
Battle and Jabari Greer, one of the SEC’s top cover 
corners. John Chavis could have his best sec- 
ondary in eight years as defensive coordinator. 

Auburn has four starters back. Mississippi 
State's unit got burned last year in Joe Lee 
Dunn's gambling attack. But Korey Banks, picked 
on early, had four picks and broke up 14 passes. 

Florida, which led the league in pass 
defense efficiency, has perhaps the best safety 
tandem in Todd Johnson and Guss Scott, and 
cornerback Robert Cromartie returns after miss- 
ing last season with an injury. 

LSU led the SEC with 18 interceptions, yet 
the Tigers’ secondary was often exploited. Ole 
Miss, which gave up an SEC-low 161.3 passing 
yards per game, lost both corners.

f you make All-SEC at linebacker this season, 
you've got game. It seems each team has a 
bona fide all-league player. 

Georgia has the best trio with Boss Bailey, 
Tony Gilbert and Chris Clemons, who started a 
handful of games. Gilbert made at least 96 tack- 
les each of the past two seasons. 

Tennessee is so stacked at linebacker that 
the Vols experimented with the 3-4 during the 
spring. Eddie Moore is touted for All-SEC, but 
Kevin Burnett has more talent. 

Despite losing Saleem Rasheed, Alabama 
has an exceptional group, led by Brooks Daniels 
(102 tackles) and Cornelius Wortham. 

Auburn's Dontarrious Thomas is the SEC's 
leading returning tackler (122) and he’s flanked by 
athletic Karlos Dansby, who had five interceptions. 

Florida has a solid group, as does LSU, 
which boasts All-American candidate Bradie 
James, who won't be playing in the shadow of 
Trev Faulk, who left early for the NFL. 

Eddie Strong at Ole Miss is a hoss. Missis- 
sippi State's Mario Haggan, after a year at defen- 
sive end, returns to middle linebacker, where he 
led the SEC with 132 tackles in 2000. 

Arkansas returns two linebackers who made 
over 100 tackles — Tony Bua and Caleb Miller, 
who added four picks. 


uburn has the best punter and kicker in the 

league, and it happens to be the same per- 
son — Damon Duval. Duval won three straight 
SEC games with last-second field goals before 
tailing off. He made 16 of 26 field goals and aver- 
aged 44 yards a punt. 

Still, Georgia has the best overall special 
teams. Billy Bennett (17 for 25) made six field 
goals in one game and is the league's top return- 
ing kick scorer. Jonathan Kilgo averaged 43.8 
yards punting. And Damien Gary was second in 
punt returns (12.5-yard average) while Fred Gib- 
son was third in kick returns (26.8). 

LSU improved dramatically in special 
teams, which was a big factor in the Tigers win- 
ning the SEC last year. Domanick Davis led the 
league in punt returns (13.8); Donnie Jones 
managed 43.7 yards per punt; and John Cor- 
bello hit some clutch field goals late, although 
he was just 14 for 23 overall. 

Kentucky's Glenn Pakulak is back after lead- 
ing the SEC in punting (44.5). 

This could prove a costly area for Alabama, 
which figures to be in several close games. The 
Tide doesn’t have a proven kicker or return man, 
and punter Lane Bearden averaged just 39.6 
yards. 
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THE RACE 

For the first time, the SEC race went into December, with 
rescheduled games deciding both divisions. 

In the East, Tennessee went into Gainesville looking to scramble the 
national championship picture and for their first victory at Florida since 
1971. The Vols got 226 rushing yards from Travis Stephens and 
stopped a two-point conversion attempt with 1:10 left to knock off 
second-ranked Florida 34-32. 

Meanwhile, the young Auburn Tigers had the West in a head- 
lock, needing only to split their final four games to advance to the 
conference championship game. But it all came undone with a loss 
to Arkansas, a wipeout against Alabama and a setback to LSU. 

There was still one more surprise. 

With a spot in the national championship Rose Bowl theirs for the 
taking, Tennessee laid a big ol’ SEC title game egg against short- 
handed LSU. Despite losing quarterback Rohan Davey and running 
back LaBrandon Toefield to first-half injuries, the Tigers fought past 
the sluggish Vols 31-20 to make the BCS a snarled mess that the 
computers would resolve in favor of Nebraska. 


THE CHAMPION 

LSU hadn't won the SEC title since 1988, and with three league 
losses before November, it didn’t look as if 2001 would be the sea- 
son that broke the streak. It was then that the Tigers found their 
missing higher gear, especially on offense. 

Not many teams could match LSU's offensive skill, led by record- 
setting receiver Josh Reed, all-league running back Toefield and 
tough-guy quarterback Davey. In winning its final six games, 
including a decisive 47-34 Sugar Bowl victory over Big Ten champ 
Illinois, LSU averaged more than 35 points. 

Even the reserves were ready. The Tigers would not have made it 
to the Sugar Bowl if quarterback Matt Mauck and running back 
Domanick Davis hadn't stepped up as more-than-capable injury 
replacements in the SEC title game against Tennessee. 


THE STARS 
Offensive Player of the Year: Rex Grossman, QB, Florida 

The Gators kept using Rex as a weapon, as he passed for more 
than 300 yards in each of his first nine games, threw for 34 touch- 
downs and led the nation in passing efficiency (170.8). 
Defensive Player of the Year: Alex Brown, DE, Florida 

Brown finished his career with a season more reminiscent of his 
spectacular sophomore performance than his uninspiring junior 
year. When it was over, he had 10.5 sacks and 14 tackles for loss. 
Coach of the Year: Houston Nutt, Arkansas 

Nutt got the nod from his SEC peers for the way he helped turn 
around the Hogs after a 1-3 start marked by an abysmal offense. 
Sparked by the insertion of freshman QB Matt Jones, Arkansas ran 
off six consecutive victories, including wins over South Carolina, 
Auburn and Ole Miss in a seven-overtime thriller. 


THE BOWLS 

The SEC sent eight teams to the postseason (one fewer than the 
previous season), including five that played in January. A couple of 
things to boast about: The league went 4-1 in its biggest bowls and 
asserted its dominance over the Big Ten with a sweep of three games.

But in 2002 there's something different 
about the quarterbacks in this SEC. What's different is that half the 
teams in the league have a quarterback who could be tops in the 
league ... which this season, is to say tops in the country. 

Much as the SEC has long claimed to be the deepest confer- 
ence in college football, this year its roster of quarterbacks has to 
be deeper than that of any other league. 

“You can make a good case for this group,” said the scouting 
director from one NFL club who asked not to be identified. 
“There’s at least four of them who will wind up as first-round 
picks and at least one has a chance to be the top overall pick. 
The collective potential is ridiculous.” 

Never has the talent pool been this deep, accomplished or 
polished at such an early career stage. Dare we say, the SEC is a 
quarterbacks’ league in 2002. 

The Fab Five all rate among the top 18 quarterbacks in the 
country, according to Lindy’s preseason All-American checklist. 


The Golden Boy 

Rex Grossman rose from third string to Associated Press 
National Player of the Year in his first full season as Florida's 
starter. He threw for 34 touchdowns and led the nation in passing 
efficiency (170.8) and total offense (354.9 yards a game). The last 
guy to pull that double? A kid named Steve Young at Brigham 
Young back in 1983. 

Coach Steve Spurrier left Gainesville for the Washington Red- 
skins, but new offensive coordinator Ed Zaunbrecher knows what 
to do with a good quarterback. Grossman might not duplicate his 
2001 numbers, but don’t put it past him and the Gators to keep 
throwing and winning like crazy. 

Even when the Bloomington, Ind., native, wasn’t in Spurrier’s 
good graces, he was great. Grossman was benched in favor of 
Brock Berlin in the Orange Bowl for missing curfew, but threw for 
248 yards and four touchdowns. 

“Rex coming back is the key to the offensive side of the ball 
for us,” new coach Ron Zook said. “You've got a very experi- 
enced quarterback who's had two great years and we're looking 
for a third.” 


The Legacy 

Elisha Nelson Manning was destined to follow in someone's 
Shaq-sized footsteps. Whether it was father Archie’s at Ole Miss 
or brother Peyton’s at Tennessee was the only question. 

Young Eli’s task was not only to dodge defenders vying for 
his scalp, he had to do it with style and flair and under a national 
microscope, as is the norm when you're named Manning. 

He didn’t dampen the hype by completing his first 18 passes 
and tossing a school-record five touchdowns in his first start. 
Then he engineered a late-game drive to help the Rebels beat 
Alabama for the first time in 13 years and also carved up the LSU 
secondary in a win at Baton Rouge as the Rebels started 6-1. 

When the dust settled, Manning had thrown for a school- 
record 31 touchdowns, 2,948 yards and just nine interceptions. 


And unlike Grossman, his 6-4, 220-pound frame — com- 
bined with splendid, textbook mechanics and the quickest release 
this side of the professional game — have him pegged for a short 
cameo in the green room on draft day, whenever he decides to 
move on. 

“There was a lot of curiosity about him before the season,” 
an NFL scouting director said. “But he answered all the questions. 
He's the prototype, the real thing. And with his pedigree, he’s 
easily the best pro prospect of the bunch.” 


The iceman 

With Grossman and Manning hogging the spotlight, Ten- 
nessee’s Casey Clausen quietly came of age last season. Obvi- 
ously, it’s rare that the signal caller on Rocky Top isn’t the center 
of attention, but Vols fans were more worried about the running 
game when the season started. 

When Travis Stephens took care of that problem, Clausen had 
all the pieces in place to shed the “Surfer Dude” image of a Cali- 
fornian in Knoxville. He erased doubts about his toughness every 
time he hit the field. He was at his best in the biggest games. 

Clausen passed for 309 yards and two touchdowns in a Sep- 
tember win over LSU. He ran for the winning touchdown in a win 
over Notre Dame, passed for 332 yards and two touchdowns in 
the SEC title game loss to LSU and then capped the season with 
a masterful 393-yard, three-touchdown MVP performance in 
a 45-17 Citrus Bowl rout of Michigan. 

A year earlier, Clausen was humbled in a Cotton Bowl drub- 
bing at the hands of Kansas State. Twelve months made all the 
difference. / 

“Basically, he just grew up,” Vols receiver Kelley Washington 
said after the Citrus Bowl. “He’s the man now, without question. 
This is his team.” 


The Upstart 

When Quincy Carter surprised Georgia fans by jumping to 
the NFL following the 2000 season, the Bulldogs were left with 
senior-to-be Cory Phillips and hotshot recruit D.J. Shockley to 
battle it out. 

Phillips had filled in admirably for an injured Carter during the 
2000 season and the incoming Shockley was supposed to be 
a perfect fit for Mark Richt’s system. 

At least, that’s how it looked until a redshirt freshman named 
David Greene came to light. Greene, whose recruitment a year 
earlier out of South Gwinnett, Ga., was relatively quiet because 
of an early commitment to Georgia, appeared to be caught in 
a nasty numbers game. 

But he grabbed the job by the throat, made it his own, and 
promptly displayed himself as the most impressive freshman 
quarterback in the country. He efficiently ran the offense, led 
comebacks and became the first UGa quarterback in 20 years to 
win at Tennessee. 

Greene became the SEC Rookie of the Year after compiling 
better numbers than any Bulldog freshman quarterback ever. 


The Heavyweight 

Have the indignities finally run their course for Kentucky's 
Jared Lorenzen? 

The WWF-sized Kentucky junior suffers more fat jokes than 
Ralph Friedgen or Rick Majerus ... and he lost his starting job to 
Shane Boyd in less than 60 minutes last season. 

But that’s when he endeared himself to new Kentucky coach 
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Guy Morriss. Instead of sulking on the sidelines, Loren- 
zen drew closer to offensive coordinator Brent Pease and 
figured out what had derailed him after freshman totals of 3,667 
yards and 19 touchdowns. 

After watching Boyd start five games, Lorenzen came on in 
relief against LSU and helped the Wildcats nearly upend the 
Tigers before falling, 29-25. Given back his starting job, Lorenzen 


topped the 300-yard mark in each of the Wildcats’ final five The B-List 
games and matched his freshman TD total in just eight games.

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As a player, Ron Zook had to do more than a little bit of 
a sales job to get into college football. 

He’d been a terrific high school player, but team after team 
crossed him off their list of scholarship candidates because he was 
too small for major college football. 

Finally, thanks to a recommendation from a local dentist, 
he got a chance at Miami of Ohio ... without a scholarship. 

“I told him if he could prove himself and contribute, I'd give 
him a scholarship,” said Bill Mallory, then the Miami coach, 
whose brother Dave convinced him that the Loudonville High 
player had potential. ‘’By the end of his freshman year, he had 
one.” 

But not before Zook began questioning the likelihood of 
succeeding at Division | football. This was not easy stuff. 

“He called me the first month he was there and said he 
couldn’t see any future in it,”’ said Zook’s older brother, Bob. 
“He was getting the crap beat out of him, and was wearing 
equipment that didn’t totally fit. | trusted his judgment and told 
him if that’s what he wanted to do, I'd stand by him. 

“But he decided to stick it out, got through that period and 
started getting more recognition from the coaches. He had to 
earn his way.” 

Earning his way is something Zook has been good at ... and 
it’s why he now holds what many consider the best job in college 
football, as the new coach of the Florida Gators. 

Zook returned to Gainesville in the winter after spending 
seven years as an NFL assistant and convincing athletic director 
Jeremy Foley that indeed, a coach with a defensive background 


will have to 


but an offensive mindset can succeed in the footsteps of the 
already legendary Steve Spurrier. 

As a successful college and NFL assistant coach, Zook knows 
the game inside and out. And as a former defensive coach under 
Spurrier, he knows what he’s getting into. 

This will not be easy. A first head coaching job is a tough 
enough gig on its own, and being in the SEC makes it tougher, 
and the expectations at a program like Florida only add to the dif- 
ficulty ... and to be following Spurrier? Whew! 

“What am | going to say?” Zook cracks. “‘Hey, Jeremy, can 
you hire me the next time around?’ That’s the hand you're dealt. 
You play it.”” 

He says he’s in that job and has had success at whatever 
level and role he has undertaken, largely because of what he 
learned from his big brother. It was Bob who taught him early on 
that being a success in football was about constantly testing your 
limits. 

“Bob used to beat the living crap out of me,” Ron said. “He 
would roll these tires down this big hill behind our house and I'd 
have to run up the hill and tackle those tires with my football hel- 
met on. It was crazy. | was always trying to keep up with Bob and 
his friends.” 

What Bob saw was a skinny, athletic kid who had no fear of 
challenges or contact. Since their father, Pete, was often gone on 
weekdays as a traveling salesman for a plumbing supply com- 
pany, Bob took charge of mentoring Ron in many facets of his life, 
especially football. 

Even after Bob went off to Vietnam as an Army pilot, finally

returning home for good on Christmas Day, 1970, he wrote to Ron 
weekly. During football season, the letters usually had a heavy 
dose of instructional tips to help him in his role on the Loudonville 
High Redbirds, where the 6-0, 160-pound Ron was following his 
brother's footsteps as a quarterback/defensive back. 

Bob got home with Ron’s senior season ahead of him. And 
after 1,200 hours of combat duty in Southeast Asia, Bob wasn’t 
about to go light on his kid brother. He'd wake him up at 5 a.m. 
to run five miles before school, which also got him in condition 
for basketball and track, where Ron still holds his high school’s 
record in the high hurdles. 

“| was as hard as | could be on Ron,” said Bob, who now 
works for a management company in Ohio. “It seemed like the 
more I got on him, the more he stepped up to the challenge.” 

Says Ron: “Bob is probably more responsible for me being 
a coach than anybody. How he used to coach me is a lot how 
| also coach, except that Bob is calmer than | am. It’s coaching 
with the mindset of ‘How far can you take a person? How close 
to that edge can you get?’” 

Zook eventually became a three-year starting strong safety 
for Miami of Ohio (1973-75), during an amazing 34-1-1 run with 
three consecutive Tangerine Bowl victories. That included a 16-7 
victory over Florida in ‘73 when the bowl game was played at the 
Gators’ home field in Gainesville. 

John McVay, whose father is a former head coach with the 
New York Giants, started in that Miami secondary with Zook. 

“When it comes to enthusiasm, he believes so much in what 
he's doing that it's contagious,” McVay said. “He’s on ‘go’ all the 
time. His nickname back in those days was ‘Speed’ because his 
motor was constantly running.” 

Too small for the NFL, Zook planned to become a dentist, but 
postponed that for a coaching job at Orville High in Ohio. 

In his second year there, Zook’s intention was still to go into 
dentistry until Murray State coach Mike Gottfried visited Orville 
to recruit one of the players. Gottfried, now a college football 
analyst for ESPN, was there for two hours and ended up being 
sold into hiring Zook as a graduate assistant. 

“He kept on me the whole time | was there at Orville about 
a job and he wouldn't take no for an answer,” said Gottfried. 
“He got my attention. He watched tape with me, gave me his 
evaluation of players. I’d get up to get water and he followed 
me. | thought, “You know what? He's recruiting me.’ He got me. 

“I knew when | left Orville, there was something special 
about this guy. | knew when | walked out the door that | was 
going to hire him.” 

On that winter day in 1978, Zook’s life changed for good. 
He had fallen in love with coaching and never again considered 
pulling teeth for a living. 

Over his next five college jobs, including a four-year hitch 
(1991-94) at Florida, and three stops in the NFL with the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers, Kansas City Chiefs and New Orleans Saints, the 
48-year-old Zook took meticulous notes. 

He kept a file on every head coach, and even some assis- 
tants, that he worked for along the way. Zook says he isn’t like 
any of his former bosses — among them Johnny Majors, Frank 
Beamer, John Cooper, Spurrier, Bill Cowher and Jim Haslett — 
but does bring to Florida little pieces of their best qualities. 

“| always thought Coach Spurrier was real good at getting 
a team up for a particular game,” said Zook. “’He’s also a great 
game-day coach. You have to be able to make adjustments dur- 
ing the game and he’s unbelievably good at that.”

Following Spurrier will take convincing more than a few 
doubters, but Gottfried says his work ethic will win out. 

“Ron is a high-energy guy with a strong will to win,” 
Gottfried said. “He takes over a job where the bar is already 
pretty high. Maybe not right away, but I think he can eventually 
raise it even higher.” 

“My dad spent eight or nine days with my family in New 
Orleans last year and saw a full week of coaching in the National 
Football League,” said Zook. ‘He says, ‘I don’t understand why 
you work the way you do.’ | told him, ‘It’s your fault because 
that’s the way we were brought up.’ 

“You work for what you get. Some people are born on third 
base and think they hit a triple. | had to play and work my way 
there.” 
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Before he signed with Louisiana State in 2001, Marcus Spears 
mused about how he and Michael Clayton grew up competing 
together athletically in Baton Rouge. 

“When we were young, we'd talk about going to the same 
school,” Spears said, “but we never thought it’d be like this.” 

Spears and Clayton became Parade All-Americans at their 
respective high schools and the subject of national recruiting 
efforts. They eventually signed with LSU, not necessarily because 
of a pact they once made, but, in essence, fulfilling their prophe- 
cies. 

LSU landed a third Parade All-American that year in Ben 
Wilkerson of Hemphill, Texas. Getting such an acclaimed trio — 
and their performances as true freshmen last season — provides 
insight into how and why the Tigers have experienced resurgence 
under third-year coach Nick Saban. 

Heads turned when LSU lured Saban away from Michigan 
State with a $1.2-million annual contract that was the third-high- 
est in the country at the time. But over the past winter, hardly 
anyone batted an eye when LSU upped the ante by $400,000 
after the Tigers surprised Tennessee for the Southeastern Confer- 
ence championship and beat Illinois in the Sugar Bowl. 

As ecstatic as the public has been, Saban is not without reser- 
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nicely in Baton Rouge

vations. He's worried that people are getting ahead of them- 
selves in trying to create something that’s not yet there. 

“We want to build a standard of excellence,” Saban said. 
“We want to be recognized as one of the dominant programs in 
the country like Florida State, Nebraska and that type of deal. 
That’s something you build over time. It concerns me a little bit 
that for a lot of people who love LSU, the standard of excellence 
is winning the national championship.” 

That attitude has existed since LSU won its only national title 
in 1958. Beyond that, LSU fans have been yearning for stability 
and consistency. Both have been in short supply over the last two 
decades. 

Since the late Charlie McClendon was relieved of his duties 
after the 1979 season, LSU has employed seven head coaches. 
Only once since 1989 has LSU put together three consecutive 
winning seasons. Gerry DiNardo followed that with two losing 
ones, which prompted his exodus and Saban’s hiring. 

Now Saban has fashioned an 18-7 record in two years (they 
were 7-15 the two previous seasons), and enthusiasm abounds. 
He's recruited well and moved players into positions where they 
can succeed. He’s pushed for an upgrade of facilities and con- 
tributed $50,000 while spearheading a $10-million dollar cam- 
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paign to renovate the Academic Center for Athletes. 

He’s benefited from some good fortune, as well. 

Rohan Davey'’s rib injury last season forced him to miss much 
of the SEC Championship Game but healed in time for the Sugar 
Bowl. In his absence, redshirt freshman quarterback Matt Mauck 
engineered a 31-20 victory over Tennessee. 

A tor anterior cruciate knee ligament sidelined tailback 
LaBrandon Toefield early in that game, but in his place, Domanick 
Davis rushed for 78 yards and a touchdown. When the season 
first began, Davis was being groomed to play in the defensive 
backfield. But as time went on, his importance as a tailback 
became more apparent. 

“If what happened in the championship game had happened 
in the sixth game of the season, maybe we wouldn't have had 
the kind of season we had,” Saban said. 

As it was, Mauck proved to be more than capable with a pair 
of touchdown runs. Mauck originally had signed with Saban at 
Michigan State, but opted, instead, for a four-year professional 
baseball career in the Chicago Cubs organization. 

When Mauck decided to leave pro baseball for college foot- 
ball, he gave Saban a call and landed at LSU. Mauck’s cool 
demeanor served him well. i ; 

“After you've played pro sports, you realize it’s just a busi- 
ness,” he said. “You just worry about yourself and your team.” 

Freshmen Wilkerson, Clayton and Spears also made signifi- 
cant contributions in the SEC Championship Game. 

Wilkerson, at 6-4, 275 pounds, started the last nine games of 
the season, with LSU winning all but one of them. 

Clayton caught four passes for 54 yards against Tennessee 
and combined with Josh Reed to give LSU one of the most potent 
receiver duos in the country. The 6-4, 185-pound Clayton finished 
the year with 47 catches for 754 yards and six touchdowns. 

As good as that was, Reed eclipsed it with the best season in 
school history with 94 receptions for 1,740 yards and seven 
touchdowns. 

Significantly, Reed signed with LSU as a tailback and Clayton 
excelled at Christian Life Academy as a safety. To Saban’s credit, 
he recognized that both could make a greater impact elsewhere. 
Reed had moved to wide receiver in DiNardo’s last season, and 
blossomed so much under Saban that Reed skipped his senior 
year for the NFL. 

Linebacker Trev Faulk did the same. 

“I want to get the best players on the field,” Saban said. “First 
of all, we rate the players one through 50. If the ninth guy in our 
assessment isn’t playing much, we start to say, ‘Where on the 
field would he have an opportunity to contribute, and an oppor- 
tunity to be successful?’ 

“You only have guys for four years — and sometimes not that 
long — so you want your best players on the field. Your best 
players always make the best plays.” 

Some colleges had considered Clayton a quarterback, but he 
said “in his heart” he felt he could affect the game more as 
a receiver. 

The 6-5, 280-pound Spears didn’t receive credit for a tackle 
against Tennessee, but his presence helped an upstart defensive 
line turn back the renowned Tennessee attack. Spears started the 
season at tight end, but finding a logjam there, moved to defen- 
sive end. It was the same with Kyle Kipps the year before; Kipps 
developed into a starter, which also is the plan for Spears. 

“I think a defensive end can have more significance on the 
outcome than a tight end,” Saban said. “Probably the proof in the 
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pudding is the transition numbers. A defensive end (in the NFL) 
makes $6 million. A tight end makes $2 million. It’s who affects 
the game more, and who changes the scoreboard.” 

Saban’s third recruiting class last February lacked the marquee 
names from the year before, but he signed most every Louisiana 
player he wanted. Saban said he must continue to do that to be 
successful. LSU fell short in east Texas with only one signee after 
having attracted Wilkerson and three others in 2001. The Tigers 
must improve those figures if they are to sustain their quality, 
Saban said. 

For their part, Clayton and Spears slowed the migration of 
high-profile players from Baton Rouge. In the 1990s, tailbacks 
Warrick Dunn and Travis Minor left for Florida State and quarter- 
back Major Applewhite opted for Texas. 

Aside from bucking the trend, Saban said “great character 
and quality people” such as Clayton and Spears “sent a message 
to future players.

ready for a new season, the Alabama 
Crimson Tide has questions, too. 

But not as many as last year; not even 
close. 

“Last year, every day was a clean chalk- 
board,” said Dennis Franchione, looking 
back on his first season as Alabama's head 
coach. “The first year is always the tough- 
est, and I knew that going in. You're learn- 
ing so much, the players are learning so 
much — just learning how particular play- 
ers’ abilities fit in the offense and defense. 

“Every now and then, | tell my staff, 
‘Don't let me take another job where | have 
to start over.’ It takes about 15 months to 
get back to the cycle where it’s going the 
way you want it. Last December, | feel we 
finally kind of got it on autopilot, but it was 
trying. Some days, we just couldn't be 
completely what we wanted to be, 
because it wasn’t how much | know — 
it's how much they (the players) know.” 

The players knew little of what Fran- 
chione wanted and expected. Both sides 
— players and coaches — were checking 
each other out, in some cases testing to 
see who could be trusted, who was ready 
to learn, and who really belonged. 

And hanging over it all was the 
biggest question of all: the outcome of 
the NCAA investigation into the football 
program, the results of which didn't come 
down until February. 

For better or worse, many of those 
questions are out of the way. 

The players learned what was

season play (at least for this season). And 
as bad as the initial sanctions were, it’s far 
better to know something than to live 
with the speculation that accompanies the 
impending doom. 

“We can deal with it now,” Franchione 
said. “We know, basically, what we have 
to deal with. And that’s much better than 
what we've been dealing with up to this 
point. We're moving forward, moving 
ahead in a positive direction.” 

The area that Franchione retains the 
greatest control over, of course, is the 
football team. That’s what excited him 
about going into his second season as 
head coach: the players. 

Going into spring practice in 2001, 
“we didn’t know every name,” Franchione 
said. “This year, we have more directions, 
a better idea of what everyone can do. 
We're constantly evaluating to find the 
best players, but at least now we've had

Franchione to install more offensive plays 


and made adjustments as we went through 
the season. We don’t have that this year. 

“We put in everything offensively in 
five practices (in the spring). The players all 
knew it, or at least most of them did. Last 
year, every day it was something new.” 

Indeed, much of what Franchione 
wanted to do on both sides of the ball in 
the 2001 season was severely limited. 

On offense, a very young and inexpe- 
rienced offensive line forced Franchione to 
run most of his offense from a shotgun 
formation, trying to do anything to buy his 
quarterbacks a few seconds to read and 
execute, Alabama was sixth in the SEC in 
scoring (27.6 points per game), but first in 
rushing offense (226.4), and fifth in total 
offense (409.4 yards per game). 

Defensively, new coordinator Carl Tor- 
bush couldn't run the kind of pressure 
defense he wanted because it requires so 


than he had a year ago, and gives quar- 
terback Tyler Watts more options. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: Secondary 
was fragile last year, and while everyone 
returns and there is more depth, will it play 
better pass defense than a year ago?

much man-to-man coverage in the sec- 
ondary. The Alabama secondary was so 
inexperienced that, by the end of the 
year, Torbush had to call almost every- 
thing based on zone coverages.

“Last year, we did a lot more zone 
blitzing than I'd like,” Torbush said. “We 
want that to be about 15 percent of our 
package, instead of 75 percent, like it was 
last year. We want to be a pressure, 
bump-and-run defense, but it requires 
playing great man coverage and having 
guys up front that can really put pressure 
on the quarterback. 

“For us to get where we want to be 


defensively as a football team, we've got 
to play man-to-man in the secondary. 
We're working hard on that, which in turn 
should give us the opportunity to make 
plays up front. The more pressure you put 
on the quarterback, the more opportuni- 
ties for turnovers you'll have. 

“We did not make enough turnovers 
last year. Our goal is three per game, and 
we didn’t come close to that (with 19 in 
12 games).” 

Last season, there were glimpses of 
the plan starting to come together. After a 
3-5 start, which included a near-disastrous 
midseason three-game losing streak to 
Ole Miss, Tennessee and LSU, Alabama 
rebounded to win its last four games, 
including a 31-7 victory at Auburn and a 
14-13 Independence Bowl victory over 
lowa State. 

“| always felt we were going in the 
right direction,” Franchione said. “We 
didn’t make some plays when we 
needed, but if you look back, Tennessee 
and LSU were pretty good teams. We 
went through a stretch of some pretty 
good throwing teams, and we were a 
fragile secondary, both from a lack of 
experience and being emotionally fragile. 

“| hate to pick on Mississippi State, 


but they don’t throw the ball as well as 
some of the teams we faced, and when 
we beat them (to start the four-game win- 
ning streak), we gained confidence for the 
last few games. 

“If we could have moved the sched- 
ule around and played that game sooner, 
maybe we'd have played better in those 
games we lost. But once we had that suc- 
cess (in the 24-17 win over MSU), we got 
better. In fact, we couldn't have won the 
lowa State game if we'd played it in that 
stretch of the middle of the season. 

We didn’t have the grit, the heart, to win. 
At the end of the year, we did.” 

That, as much as anything, is what 
Franchione hopes this team carries over 
into this fall. 

“Year Two should be a lot easier,” he 
said. “The players and coaches are on the 
same page. There won't be a lot of drastic 
changes. The players have the foundation, 
and the work ethic is in place.” 

The entire offensive line returns — 
tackles Wesley Britt and Evan Mathis, 
guards Justin Smiley and Marico Portis, 
and center Alonzo Ephraim. 

Tailbacks Santonio Beard and Ahmaad 
Galloway are back, and the second back is 
being called the ‘A’ back, which is sort of 
a hybrid slot back/receiver. 

The receiving corps is not as deep as 
it was a year ago, but Antonio Carter, 
Triandos Luke, Sam Collins and Dre Ful- 
gham all have experience. 

And at quarterback, fifth-year senior 
Tyler Watts stands alone. Andrew Zow is 
gone, and the challengers are a couple of 
redshirt freshmen, Brodie Croyle and 
Spencer Pennington. 

“Tyler deserves to be the starter,” 
Franchione said. “Whether he remains is 
yet to be seen. Brodie is a touch ahead of 
Spencer, but both are capable of challeng- 
ing. But Tyler deserves to be No. 1. He's 
eared it.” 

On the defensive side of the ball, last 
year’s young secondary is a year older, 
with Gerald Dixon, Waine Bacon, Hirchel 
Bolden and Charles Jones returning. New 
to the mix is secondary coach Melvin 
Smith, who came from Mississippi State 
to replace Ron Case, who retired from 
coaching after last season. Redshirt fresh- 
man Charlie Peprah could have a very 
quick impact as part of the starting lineup.

SPRING UPDATE 


ennis Franchione installed a new 

wrinkle to the offense in the 

spring that introduced two new 
positions — ‘A’ and ‘W’ — prompting 
some to call it the “Root Beer Offense.” 

The ‘W’ position is really a combina- 
tion of tight end and fullback. Franchione 
wants players at both positions to be cross- 
trained, creating a stable of players who can 
carry the ball, catch passes and block. 

“It does a little bit of both (TE and FB),” 
Franchione said. “The average football fan 
wouldn't notice much difference. We're trying 
to do more with that position. Fullbacks and 
weakside tight ends are doing the same thing.” 

The ‘A’ position is similar in that it’s 
a hybrid of running back and wide receiver. 
Ray Hudson and Shaud Williams got the 
most playing time at that position. 

¢ There is a good reason that a daily 
depth chart was posted in the Alabama 
locker room in the spring. Every day, there 
seemed to be someone moving to a new 
position. While Freddie Roach has been 
impressive at middle linebacker, replacing 
Saleem Rasheed, former fullback Marvin 
Brown moved to middle linebacker and 
made an immediate impression. 

Depth in the secondary is such that 
former defensive back Thurman Ward 
moved to wide receiver. Offensive linemen 
Atlas Herrion and Bart Raulston both made 
the move to the defensive line in late 
spring. Tailback Marquez Dupree moved to 
the ‘W’ position (fullback/tight end). 

Freshman Juke King gained enough 
bulk over his first season to move from 
defensive back to linebacker. 

¢ Youth will be served, particularly in 
the secondary, where redshirt freshmen 
Charlie Peprah, Roman Harper, and 
sophomore Anthony Madison were impres- 
sive throughout spring, in place of starting 
cornerback Hirchel Bolden (shoulder 
surgery). While Bolden will not lose his 
starting position due to injury, the young- 
sters will challenge for playing time. 

* Defensive tackle Jarret Johnson was 
limited with an injured MCL in his right 
knee, but was back for a few workouts 
at the tail end of spring practice. ... 
Receiver Sam Collins missed spring after 
undergoing shoulder surgery. ... Fullback 
Donnie Lowe suffered a concussion early 
in spring, but is expected to be ready in 
the fall.

For the first time in four years, 
the Watts-Zow controversy is over at 
Alabama, simply because Zow’s eligi- 
bility is up.

Watts completed 54 percent of his 
passes last year for 1,325 yards, 10 
touchdowns (to only three intercep- 
tions), and ran for another 564 yards 
(on 111 carries) for five touchdowns. 

“Tyler’s pretty consistent, day in and 
day out,” said Alabama coach Dennis 
Franchione. “He knows the offense. He’s 
evolving very comfortable and confident. 

“His knowledge, his understanding 
of things, his ability to adapt and 
adjust is good. He’s missed some 
throws that | think he knows he’ll make 
and we think he'll make. He’s getting to 
the point where adjusting with him is 
very easy.” 

Adjusting has been a way of life for 
the Pelham, Ala., native. From the 
moment he stepped on campus, 
it seems as if he was embroiled in

a quarterback controversy. Zow or 
Watts, Watts or Zow. That was the dis- 
cussion on every call-in radio show, 
every Internet chat room, and every 
sports grill conversation that had any- 
thing to do with Alabama football. 

Last year, Watts won the starting 
job and started the first nine games of 
the season before a torn groin muscle 
put him on the sidelines rt the Auburn 
and Southern Miss games. Still, Watts 
set the school single-game completion 
percentage record, hitting 80 percent 
(20 of 25) of his passes against South 
Carolina. His 1,889 yards of total 
offense was the seventh-best mark in 
school history. 

Still, this being Alabama, Watts 
knows better than to assume everyone 
is solidly behind him as the starting 
quarterback — not with another hot- 
shot recruit, redshirt freshman Brodie 
Croyle of Rainbow City, Ala., already 
pa Ges him for playing time. 

“| should have realized it my first 
three-and-a-half weeks,” Watts said, 
laughing at the newest version of the 
Tide quarterback controversy. “Now, 

! expect it. It’s just a way of life around 
here.” O 


There will be some impact. 

“But Alabama is still Alabama. Every 
program has difficulties to deal with. 
There are no coaching utopias. Right now, 
we have a couple of disadvantages that 
are unique to us, but they won't be there 
forever, and we can get through them. 
We're just going to stay focused on what 
we have, not what we don’t have. That's 
the only approach | know how to take.” 

Besides, it’s a good year to get to play 
12 games, as the NCAA is allowing teams 
to do this season. Without a bowl — 
or a chance to win their way into the SEC 
championship game — at least Alabama 
gets to line up an even dozen times. 

It's what they do with those opportuni- 
ties, even without the prospects of a 13th or 
14th game, that will be interesting to watch.

our running game has no problem.”

The key, though, is in the expansion 
of the passing game. Nutt doesn’t mind 
throwing (as his teams did in 1998 and 
‘99) with a proven quarterback and 
receivers. But he went conservative the 
past two seasons to play to the team’s 
strength at tailback and to take pressure 
off the quarterback. 

To jazz up the passing game, Nutt 
sent coaches to visit the St. Louis Rams 
and San Diego Chargers during the offsea- 
son. They came back with ideas on how to 
stretch the field and use four-receiver sets. 
Coaches also visited Maryland, where 
Ralph Friedgen’s team mixes runs, passes 
and option like Arkansas. 

The more liberal approach is evident 
in receivers running vertical routes, the 
tight end roaming down the middle of the 
field and throwing to the backs. 

Perhaps most important is the deci- 
sion to prepare one offensive package for 
one quarterback. Last season, there was 
an option and bootleg package for Jones 
and a more conventional set of plays for 
Zak Clark and Ryan Sorahan.

Seeing coaches’ intentions to use 
Jones in the future, Clark transferred to 
Division II] Central Arkansas. 

Jones broke the school’s oldest season 
record by averaging 8.58 yards a play, 
eclipsing Jack Robbins’ mark of 7.34 that 
had stood since 1935. Jones did it mostly 
with his legs. 

Despite being 6-5, 215 pounds, he 
can run the option in his sleep and make 
something out of nothing when a pass 
play breaks down. 

“He's moving faster than you think,” 
Nutt said. “I’m thinking a lot of times in 
practice, ‘Matt, go full speed.’ And then 
you get right there next to him and you 
try to run with him yourself, it’s like he’s 
going five yards a step and you're only 


going two. That guy is so fluid and 
smooth, he can move.” 

Defenses know this, too. They grew 
wiser to Jones’ ways late in the season 
and schemed to limit him. Witness the 
Oklahoma game. 

So for Jones to remain effective and 
lead the offense, he must improve his 
passing. That will come in time, Nutt said. 

“L love his arm strength,” Nutt said. “He 
needs some foot work and he just needs to 
throw. In high school, he played in an offense 
where he only threw it seven times a game.” 

Sorahan is a polished passer, but has a 
challenge to his No. 2 spot. Sophomore 
Tarvaris Jackson throws passes like Roger 
Clemens throws fastballs. Jackson needs 
to absorb the offense and learn to read 
defenses more quickly. 

A beefed-up pool of receivers should 
make the quarterback’s job easier. George 
Wilson and Richard Smith return, and are 
joined by Carlos Ousley and Decori Birm- 
ingham, who showed in the spring they 
have some big-play ability. 

Ousley transferred from Wake Forest 
because he wasn’t going to be allowed to 
keep his dreadlock hairstyle there. 

“He's been pleasant for me to coach,” 
receivers coach James Shibest said. “I tell 
you, he’s a quick sucker too, and the thing 
that you notice about him is he doesn’t 
drop many balls.” 

The increased competition has seemed 
to spur veterans Hamilton and Sam Bree- 
den into better play. Both possess big bod- 
ies to overmatch defensive backs, and 
Hamilton has speed. Faulty hands have 
hampered them in past seasons. 

Finding capable ball carriers shouldn't 
be a problem. Veterans Fred Talley, Bran- 
don Holmes and Cedric Cobbs return, 
finally free of the doghouse after each 
tested Nutt with off-the-field incidents. 
The most serious was Cobbs’ marijuana- 
related arrest in January. 

Cobbs’ star already had fallen last sea- 
son when he was injured and labeled a 
soft runner. 

“Cedric has probably come the fur- 
thest,” Nutt said of the tailbacks. “He’s 
really done a good job with his life off the 
field. That's what I’m most impressed with. 

“(On the field) he’s hitting the hole. 
He's not dancing when he gets to the line 
of scrimmage.” 

Talley and Holmes are tough inside 
runners. Newcomers De’ Arrius Howard 
and Kyle Dickerson made cases for playing 
time in the spring. Especially Howard, who 
appears to have the best combination of 
power and speed among the backs. 


To block for the backs, the line must fill 
spots at center, left guard and left tackle. 

“There are enough capable guys that 
want to play,” offensive line coach Mike 
Markuson said. “To me, it’s a smorgasbord.” 

Up front, right tackle Andrews looks 
like the most talented lineman to play for 
Arkansas in more than a decade — and he’s 
only a sophomore. Andrews and returning 
right guard Mark Bokermann will have 
plenty of runs called to their side. 

But the rest of the line is not quite as 
settled. 

Josh Melton started two years at cen- 
ter, lost the job last season and is the 
favorite to reclaim the No. 1 spot. Bo Lacy 
takes over at left tackle. Nathan Ball, who 
has starts at tackle and tight end, will 
compete for the left guard spot with Scott 
Davenport, the team’s strongest player. 

At tight end, coaches have high 
hopes for Jason Peters, who moved from 
defensive end at midseason and devel- 
oped quickly in the spring. He’s a 6-5, 
290-pound quirk of nature who can run 
the 40-yard dash in less than 4.7 seconds. 

On defense, Florida hired innovative 
coordinator John Thompson away in Febru- 
ary, but Nutt had a replacement already on 
staff in secondary coach Dave Wommack. 

Wommack and Thompson cobbled 
together the multiple system Arkansas 
runs when they worked at Southern Miss. 
Wommack has been a coordinator 11 sea- 
sons at four previous schools and plans 
only subtle changes to the defense. 

Arkansas will still base out of a 4-3, but 
the defense is so flexible that the 4-3 might 
be used as little as five percent of the plays 
in some games. Wommack will mix in 
a 3-3-5 that has an array of options and an

SPRING UPDATE 


aking on SEC defensive ends as 

a true freshman was an eye 

opener, but right tackle Shawn 
Andrews fought one of his toughest battles 
after the season. 

Andrews embarked on a weight-loss 
plan, trying to shed 40 pounds after the 
6-6 freshman All-American reached 365 
pounds by Jan. 1. The Cotton Bowl, rec- 
ognized for its top-notch hospitality among 
postseason games, might have presented 
too many tempting options for Andrews. 

He estimated he gained 10 pounds that 
week in Dallas. 

“The way they were feeding us there, 

I got out of hand,” Andrews said. “I lost all 
sense of reality.” 

A nutritionist mapped out an eating 
plan that included chicken, salads, fruits and 
lots of water instead of soft drinks, inspiring 
the big guy to utter the very un-big-guy-like 
words, “I'm excited about my diet.” 

By April, he already had dropped 25 
of his goal of 40 pounds. 

¢ Even though he’s playing quarter- 
back, Matt Jones might not have seen the 
last of lining up at receiver. Arkansas coach 
Houston Nutt said he envisions plays where 
Jones and Ryan Sorahan are on the field at 
the same time. Jones’ exposure at receiver 
would be limited, probably something sim- 
ple like running a fade route where he could 
use his 6-5 height, jumping ability and big 
hands to outplay a defensive back. “To 
have two quarterbacks in the huddle, | think 
that hurts defenses,” Nutt said. 

e Jones, who provided much-needed 
post help and averaged 4.2 points and 2.3 
rebounds in 11 games on the basketball 
team, said he would like to play for new 
Razorbacks basketball coach Stan Heath. 

e After Tennessee (.820), Florida (.780) 
and Georgia (.688), Arkansas has the best 
winning percentage among the SEC’s 12 
teams at .625 in Nutt’s four seasons. 

e Arkansas has taken care of the home 
turf under Nutt, going 22-3 at Fayetteville 
and Little Rock. 

¢ Kacy Rodgers, hired in February 
from Middle Tennessee, became Arkansas’ 
fifth defensive line coach in six years. 

¢ Shifting assistant coach James 
Shibest from tight ends to receivers made 
sense. A UA receiver from 1983-86, he 
still ranks among the school's top five in 
five receiving categories.

hen you play like your most 
glorified predecessors and 
then break their records, 


you’re going to draw favorable com- 
parisons to them. 

Arkansas free safety Ken Hamlin 
politely insists he’s not in the same 
class as Steve Atwater and Kenoy 
Kennedy. 

“Not yet,” Hamlin said of the two 
former Razorbacks who made NFL 
careers with the Denver Broncos, 
“(Kennedy) has been in the league 
a couple of years and Atwater has 
already retired. | haven’t got that much 
recognition yet. I’m just trying to keep 
everything going one step at a time. 
Hopefully I'll get there.” 

At least at the college level, Hamlin 
has arrived. 

As a sophomore last season, Ham- 
lin had a hand in 10 turnovers and 
made the All-SEC first team. He broke 
the Arkansas season record for most 
tackles by a defensive back, resetting 
his own mark with 118. 

Hamlin made 104 stops as a fresh- 
man to break Kennedy’s record of 98 


Cornerbacks Lawrence Richardson, 
Ahmad Carroll, Eddie Jackson and Marvin 
Jackson all have track speed, which doesn’t 
always mean much. Arkansas has put 
sprinters on the field before, but not all 
could consistently make plays even when 
they were in position. 

“All of those guys have track speed, but 
they're football players,” Wommack said. 

Bo Mosley doesn’t run a 4.3, but he’s 
another sound cover man and tackler who 
should contribute. Jimmy Beasley and 
Jimarr Gallon could rotate at strong safety. 

Gavin Walls and Caleb Miller solidify 
the strongside linebacker spot and Tony 
Bua returns on the weak side. Walls could 
be the key. 

“Sometimes we like to rush him,” 
Wommack said. “It’s a versatile position 
where we can move him around. He’s 
a guy you can feature.” 

But after two consecutive years of hav- 
ing a first-team All-SEC middle linebacker, 
Arkansas seems to lack a dominant run 
stopper. Shane Collins looked like a sure fit 
until he had surgery in March for a torn 
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in 1999. Before Kennedy, Atwater held 
the record. 

At this pace, Hamlin should break 
the career mark for tackles by a defen- 
sive back by midseason (287 by 
Kennedy, 1996-99). 

“He’s a physical hitter,” Arkansas 
coach Houston Nutt said. “That’s why 
people compare him to Atwater. And 
then the knowledge of the game, he 
can read things. Sometimes he reads 
things too quick and that’s why he 
might give up some things in the back 
end. But he’s a force back there and 
he’s one of the leaders. When he 
plays, our defense plays.” 

Hamlin possesses more aware- 
ness and instinct than any player 
defensive coordinator Dave Wom- 
mack said he has coached in 23 
years. But the way Hamlin blows up 
ball carriers and wayward receivers 
is what most people notice. 

“He’s a ferocious hitter,” Wom- 
mack said. “He’s got that Ronnie Lott 
attitude: ‘If you come across the mid- 
dle, I’m going to hit you and make you 
pay for it.’

inexperience of his team, and sees that 
the season wasn’t a total loss. 

Tuberville doesn’t have to look very 
far to find the positives.

“We were well-scouted in every game,” Tuberville said. “So it 
was time to make changes in both areas.” 

Tuberville also concluded that Auburn needed to be more 
basic on both sides of the ball. Instead of Mazzone’s system of 
depending on the quarterback to make quick, complex reads and 
audibles, Tuberville opted for a system to take pressure off quar- 
terbacks Jason Campbell and Daniel Cobb. He found that in Jack- 
sonville Jaguars offensive coordinator Bob Petrino. 

In Petrino’s system, Auburn quarterbacks will break the hud- 
dle with one or two plays to run instead of facing a multitude of 
choices. Petrino also wants to build the offense around a power 
running game with more two-back formations, and wants to 
throw more deep passes. 

On the defensive side, Tuberville hired Gene Chizik from Cen- 
tral Florida to move Auburn away from Lovett’s 4-4 defense and 
into a more common 4-3 alignment. The new scheme will still 
work on ways to put eight defenders near the line of scrimmage. 

“We have to be more physical,” Tuberville said. “We didn't 
tackle as well; we weren't as tough defensively in the front seven; 
we couldn't move the ball on the ground when we needed to up 
front. 

“The changes are making us more physical. The guys are a little 
more active. We have to use the type of players we have to better 
advantage.” 

The strength of the defense is the depth and talent at line- 
backer. The Tigers return a bevy of linebackers, led by juniors 
Dontarrious Thomas and Karlos Dansby and senior Mark Brown. 


They rank among the best in the SEC, and Auburn is even more 
excited about the debut of freshman Lemarcus Rowell, who 
would have played last fall if the NCAA clearinghouse had not 
inadvertently misplaced his academic paperwork. 

“We've got as much talent and depth at linebacker as I've 
ever been around,” said Tuberville, a former University of Miami 
assistant who once coached NFL veterans Ray Lewis, Jessie Arm- 
stead, Micheal Barrow and Darrin Smith. 

In the secondary, the new scheme allows safeties to play 
more traditional roles instead of taking on offensive linemen at 
the point of attack. That should make better use of free safeties 
Donnay Young and Travaris Robinson, and strong safeties Junior 
Rosegreen and Roshard Gilyard, and offer more support to cor- 
nerbacks Carlos Rogers, Roderick Hood and Rashaud Walker. 

When it comes to special teams, Auburn is blessed to have 
one of the nation’s top kickers and punters in senior All-American 
Damon Duval, a finalist for both the Lou Groza and Ray Guy 
awards last season. 

“I think Damon is the best kicker-punter in the country, and 
thank goodness,” Tuberville said. “He kicked three huge field 
goals in the last minute of the game, or we're 4-7 instead of 7-4.” 

Offensively, Auburn's strength is in the backfield with the 
return of tailback Carnell “Cadillac” Williams, who rushed for 614 
yards and six touchdowns as a true freshman before suffering a 
broken collarbone early in the Alabama game. 

“He gets hurt on the fifth play of the Alabama game after 
rushing for 39 yards in four plays and that was game, set, match,” 
Tuberville said. “That just let the air out of our balloon. When he 
went down, everybody else was looking around for someone to 
take the reigns and make a play and nobody did.” 

The Tigers also have two other talented backs in Ronnie 
Brown and Chris Butler, one of the SEC’s best blocking fullbacks in 
Brandon Johnson, and the tight end position is loaded with the 
return of senior Lorenzo Diamond and junior Robert Johnson and 
the emergence of freshman Cooper Wallace in the spring. 

With all those strengths, the Tigers still need to answer big 
questions about quarterback, receiver and both lines. 

Campbell, a talented redshirt sophomore, and Cobb, a sixth- 
year senior, will continue to battle in August for the chance to 
start. They shared the first-team quarterback job last fall. While 
both quarterbacks produced their share of bright moments, both 
struggled with consistency and productivity and the Tigers suf- 


fered as result. 
“It’s really unfair in THE BEST AND

major college football to 
play a freshman at quar- 
terback,” Tuberville said. 
“We've had some defec- 
tions at quarterback, 
some injuries and some 
guys who didn’t pan out. 
Jason Campbell came in 
and had to take over 
without ever having 
played. He wasn’t able to 
sit out a couple of years 
and learn the system. We just basically threw him to the wolves. 
We did the same thing to Daniel Cobb.” 

The quarterbacks also didn’t get much help from their 
receivers, so the Tigers will be starting over this fall with four 
unproven returnees in senior Marcel Willis, junior Jeris McIntyre 
and sophomores Silas Daniels and Joe Walkins. Look for true

outplayed senior QB Daniel 
Cobb in the final scrimmage of 
spring, but Cobb outplayed Campbell in 
the annual A-Day game, so the job 
remains wide open entering preseason 
practice. 

“Nothing is assured,” Cobb said, 
“until somebody walks out there for that 
first game.” 

Sophomore TB Carnell Williams 
appeared to be fully recovered from the 
broken collarbone he suffered against 
Alabama last season. “He’s up to about 
205 now, and that’s 15 pounds from 
where he was last summer,” coach 
Tommy Tuberville said. “If you are going 
to carry the ball 30 times, you are going 
to need a little more protection on you.” 

¢ If spring was any indication, TEs 
Lorenzo Diamond and Robert Johnson 
should play a bigger part in the offense 
this season, but don’t be surprised if red- 
shirt freshman Cooper Wallace pushes 
them for playing time. 

¢ With No. 1 fullback Brandon John- 
son sidelined by off-season shoulder 
surgery, Victor Horn and Michael Owens 
stepped up and made significant strides in 
the spring. Horn also has played line- 
backer, wide receiver and tailback in his 
Auburn career. 

* Injuries to redshirt freshmen Taylor 
Bourgeois (shoulder) and Steven Ross 
(cracked fibula, strained knee) hurt the 
offensive line during the spring, but both 
are expected to rejoin the team for pre- 
season practice. 

e The defensive line lost a quality 
player when junior tackle Marcus White 
had to retire because of a persistent neck 
injury. 

¢ Junior NG DeMarco McNeil sat out 
spring practice after off-season knee 
surgery but is expected to be full-speed in 
August. In his absence, redshirt freshman 
Wayne Dickens and senior Dante Booker 
emerged to provide much-needed depth. 

° The decision to move Junior Roseg- 
reen from comerback to strong safety paid 
off during the spring. ... CB Carlos Rogers, 
a freshman All-America last fall, added 
weight and muscle in the off-season and 
continued to improve in the spring.

Jaguars after spending much of his 
career on the West Coast. “They need 
to learn to be consistent. With all the 
newness of the offense, that will take 
a little time. But we're going to need 
someone fo step up soon and start

ule this tough, but | think it will be a good 
thing for our program in the long run.” 

The long run and the big picture have 
always been important to Tuberville. 
That's also why he won’t allow the late- 
season failures of 2001 to overshadow the 
fact that Auburn won a share of the divi- 
sion title for the second consecutive year 
with a young, inexperienced team that 
should continue to improve over the next 
two seasons. 

“That's encouraging. And it’s encour- 
aging for the future, because going into 
this year we still have only five or six 
seniors who will play this year.

capturing a Southeastern Conference title 
was insufficient and inexcusable. And pro- 
viding the circumstances broke right, fin- 
ishing No. 1 in the final polls also was 
considered attainable. 

But as spring workouts came to a close 
at the outset of the Ron Zook era, that 
unmistakable air of confidence had been 
replaced by a cautionary sense of optimism 
... and probably for good reason. 

Not only is Zook following a coaching 
legend, the 48-year-old Ohio native must 
acclimate a relatively inexperienced team 
to new offensive and defensive systems. 

And even though the Gators will have 
Heisman Trophy runner-up Rex Grossman 
leading the way, the schedule facing Zook 
and the Gators is probably the toughest in 
Florida history. 

Besides road games against Ten- 
nessee, Florida State and Mississippi, the 
NCAA's provision for allowing a 12th reg- 
ular-season game enabled the Gators (and 
everybody else) to add a game. While 
most teams padded their schedules with 
a patsy, Florida used the opportunity to put 
defending national champion Miami back 
on the schedule after a 14-year absence. 

Throw in dates with traditional SEC 
rivals Georgia, Auburn and LSU, it’s no 
wonder Zook is careful about making bold 
promises. The slate Spurrier is facing with 
the Washington Redskins this season 
won't be much tougher than this collec- 
tion of games. 

“We have goals as a team that we've

going to have time to do it,” Zook said. 

Don't get the idea that the Gators’ 
Z-men are in any preliminary panic mode.

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Duke's offensive coordinator. Other than 
employing a more one-back set and 
likely a more diverse running attack fea- 
turing Earnest Graham, Zaunbrecher’s 
style of attacking defenses won't appear 
to be a drastic difference. 

“One of my favorite pass plays is the 
comer route and Spurrier’s teams could 
throw that like crazy,” said Zaunbrecher, 
who'll call the plays. “When you see 
somebody else do something well that 
you like, that gets your attention.” 

Zaunbrecher also favors other Spurrier 
staples like fade and curl routes. Of 
course, it's easy to be partial to all those 
things when you've got a quarterback like 
Grossman with a knack for delivering all 
kinds of different passes in any situation. 

So if Spurrier's offense was the “Fun ‘N 
Gun,” what exactly is the proper definition 
of the one Zaunbrecher brings to Gainesville 
from Marshall, where his Thundering Herd 
averaged 458.6 yards and almost 33 points 
a game the past two years? 

“Il guess you could say it's a one-back, 
pro-style, up-tempo offense,” said Zaun- 
brecher. “I'd sooner take fewer plays to 
get it in the end zone. But if it takes us 16 
plays to go 95 yards, that's just as good. 
My preference, though, is the quicker the 
better. Then let’s go to the sideline and 
drink some Gatorade.”

This year, Zaunbrecher has the ultimate 
gun to jump-start any offense in Grossman. 
The junior quarterback possesses the deci- 
sion-making skills of a Danny Wuerffel or 
Shane Matthews, but with a much stronger 
arm and quicker release. 

Grossman also has two years of starting 
experience and no sideshow quarterback 
controversy, as was the case last year with 
Brock Berlin and in 2000 with Jesse Palmer. 
Grossman, who has thrown for 5,762 yards 
and set a major college record with 55 
touchdown passes combined in his fresh- 
man and sophomore seasons, is in position 
to obliterate all of UF's passing records if he 


stays in school another two years. 

That probably won't happen if Gross- 
man is as productive in 2002 as he was 
last year when the Gators’ only two losses 
— at Auburn and Tennessee at home — 
were by a combined five points. 

“I guarantee you that if | reach all my 
goals, which are extremely high, it's 
going to be hard to come back for my 
senior year,” Grossman said. “I haven’t 
learned all of the offense yet, but I fully 
expect to put up big numbers again.” 

Whether Grossman can match last year’s 
phenomenal 170.8 quarterback rating and 
touchdown-to-interception ratio of 34-12 
will depend heavily on his supporting cast. 

Graham, who has averaged 5.5 yards 
a carry in his career, figures to be featured 
more prominently than he was under 
Spurrier. It’s probably no coincidence that 
Florida lost both games Graham missed 
because of injuries last season. 

“I didn’t say we're going to be a run- 
ning football team,” Zook said, “but we're 
going to be able to run the football. Gra- 
ham is too good a back for us not to.” 

While there’s no concern about Gra- 
ham doing his part, it’s a different story 
with the offensive line and some of the 
receivers. The Gators lost All-American 
left tackle Mike Pearson, another early NFL 
draft entry, and are asking starter Max 
Starks to move over from right tackle to 
fill that spot. Jonathan Colon, who saw 
minimal action at tackle last year, is slot- 
ted to take over at right guard. 

Only left guard Shannon Snell and cen- 
ter David Jorgensen are back in the same 
starting positions they occupied a year ago. 
Sophomore Maurice Mitchell, who missed 
half of last season with a broken foot, is the 
leading candidate at right tackle. 

“It's a matter of time and repetition,” 
Zook said of his offensive line. “The right 
hand has to know what the left hand is 
doing. It's a new system with new termi- 
nology. They're seeing so many different 
looks from the defense, it’s hard for them. 
Once it becomes clear, it'll be good ... it’s 
a learning process.” 

Except for Jacobs and tight end Aaron 
Walker, who had a fabulous spring, many 
of Grossman's targets are still on the wrong 
end of the learning curve. Florida has long 
had a reputation for not using the tight end 
in passing situations, but that might have 
to change with Walker’s advancement and 
nobody establishing themselves at wideout 
behind Jacobs. 

The drop-off after Jacobs is so pro- 
nounced that when asked who the likely 
starter on the other side is, Zook replied:

Juniors Carlos Perez, Kelvin Kight and 
Matt Jackson have the most game experi- 
ence, but none showed much consistency in 
the spring. There were times when sopho- 
mores Reggie Vickers and O.]. Small had 
better moments. For UF's offense to be 
operating at peak efficiency, there has to be 
more than one go-to receiver. Jacobs 
emerged the second half of last season 
because defenses had to worry about 
Gaffney and Caldwell. If the Gators are going 
to contend in the SEC Eastern Division — 
where Tennessee is regarded as the clear 
favorite ahead of UF, Georgia and South Car- 
olina — they're going to need more than 
just Grossman and Jacobs playing catch. 

“We need Taylor Jacobs to be a big- 
time player, but we also need somebody 
to help when defenses start paying too 
much attention to him,” Zaunbrecher said. 
“The way it appears now, it’s going to be 
by committee. There hasn't been anybody 
to jump away from the pack.” 

The Gators have assembled plenty of 
talent and depth across the defense, per-

SPRING UPDATE 


t's too early to tell whether Bobby 

McCray will be a sequel to “The 

Freak” show, but Florida’s coaching 
staff would certainly welcome a reincarna- 
tion of Jevon Kearse. 

At 6-6, 248 pounds, McCray, a red- 
shirt junior, certainly has the physique to 
merit comparisons with the former Gator 
standout pass-rusher. This season, the 
hybrid defensive end/outside linebacker 
should get ample opportunity to showcase 
his athletic ability in coordinator John 
Thompson's multi-front package. 

“I feel comfortable with the fact they're 
moving me around instead of being in just 
one spot,” said McCray. “In this defense, 
we're more attacking now instead of sitting 
back and letting the offense come to us.” 

McCray’s athleticism is critical because 
Thompson prefers to alternate from 4-3 to 
3-4 fronts, so having players who can rush 
off the edge and play in pass coverage will 
allow UF to be more versatile. Thompson 
and head coach Ron Zook want to shuffle 
players in and out on the defensive front to 
keep them fresh, so whether McCray actu- 
ally starts may not be relevant. 

* Sophomore tailback Willie Green, who 
has battled knee injuries throughout his 
career and figured to get playing time behind 
Eamest Graham, was diagnosed with a stress 
fracture in his right foot that forced him to 
miss the last two weeks of spring practice. 

Green, a medical redshirt two years 
ago and Florida’s Mr. Football in 1999, was 
expected to retum to conditioning work 
sometime in May. He sat out practices on a 
periodic basis last season to rest his knees. 

e This is one of the few Gator presea- 
sons when the starting quarterback is firmly 
entrenched with Rex Grossman, but the 
backup job could be a point of contention. 

Orange Bow! starter Brock Berlin 
transferred to Miami, and sophomore Ingle 
Martin struggled in picking up the offense 
before having a solid performance in the 
Orange and Blue game (14-of-20 passing 
for 145 yards without an interception). 

If any freshman can give Martin a battle, 
it's probably Gavin Dickey of Tallahassee. 

e Redshirt freshman Vemell Brown, the 
smallest Gator at 5-8, 151 pounds, may play 
a big role in 2002.

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Richt’s inaugural season than simply beat- 
ing Tennessee and Georgia Tech. There 
was his quiet, confident manner that 
seemed unshakable even in times of 
heaviest duress.

that relied on Haynes. The tight end, all 
but forgotten in the FSU attack, remained 
a key part of the Dogs’ passing attack. 

This year’s offense should be more 
conventionally wide open. Greene returns 
after setting an assortment of freshman 
school passing records. 

“My outlook on the game was to not 
try to be a hero. Just get the ball to guys 
who can make plays,” Greene said. “But 
I can't be satisfied because | still have 
a long way to go.” 

Greene’s calm temperament mirrored 
Richt’s. Wide receiver Terrence Edwards 
was struck by Greene’s quiet confidence 
when the Dogs visited Tennessee, with 
107,592 noisy Volunteer fans. 

“One thing he said when he got in 
the huddle was, ‘I might be a freshman, 
but I'm not afraid.’ That just let me know 
he's got all the intangibles he needs to 
win,” Edwards said. 

“He's always calm. He says things in 
the huddle, but not in a screaming way.” 

While Greene was the SEC's Freshman 
of the Year, he will go into his sophomore 
year competing for playing time. Richt 
resisted repeated temptations to play 
freshman D.]. Shockley last season. In fact, 
he fully intended to play Shockley against 
Houston on Sept. 15. But the terrorist 
attacks of Sept. 11 forced the game to be 
rescheduled and Richt changed his mind. 

Richt remains adamant that Greene is 
the starter but has conceded both will 
play significant amounts. 

“Coach Richt will choose what he 
thinks can help the team the most,” 
Shockley said. 

Shockley’s mobility gives the Dogs 
another weapon. But to label him a run- 
ning quarterback would be inaccurate. 

“I've seen the guy stand there flat- 
footed and throw it 60 yards,” Edwards said. 

“He's a helluva athlete,” said tailback 
Musa Smith. “He could play anywhere. 
As far as him picking up everything, 

I think he’s ahead of any freshman coming

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into college football.” 

Whoever's playing quarterback will 
have plenty of help. Edwards should break 
all of Georgia's major career receiving 
records. He shared most improved offen- 
sive player honors in the spring with full- 
back J.T. Wall. That might seem odd given 
his accomplishments, but he was plagued 
by inconsistency last season, including 
a critical drop in the loss to South Carolina. 

He was benched at midseason but 
fought back to regain his starting job. 
He shrugged off his reputation as being 
unreliable. 

“That's fine. | know my abilities,” he 
said. “I have a chip on my shoulders to 
prove myself to everybody.” 

Edwards, Damien Gary and Fred Gib- 
son give Georgia three solid receivers. 
Gibson established himself as one of the 
SEC’s premier deep threats. 

“Fred was unbelievable,” Gary said. 

“I don’t think anybody thought Fred was 
going to come in and do the things he did.” 

But Richt is looking for more depth. 
Michael Johnson and Reggie Brown have 
shown flashes. Mario Raley was the only 
wide receiver the Dogs signed. 

“We really need six,” Richt said. 

Likewise, the offensive line is solid at 
the top, thin in reserves. There are five 
seniors at guard and tackle, counting the 
top backup, Kareem Marshall. George Fos- 
ter, Alex Jackson, Kevin Breedlove and Jon 
Stinchcomb all have NFL potential. 

But there's inexperience at center, 
where freshman Russ Tanner is pushing 
senior lan Knight. There are question 
marks behind the starters, prompting 
Richt to make offensive linemen a top 
recruiting priority last winter. 

“We've got to make sure we go out 
and play,” said Callaway, the offensive 
line coach. 

“We can’t assume it's just going to hap- 
pen. The worst mistake we can make is 
assume we're going to be good just 
because we've cone some things. | do feel 
good about some of the younger guys, but 
they haven't played at this point.” 

The biggest question mark is running 
back. Smith has done enough to suggest 
he could be one of the best backs in the 
SEC, but injuries have marred his career. 
He missed spring practice due to a lin- 
gering groin injury. 

“| think I can do a lot — a lot,” he 
said. “I just want to get back on the field. 
That's all 1 want to do.” 

“We really need Musa to come 
through,” Richt said. 

Richt will take long looks at freshmen

Michael Cooper, Reshard Dudley and 
Tyson Browning this fall. 

Even without a workhorse running 
back, the offense should be productive. 
With a healthy Smith, it could be explosive. 

“| think it will be hard for anybody to 
stop us, as long as we don’t beat our- 
selves,” Greene said. 

There are plenty of questions on 
defense, but not necessarily holes. The 
front-line talent could be solid. There’s 
even some talent on the second team. 
But there’s little margin for injuries. 

Again, as it has been in recent years, 
linebacker will be the strength of the 
defense. Tony Gilbert and Boss Bailey 
might be as good a pair as there is in the 
SEC. Gilbert is one of the most underrated 
players in the country. He’s not tall or fast. 
He just crushes ball carriers. 

“Oh, man, it’s ridiculous,” Bailey said. 
“I don’t understand how he doesn't get 
the recognition he deserves. | just like 
watching him.” 

Gilbert insists he doesn’t mind being 
overlooked.

pring practice did nothing to 
allay Mark Richt’s running back 
concerns. 

Musa Smith, battling a chronic groin 
injury, was held out of contact. None of the 
other backs won Richt’s confidence. The 
coaches took another look at Bruce Thorn- 
ton, now a starting cornerback, as a con- 
tingency plan. Ironically, Thornton was 
named the Dogs’ most improved defensive 
back of the spring. 

The top backups, Mike Gilliam and 
Tony Milton, are more scatback types. 
They could be effective in Georgia's 
offense if the passing game excels. But the 
drop-off in talent from Smith to the 
reserves is unmistakable. 

“Musa is by far the best running back 
we have on campus right now.” 

Smith's career has been plagued by 
injuries. 

“Yeah, I’m concerned,” Richt said. 
“He hasn't been able to play much his 
whole career.” 

* Georgia's depth at linebacker took 
a hit when Odell Thurman was dismissed 
from the team for violation of team rules. 
Thurman, who would have been a redshirt 
freshman, was expected to back up Tony 
Gilbert at middle linebacker and possibly 
take over as the starter in 2003. 

¢ Gilbert was named the best all- 
around defensive player of spring practice. 
In a surprise, tight end Ben Watson was 
named best all-around offensive player. 

¢ On the plus side, converted quarter- 
back Matt Redding appears to have found 
a home at linebacker. He had moved to 
defensive end but was undersized to play 
on the line. Redding impressed Richt in the 
spring. Also impressive was Thomas Davis, 
who moved from linebacker to safety. He 
was named best tackler of the spring. 

* Recurring concussions forced safety 
Cap Burnett to quit football. He started six 
games in his Georgia career. 

e The status of cornerback Brandon 
Williams remained cloudy heading into 
summer. He was suspended from the team 
in April after being indicted on charges of 
rape and aggravated sexual battery. He 
had been suspended in January shortly 
after the alleged incident, which also 
involved basketball players Steve Thomas 
and Tony Cole. But Williams was allowed 
to return to the team for spring practice.

But University of Kentucky coach Guy 
Morriss made sure during the offseason

They came closer to that last year than 
the 2-9 mark might suggest. UK either 
held a lead or was tied in the fourth quar- 
ter in each of its last four Southeastern 
Conference losses, with three of those 
coming against bowl participants LSU, 
Georgia and Tennessee. 


That, coupled with numerous injuries, 
helped make 2001 a dreary season for the 
Wildcats, although Morriss said he thinks 
plenty was accomplished. 

“We've laid a foundation here that we 
can build a quality program on,” said 
Morriss. “Are we happy with the wins and

that his team looked back on its 2001 
campaign and knew how close the Wild- 
cats’ 2-9 record was to being 6-5. 

“We talked to them all winter where 
we picked four or five games from last 
year and talked to them about how hard 
we played and how we got after some 
people and how we were in some 
games and had a chance to win some 
games that nobody thought we could 
win,” Morriss said. 

Gaining a winning record — or at 
least a 500 mark in this season of 12 
games — is of Holy Grail prominence for 
the Wildcats. Because of NCAA probation, 
they are not eligible for a bowl game. So 
what they have to play for is the feeling of 
walking off the field in a good mood more 
often than not.

The 
cloud of that investigation hung over UK’s 
team — particularly the coaching staff — all 
season and eventually led to UK being hit 
with three years probation and a bowl ban 
for this season (which UK is appealing).

losses? Absolutely not. We felt like we 
could've, should’ve and all those things 
that don’t amount to a hill of beans. We 
didn’t get as many wins as we thought 
we should have. I think things are in place 
and that the wins are going to come.” 

One of the major reasons for Morriss’ 
optimism revolves around the offense, led 
by Lorenzen. 

Despite setting an NCAA record for 
season passing yards by a freshman in 
2000 with 3,687, the self-proclaimed 
“Hefty Lefty” had to beat the battle of the 
bulge and redshirt freshman Shane Boyd 
to win the starting job last season. 

He appeared to do both when he 
shed almost 40 pounds to get down to 
the 260 Morriss demanded, and was 
named the starter for the opener 
against Louisville. 

But after a sub-par performance in 
that game (12 for 31, 121 yards, one pick 
in a 36-10 loss), Boyd started the next five 
games. He was called UK’s “quarterback 
of the future” by Morriss the Monday 
before making his fifth consecutive start 
against LSU. 

That led to a story that Lorenzen was 
looking to transfer after the season and 
grumbling among fans about the decision 
by Morriss and offensive coordinator Brent 
Pease to stick with Boyd while the offense 
had averaged just 16.8 points and 326 
yards in his first four starts. 

Lorenzen rode to the rescue after 
the offense struggled for the first two 
quarters of the LSU game. He com-

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pleted six of 11 passes for 146 yards 
and two touchdowns in rallying UK to 
a fourth-quarter lead. 

The job was his the rest of the sea- 
son, and Lorenzen and the offense 
clicked from that point forward. In the 
final five games, UK averaged 515.8 
yards and 33 points as Lorenzen com- 
pleted 61 percent of his passes. 

Lorenzen entered the spring of 2002 
packing too many pounds (he wouldn’t 
reveal his weight, but it hovered near the 
300-pound range again), but had gained 
the confidence of Morriss and Pease and 
already had the starting job in his ample 
rear pocket. In addition to his on-field 
performance last season, one thing that 
helped earn the coaches’ trust was 
improvement he made academically after 
teetering on the brink of ineligiblity. 

“| think he matured and he per- 
formed under fire,” said Morriss. 

“| think he clearly showed us he was 
the best quarterback. | think he’s grow- 
ing up a lot. He’s done real well (acade- 
mically) and we're real proud of him. 

I think his weight is not going to be an 
issue. He’ll get down where he needs 
to be.” 

If Lorenzen should falter, Boyd should 
be a more-than-capable backup thanks to 
the experience he got last season. Boyd 
was going to miss several spring practices 
while pitching for UK’s baseball team, but 
opted to leave the baseball team to partic- 
ipate in all spring practices. 

It’s not only Lorenzen’s return that has 
Morriss optimistic about the offense; it’s 
also the return of five offensive linemen 
who have combined for 53 starts in their 
careers. 

Four of those five — sophomore left 
tackle Matt Huff, sophomore left guard 
Jason Rollins, junior center Nick Seitze

senior right guard Keith Chatelain, who 
has 15 career starts but was ailing for 
the second half of the 2001 season with 
a severe ankle sprain. 

After those five, however, UK is 
extremely thin. Only three of the returning 
backups are on scholarship and only one 
of those players has seen action, and it 
was for only a few snaps. 

The Wildcats are also thin at tight end, 
where senior Chase Harp is the only 
scholarship player who has played 
a down. Harp, who caught 22 passes for 
251 yards and two TDs in a backup role 
last season to former All-SEC tight end 
Derek Smith (30-396, four TDs last sea- 
son), has had injury problems throughout 
his career and was limited in spring prac- 
tice by a bad back and knees. 

Redshirt freshman Jeremiah Drobney 
is the only other tight end on scholarship, 
but he may have to beat out senior walk- 
on Win Gaffron to be the backup. 


Depth is also a problem at running 
back, where starting tailback Artose Pin- 
ner is the only running back on the ros- 
ter to have carried the ball in a college 
game. He rushed for a team-high 441 
yards on 100 carries last season, while 
sharing the load with Martez Johnson, 
who was kicked off the team in the off- 
season, and Chad Scott, who transferred 
to North Carolina. 

Morriss said Pinner could average 
between 20-25 carries a game this sea- 
son as much because of his ability as the 
fact there isn’t much depth behind him. 

“He's like an old mule, you just can’t 
wear him out,” said Morriss. “He never 
gets tired and seems like the more you 
work him, the better he gets. | think he’s 
excited that he has a chance to be the 
main back there, and he’s got something 
to prove.” 

Perhaps the most experienced and 
deepest part of UK’s team is wide 
receiver — four players have caught at 
least 16 passes, led by junior Derek 
Abney, who had 66 catches for 741 yards 
and six touchdowns last season. With 

106 catches in two seasons, he’s on pace 
to break Craig Yeast’s school career 
record for receptions (208). 

Also back are 6-3, 210-pound senior 
Aaron Boone, sophomore Tommy Cook 
and speedster Ernest Simms, who com- 
bined for 54 receptions last season. 
Junior-college transfer Chris Bernard, who 
had an excellent spring before spraining 
his ankle, also should be in the mix. 

Defense is where UK struggled most 
last season, ranking next-to-last in the SEC 
in yards allowed (475.4 yards per game), 
pass-efficiency and scoring (33.4 points 
per game). To make matters worse, the 
defense lost its best player, first-team All- 
SEC defensive end Dennis Johnson, who 
left early for the NFL. 

The biggest problems were injuries to 
starting tackles Dewayne Robertson and 
Jeremy Caudill and starting linebacker 
Ronnie Riley, a lack of depth at linebacker 
and poor play by the secondary. 

Robertson and Caudill were impressive 
as freshmen, but were continually banged 
up last season. Both juniors had healthy 
springs and dominated in practice. 

Sophomore Ellery Moore will be the 
top backup at tackle after being 
selected to the SEC coaches All-Fresh- 
men Team last season, but he is coming 
off a knee injury that caused him to 
miss the final three games last season 
and led to surgery. He appeared 
healthy in spring practice.

t has taken University of Kentucky 

junior quarterback Jared Lorenzen 

less than a season to go from losing 
his starting job to earning enough trust 
from coach Guy Morriss and offensive 
coordinator Brent Pease that he may be 
allowed to call his own plays at times this 
season. 

Lorenzen picked up where he left off 
last season with an outstanding spring. 

“He had a good winter from a men- 
tal standpoint,” Morris said. “I think he’s 
got a good feel of the system. ... We'd 
like to allow him to just take the ball and 
go with it some this fall, and let him call 
his own plays. It just shows us how much 
more of an understanding he has in the 
offense.” 

Lorenzen said his fast finish last 
season made him confident in what he 
was doing and it carried over to the 
spring. 

“This spring, coming off the tail end 
of last year, everything started to click 
with me and I tried to carry it over,” 
Lorenzen said. “I feel very comfortable 
about where I am and where this offense 
is heading this season.” 

¢ For his second year at UK, defen- 
sive coordinator John Goodner says play- 
ers understand his 4-4-3 defense and how 
to play it much better than last year. The 
defense had been successful for Goodner 
at Baylor and Texas Tech, but the new- 
ness of the scheme and a succession of 
injuries left UK ranked next-to-last in the 
SEC in average yards (475) and points 
(33) allowed in 2001. 

“Last year we started from zero, 
where everyday you put something on 
and then the next day you put something 
else on and the third day we couldn't put 
anything else on, because if we went any 
further we would have had to go back and 
review,” Goodner said. “We started (in 
spring) pretty much where we ended up 
as far as what we were doing ... our play- 
ers played with a lot more confidence in 
what they were doing, and that’s really 
important.” 

¢ Special teams coach Mark Nelson 
had hoped to begin two-a-days with 
a frontrunner to become kicker, but the 
job is wide open after none of the three 
kickers distinguished themselves in 
spring.

Moore Making the Most of His Chance 


his life to let a little something like 
reconstructive knee surgery get in 
his way. 

Moore, a 6-3, 289-pound sopho- 
more defensive tackle, injured his left 
knee late last season and the resulting 
surgery was expected to keep him out 
of spring practice. Instead, Moore, who 
was selected to the SEC Coaches All- 
Freshmen Team last season, worked so 
be in his reeen ion that he ne 
ready fo go by spring practice an 
Sona a ill é cts how it. 

Perhaps his recovery shouldn’t be 
surprising — it was nothing compared 
to Moore’s first comeback. 

His misspent youth in Massillon, 
Ohio, left him in jail for 15 months on 
a rape charge — at the age of 13. 
Moore claims he didn’t commit the rape, 
but says his time spent incarcerated was 
due him for other misdeeds and that it 
enabled him to turn his life around. 

“| think if | had been in there for the 
drugs and the fighting and the assaults 
ae all that old ignorant stuff | used to do, 
| think | wouldn’t have changed,” said 
Moore, who these days seems to wear 


F llery Moore has come too far in 


a constant smile and is extremely polite. 

“As a matter of fact, | know 
! wouldn’t have changed — and | basi- 
cally thank God every day for taking 
me off the streets and putting me some- 
where where | could see it was time for 
me to change my life.” 

Moore went on to have a standout 
career at Massillon Washington and ini- 
tially signed to play at Penn State, but 
didn’t qualify academically and spent the 
2000-2001 school year at a prep school. 

He became UK’s top backup at 
defensive tackle last season and played 
solidly most of the time and superbly at 
others before injuring his knee and 
missing the final three games. He is 
again slated to be the top backup at 
tackle, but even starting tackle Dewayne 
Robertson says the team needs to get 
Moore on the field more often, even if 
that means Moore or Robertson move to 
defensive end at times. 

“He’s a quality football player and 
we'll find a way to get him on the 
field,” said UK defensive coordinator 
John Goodner. “He’s got a real chance 
to be a big-time player, so we'll find 
time for him.” 2

Even though the Wildcats lost their 
two starting inside linebackers from last 
season in Jamal White and Chris Gayton, 
defensive coordinator John Goodner says 
he's in better shape at the position this 
season.

Both White and Gayton, a converted 
safety, were vastly undersized. 

Riley, a senior who blew out his knee 
in last year’s opener against Louisville and 
was redshirted, should be one starter, but 
he’ll be pushed by redshirt freshman 
Dustin Williams and junior-college transfer 
Kamaal Ahmad. Senior Morris Lane is the 
projected starter at the other linebacker, 
but incoming freshman Chad Anderson 
can’t be ignored.

The secondary has experience, but 
struggled mightily last season. Both start- 
ing cornerbacks return in Leonard Burress 
and Derrick Tatum, along with senior 
Quentus Cumby.

punter Glenn Pakulak averaged 44.5 
yards last season — with 18 punts 
downed inside the 20 — and is back 
trying to duplicate that All-SEC effort.

LSU opens its 12-game regular season 
Sept. 1 at Virginia Tech, looking to get 
a running start toward a third consecutive 
bowl season. Only once before have the 
Tigers won three consecutive bow! games. 

“Are we going to be a flash in the 
pan, with a one-time, 10-win season,” 
Saban said, “or are we going to play with 
consistency?”

If so, the Tigers must find other 
sources of production. Gone are rugged 
quarterback Rohan Davey and All-Ameri- 
can wide receiver Josh Reed. Reed 
capped his junior year by catching two 
of Davey's three touchdown passes in 
LSU's 47-34 victory over Illinois in the 
Sugar Bowl. 

Reed enjoyed the most prolific pass- 
catching season in school history while 
winning the Biletnikoff Award. He set 
Sugar Bowl records for receptions (14) 
and receiving yards (239) — all after haul- 
ing in a school-record 94 passes for an 
SEC-record 1,740 yards and seven touch- 
downs during the regular season. 

Davey preceded his Sugar Bow! 
records for passing yards (444) and com- 
pletions (31) by throwing for a school- 
record 3,347 yards with 18 touchdowns. 

Joining Reed in jumping to the NFL 
a year early was decorated linebacker Trev 
Faulk, who led LSU with 119 tackles. 

Yet, even with their exodus, it’s not as 
if LSU is short on talent. Sophomore Matt 
Mauck replaced an injured Davey in the 
SEC Championship Game and rushed for 
two touchdowns while engineering a 31- 
20 upset of then-No. 2 Tennessee. 

“It’s just one-half of one game,” 
Mauck said. “It just happened to be in the 
SEC Championship Game. There are no 
guarantees of anything.

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I can do it on a consistent basis.” 

Mauck’s performance made him the 
early favorite to replace Davey, and that 
was solidified when sophomore Marcus 
Randall suffered a torn ACL late in spring. 

Mauck played in a total of three 
games, and each time displayed the ath- 
letic ability that allowed him to play base- 
ball in the Chicago Cubs organization. 
Mauck wants to prove he can do more 
than be fleet on his feet. 

“I'd like to think of myself as a passing 
quarterback who's able to run, rather than 
a running quarterback who's able to 
pass,” said Mauck, who completed 18 of 
41 passes for 224 yards with two inter- 
ceptions. He rushed 20 times for 73 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

Randall began last season as Davey’s 
backup, but Saban said Mauck’s cool 
demeanor was more suited for handling 
game pressure. In two brief appearances, 
Randall completed two passes for nine yards 
and rushed once for another seven yards. 
He might be able to return sometime in 
the fall. 

Even without someone of Reed's 
magnitude as a target, LSU still has a bevy 
of wide receivers. Sophomore Michael 
Clayton teamed with Reed last year to 
form the nation’s second-most potent 
receiving duo with an average of 207.8

yards a game. 

The 6-4, 185-pound Clayton scored 
seven touchdowns — six of his receptions 
went for scores and he took a 29-yard 
reverse to the house. He averaged 16 
yards on his 47 receptions. 

Senior Jerel Myers has been a steady 
performer since catching an SEC fresh- 
man-record 64 passes. After being side- 
lined for a year with a neck injury, senior 
Reggie Robinson is back hoping to recap- 
ture the form he showed two years ago, 
when he caught 31 passes for 391 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

Junior tight end Eric Edwards has 
spent two years playing behind Robert 


Royal and Joe Domingeaux, but they have 
completed their eligibility and Saban 
called Edwards “the heir apparent.” 

“He probably hasn't played as much 
as he should have played,” Saban said. 
Of Edwards’ seven career receptions, four 
have gone for touchdowns. 

“We lost a lot of key players,” Myers 
said, “but we have players who can play. 
It's important that the seniors step up and 
provide leadership.” 

Davis intends to do that, even if he 
doesn’t start at tailback. When Toefield 
tore the anterior cruciate ligament in his 
left knee against Tennessee, it was Davis 
who stepped in to rush for 78 yards and 
a touchdown. Then he rushed for a Sugar 
Bowl-record four touchdowns while gain- 
ing 122 yards. 

If Toefield can rebound from intense 
rehabilitation, the All-SEC tailback will 
start again after rushing 230 times for 992 
yards and an SEC record-tying 19 touch- 
downs. That’s fine with Davis, who will be 
more than busy as one of the SEC’s most 
accomplished kick and punt returners. 
Davis collected 143 all-purpose yards 
against Tennessee 

“It doesn’t matter to me,” he said. 

“I just like playing football.” 

Four of LSU’s seven returning offen- 
sive starters occupy the offensive line, 
which is always a good place for building 
an offense. After Ben Wilkerson took over 
at center, LSU went 8-1 behind the sec- 
ond-team Freshman All-American. 

Left tackle Rodney Reed has started 
20 consecutive games and he’s still just 
a junior. Senior right guard Rob Sale has 
played center and both guard spots. 
Junior left guard Stephen Peterman started 
all but one game after moving over from 
defense the previous spring. 

“We want to take a leadership role,” 
said Reed, who made the SEC Academic 
Honor Roll after earning a 3.9 grade-point 
average in accounting. 

Be that as it may, there’s little doubt 
where much of the team’s individual lead- 
ership will come from. Linebacker Bradie 
James bucked the trend and elected to 
return for his senior season rather than leave 
for the NFL. In doing so, he ensured his LSU 
teammates will look to him for guidance. 

“I'm not saying how | go, the team 
goes,” James said, but that, “I wouldn’t want 
it any other way. | will lead us into battle.” 

Randall said James is “one of the best 
leaders I’ve ever seen on a team.” 

James’ skills are not lost on Saban. 

“| think he’s always been a good 
leader on the team,” Saban said. “He’s

always been a team guy. That’s part of the 
reason he chose to stay here.” 

The defense could benefit from James’ 
direction; the group has its third coordina- 
tor in as many years. Will Muschamp, 
who will be 31 when the season starts, 
replaced Gary Gibbs, who left after one 
year to become the Dallas Cowboys’ line- 
backers coach. Muschamp coached LSU's 
linebackers last year. 

Still, the defense will be under the 
watchful eye of Saban, who takes particu- 
lar pride in working with the secondary, 
as he did with the NFL’s Houston Oilers. 

The secondary gamered its share of criti- 
cism last year, which is one reason junior cor- 
nerback Randall Gay said, “We're working on 
preventing so many big plays this year.” 

That directive comes from Saban, 
who said, “I think that’s the No. 1 objec- 
tive. We gave up far too many big plays 
last year.”

J majors in kinesiology at LSU, but 

his real education Fs come in the 
anatomy of the knee. 

After two torn anterior cruciate lig- 
aments in less than four years, Toefield 
can tell you all about the inner-work- 
ings of the joint and what it takes to 
strengthen it to the point to where he 
can play again. 

That's one reason Toefield didn’t 
panic when he sustained a torn left ACL 
in the second quarter of the SEC Cham- 
pionship Game against Tennessee in 
December. Toefield had torn his right 
one before his senior year at Indepen- 
dence (La.) High School in a setback 
that prepared him for his latest hurdle. 

“It’s easier for me because | know 
everything you have to do (to 
recover),” he said. “It’s all about how 
hard you work. It can be frustrating 
and aggravating. But it’s all on me. 
| have to stay strong.” 

Toefield sat out spring practice just 
as he did his senior year at Indepen- 
dence, but both he and coach Nick 
Saban expect Toefield back as fit as 
ever in the fall.

Senior Damien James intercepted an 
SEC-high five passes but has moved from 
linebacker to his more natural spot of free 
safety to replace the departed Ryan Clark. 
Senior Norman LeJeune struggled at cor- 
nerback a year ago before fitting in well at 
strong safety over the last five games. 
Senior Demetrius Hookfin started every 
game at right cornerback. 

James started all but one game at 
linebacker over the past two years and 
has the accolades to show for it. He fin- 
ished second last season with 1 13 total 
tackles but first with 78 solo stops.

The shifty Davis doesn’t 
provide the bruising quality Saban 
prefers in his tailback, though.

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be, and more. He doesn’t have a single 
weakness you can exploit, yet he refuses to 
rest on what he’s already accomplished. 
People talk about a guy having unlimited 
potential, but that’s true about Eli. 

“A lot of people don’t realize how much 
more effective you can be after having 11 
games as a starter under your belt. But as his 
knowledge of the offense improves, his 
decision-making should be quicker, and he 
should help us at the line of scrimmage. 
There are a lot of things that he'll benefit 
from coming back as a veteran.” 

The only problem at quarterback is the 
depth. Senior David Morris, who’s played 
sparingly during his career, is the backup. 
Redshirt freshmen Mike Spurlock and Seth 
Smith are still learning the system. 

“Quarterback is a position where you 
can't take for granted that you have all the 
answers,” Cutcliffe said. 

“It's easy to get comfortable when you 
have an Eli Manning. If we should suffer 
the unfortunate loss of a starter like Eli, the 
biggest issue would be which direction our 
offense would go and how we would 
develop as an offensive football team.” 

Manning will have a deep and tal- 
ented receiving corps, led by junior Chris 
Collins and senior Jason Armstead, both 
game-breaking talents. Reliable sopho- 
mores Bill Flowers and Trey Fryfrogle add 
depth, while redshirt freshmen Taye Bid- 
dle, Mike Espy and Mario Hill provide 
deep threats.

though, is senior tight end Doug Zeigler, 
who's developed into one of the nation’s 
most complete packages at the position.

And it helps that 
he and Manning are roommates. 

“There's definitely a chemistry you work 
out there,” Manning said, “but that chem- 
istry is something we've tried to develop as 
aunit, the receivers, backs and myself.”

The backs, while deeper than any time 
in the past three seasons, have major 
questions to answer. For starters, who's 
going to start? 

Senior Robert Williams would appear 
to be the answer. But junior Ronald 
McClendon, the nation’s top junior college 
tailback last season, will make a push for 
the job. So will junior Tremaine Turner, 
who's coming off a redshirt season after 
neck and shoulder injuries. Redshirt fresh- 
man Vashon Pearson is the biggest of the 
bunch, and that doesn’t include incoming 
freshman Jamal Pittman, a 6-1, 230-pound 
phenom from the same hometown as Wal- 
ter Payton. 

The fullback duties will be handled by 
versatile senior Toward Sanford, sopho- 
more sledgehammer Rick Razzano and 


redshirt freshman Brandon Jacobs, who 
came to campus as a tailback. 

The biggest question mark for the 
offense is whether the line can continue its 
tradition as one of the best in the league. 
The Rebels allowed just 10 sacks in 2001, 
the lowest total in the SEC. Offensive coordi- 
nator and interior line coach John Latina has 
produced a steady stream of NFL draft picks, 
including consensus All-American Terrence 
Metcalf from last season’s team. 

He has plenty to work with in four 
returning starters — senior captain and 
second-team All-SEC center Ben Claxton, 
senior left tackle Belton Johnson, and 
sophomore guards Marcus Johnson and 
Doug Buckles. The fight for the job at right 
tackle should be determined during two- 
a-days between freshman Tre’ Stallings 
and junior Cliff Woodruff. 

Depth shouldn't be a problem with vet- 
erans German Bello, Justin Sawyer and 
James Campbell waiting for the call. Five 
redshirt freshmen wide bodies will be 
added to the mix as well, including consen- 
sus prep All-American Chris Spencer, who’s 
slated for backup duty at one guard spot. 

But for all the talent and depth the 
Rebels have on the offensive line, the same 
can't be said for the defensive side. The 
Rebels ranked at or near the bottom of the 
league in all but two major defensive cate- 
gories last season. And the reason for that 
lies mainly in the fact that the Rebels sim- 
ply have been unable to stop teams from 
running. 

New defensive coordinator Chuck 
Driesbach has installed an eight-man front 
that’s designed to utilize the Rebels’ 
speed and cloak their lack of bulk. 

“It’s obvious on defense that we have 
to defend the run better,” Cutcliffe said. 

“We are going to have to pressure 
and attack quarterbacks better since we 
only had 12 sacks a year ago. With a con- 
ference as tough as this one and the quar- 
terbacks we see, we must put better 
pressure on the quarterback. We also 
have to find a couple of cover guys since 
we lost two corners who did the bulk of 
the playing for us in the secondary.” 

Finding two new war daddies in the 
middle would help, too. 

Ole Miss loses both interior starters, 
and will leave those duties to a couple of 
hard-nosed but extremely undersized 
veterans. Junior Jesse Mitchell and senior 
Yahrek Johnson will line up at nose guard 
and tackle, respectively. They'll be backed 
up by a bunch of young guys, including 
sophomores McKinley Boykin and Daniel 
Booth, who are smaller and obviously lack

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SPRING UPDATE 


he coaching carousel seemed 

like it would never end during the 

offseason in Oxford. Days after 
the Rebels finished the 2001 season, Don 
Lindsey was out as defensive coordinator. 

Three weeks later Reggie Herring was 
hired from Clemson. Three weeks later, 
he left for a job with the NFL’s Houston 
Texans. And three weeks after that, Chuck 
Driesbach was snagged from TCU to run 
the defense. 

As if that wasn’t enough movement, 

a week into spring practice, assistant head 
coach and running backs coach Richard 
Bisaccia bolted for a gig as the special 
teams coach for the Tampa Bay Bucca- 
neers. His departure resulted in a coaching 
shift that saw tight ends coach Ron Middle- 
ton, one of the bright young coaches in the 
SEC, move over to assume Bisaccia’s 
duties. 

To replace Middleton, head coach 
David Cutcliffe brought former Rebels’ cen- 
ter Matt Luke, just 26 years old, back into 
the fold as the tight ends/tackles coach. 

“It’s just a part of the business,” said 
Cutcliffe, who saw the first major move- 
ment on his staff since he took over the 
program in December 1998. “Part of me 
has to be proud that our coaches have 
done a good enough job to be candidates 
for jobs at the next level. But it does make 
it tough to maintain a level of consistency 
in the program.” 

¢ Senior receiver Jason Armstead 
served notice in the spring that his last sea- 
son will be a special one. He was too quick 
for anyone to cover all spring, and 
wrapped up the 15-practice session with 
an eight-catch, 187-yard performance in 
the annual spring game. “Coach is always 
harping on me being a playmaker,” Arm- 
stead said, “and I feel like now is the time 
for me to show what I can do. It’s been 
a natural process. Last year I was getting 
used to the system and learning what 
I needed to do. Now, it’s time for me to 
make some noise.” 

e Senior tight end Doug Zeigler 
retumed from a late-season broken arm 
and flashed potential that has NFL scouts 
drooling. The 6-5, 254-pound former 
quarterback should have no problem 
attracting attention from his quarterback, 
Eli Manning, who happens to be his room- 
mate.

the competitive experience. 

That’s why it’s good to have defen- 
sive ends like senior Germain Landrum 
and juniors Josh Cooper and Charlie 
Anderson to help the cause. 

That said, the strength of the defense 
lies with the linebackers. That's where 
Strong, who should push for All-SEC and 
All-American honors, teams with Lanier 
Goethie, the team’s surest tackler. Eight 
other players have lettered at linebacker, 
including senior Ryan Hamilton and 
juniors L.P. Spence, a starter last season, 
and Justin Wade. 

Linebacker is the one spot where the 
Rebels have legitimate depth ... and yet 
only two at a time will be on the field in 
this new defensive alignment, a good 
problem to have if you're Driesbach, who 
also coaches the linebackers. 

“In this system, we don’t need that 
many,” Driesbach said. “It helps with

Strong is Stronger, Might Be Strongest 


He can’t. His heart won't let him, 
particularly when it comes to the 
game he loves. The game of football. 

The Ole Miss senior linebacker sur- 
prised many, including NFL scouts, when 
he decided to return to Oxford for a fifth 
season as the rock in the middle of the 
Rebels’ undersized defense. He surprised 
everyone but himself. 

“People were making the case for 
me to leave, but it never was a serious 
option for me,” said Strong, a massive

and watch.” 

Strong watched that 2000 season 
end before it began when he suffered 
a stress fracture in his left foot during 
fall practice.

ate all the things about football and life 
that he’d taken for granted. 

“| spent so much time studying the 
game, studying myself,” said Strong, 
expected to compete for All-American 
honors. “I’ve gotten stronger, smarter, 
stronger in the mind. | went from being in 
peed shape to being in excellent shape.” 

His production during the 2001 
season (a team-high 1085 tackles) 
backed that up, as Strong became the 
first Rebel since Green Bay Packers’ 
linebacker Nate Wayne in 1996 to 
finish with more than 100 tackles in 
a season. Strong finished six games 
with 10 or more tackles. 

He had a career-high 15 in the Egg 
Bowl clash with rival Mississippi State, 
11 in a 27-24 win over Alabama, the 
Rebels’ first win over the Crimson Tide 
in 13 years. Even the second-team All- 
SEC honors weren‘t enough to ease the 
pain Strong felt after missing a season. 

“I'll be upset about it until I’m 
done playing this game,” Strong said 
without a hint of a smile. “And some- 
body has to pay for that every time 
| step on the field.” 


Junior Marcus Woodson, a starter 
last season before a shoulder injury side- 
lined him late, should be back after 
missing the spring. Juniors Wes Scott 
and Travis Blanchard and sophomore 
Kelvin Robinson fill out the safety spots, 
while Travis Johnson and Bryant Thomas 
will provide depth at corner. 

All of the specialists return — kickers 
Jonathan Nichols and Lee Rogers, punter 
Cody Ridgeway and long snapper A.J. 
Kiamie. 

Of course, that’s more of what the 
Rebels do have. And not what they 
don't have. 

“We know what we want,” Strong 
said. “But we're not sharing it with any- 
body.

.500 since 1996. 

For a team picked by many to win the 
Southeastern Conference's Western Divi- 
sion, last season’s crash-and-burn was 
a head scratcher. 

“It was the team, not one person,” 
said Fant, who took over as State’s start- 
ing quarterback after Wayne Madkin went 
down with a season-ending toe injury in 
mid-November. “I think we had new guys 
coming in (to play) certain positions, but 
we didn’t have enough leaders to step up 
and show the way.” 

Morgan, who’s slated to be a three- 
year starter at free safety, agreed. 

“We didn’t have real good chem- 
istry,” Morgan said, “and that carries

was directed at the team’s heavy reliance 
on first-year junior college transfers. At 
season's end, eight players who arrived in 
Starkville barely a month before the Labor 
Day opener against Memphis were listed 
on the two-deep defensive depth chart. 

MSU coach Jackie Sherrill didn’t buy 
such criticism, pointing out almost half of the 
program’s All-SEC players in the past four 
years came to State via the junior college 
route. Yet it’s worth noting MSU's recruiting 
class in February included only one player 
who wasn’t from the high school ranks. 

Newcomers clearly won't play such 
a major role in 2002. 

A more seasoned retuming core — the 
Bulldogs have eight starters back on offense 
and seven on defense — provided an 
opportunity to develop cohesiveness in 
spring practice and offseason workouts. 

According to several players, positive 
changes took place.

better,” Morgan said. “People realize what 
it’s like to have a bad season, which is 
something we haven't had here in 
a while. We don’t want it to happen 
again. Everybody knows we've got to get 
better and get closer as a team.” 

One player eager to lead a 2002 


rebound is Fant, the gung-ho junior who 
sparkled in MSU's final two games against 
Ole Miss and Brigham Young. Fant’s com- 
bined passing numbers from those nights 
(34 of 49, 609 yards, four touchdowns, 
one interception) gave State followers 
optimism for a position that hasn't pro- 
duced an All-SEC performer in maroon- 
and-white since Don Smith in 1986. 

Fant, who underwent elbow surgery 
in December but should be fully recovered 
in the summer, is eager to grab the reins 
of a unit that has the potential to consis- 
tently produce big plays. 

“The quarterback has a leadership role 
on any football team, even if that’s not his 
personality,” said Fant, who is backed by 
redshirt freshman Kyle York. “Those last 
few games were a big confidence booster. 
| think we felt pretty confident as an offen- 
sive unit as a whole. 

“I think we look more like a team than 
we ever have, especially compared to last 
year. | don’t think (in spring) we were 
where we wanted to be yet, but | think 
our chemistry is getting a lot better.” 

Fant’s poise and ability to come up 
with the timely completion bode well for 
an offense with the potential to be more 
quick-strike oriented than in recent years. 

“The biggest thing for Kevin is run- 
ning our team and taking the ball to the 
right place,” said offensive coordinator 
Sparky Woods. “He did that pretty well in 
spring, better than he has before.”

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enigmatic senior tailback Dontae Walker. 
After rushing for 795 yards and averaging 
5.4 yards a carry as a sophomore, his num- 
bers slipped to 548 and 4.0 in 2001. A 
banged-up knee hampered Walker's play 
last season, but he looked like a rejuvenated 
player in spring practice before being side- 
lined by a couple of minor injuries. 

With Dicenzo Miller — arguably 
MSU's best player last fall — finished as 
a collegian, the 225-pound Walker is 
eager to grab a bigger share of the ball- 
carrying load. 

“| think Dontae will end up being a lot 
tougher player this year,” Sherrill said. 

Darting sophomore Fred Reid offers 
a change of pace, while heralded fresh- 
men signees Jerious Norwood and Nick 
Turner could factor into the rotation. 

Senior Justin Griffith, who's back after 
a neck injury, and sophomore Darnell 
Jones offer Sherrill a pair of rugged 
options at fullback. 

Perhaps the deepest spot on the roster 
is wide receiver, a position where the Bull- 
dogs retum their top three targets — junior 
Justin Jenkins, senior Terrell Grindle and 
sophomore Ray Ray Bivines. 

Plagued by drops and inconsistency, 
MSU's pass catchers displayed substantial 
improvement in the final month last sea- 
son. The acrobatic Jenkins led the Bulldogs 
with 42 catches, including eight for touch- 
downs. Grindle was next with 40 catches. 
The cat-quick Bivines (14 catches) had 
a big spring and very well might be 
MSU's ‘X’ factor this fall. Sophomores 
Antonio Hargro and McKinley Scott (who 
missed last season due to a knee injury) 
also have potential to contribute.

Look for Donald Lee, a senior and 
two-year starter at tight end, to be an 
even bigger focal point. Lee, who caught 
a total of 35 passes during the past two 
seasons, is a reliable receiver and pos- 
sesses deceptive speed in the open field. 

The line is the biggest question mark 
on offense. 


Junior left tackle Derrick Thomp- 
son, an All-SEC-type talent and the 
unit's top returnee, missed spring 
practice for academic reasons. 
Although the spirited Thompson was 
less than 100 percent for much of last 
season due to a chronically sore knee, 
his absence in the fall would leave 
a gaping hole on Fant’s blind side. 

Two more starters are set to 
return in junior center Blake Jones, 

a former walk-on, and junior Donald 
Tucker, who could find a home at 
either guard or tackle. Also in posi- 
tion to earn starting spots are sopho- 
more tackle David Stewart and 
sophomore guard Brad Weathers. 
Highly touted redshirt freshman cen- 
ter Chris McNeil is capable of push- 
ing Jones at center. 

Although depth remains a seri- 
ous concern, Sherrill said his blockers 
made progress during the spring. 

Sherrill wasn’t quite so pleased 
with his defensive line. Defensive 
coordinator Joe Lee Dunn is eyeing 
a 5-1-5 look, but the line struggled 
to find consistency in March and 
April. Junior tackle Tommy Kelly and 
senior tackle Kahlil Nash are perhaps 
the most talented players up front, 
but both seemed to be up-and-down 
in their first season after arriving from 
junior college. 

Ronald Fields, who started three 
games last season as a true freshman, 
is set to take over at nose guard full 
time. 

Both end spots are wide open, with 
juniors Jason Clark and Kamau Jackson and 
sophomore Robert Spivey having the 
most experience. Clark and Spivey have 
the potential to develop into top-flight 
pass rushers. 

Not surprising, middle linebackers 
Mario Haggan and T.J. Mawhinney were 
the defense’s most reliable performers in 
the spring. Haggan, a senior who could 
make another push for All-American hon- 
ors, has led the Bulldogs in tackles in each 
of the past two seasons. Mawhinney, 

a junior and former walk-on transfer from 
Division I-AA Charleston Southern, 
steadily improved last fall to finish as 
Mississippi State's No. 2 tackler. 

But a 5-1-5 set includes just one middle 
linebacker, so how much Haggan and 
Mawhinney play simultaneously remains to 
be seen. 

Despite the loss of two-time All-SEC 
safety Pig Prather, the secondary could be 
significantly improved after being fre-

quently victimized a year ago. 

Senior cornerback Korey Banks experi- 
enced his shares of highs and lows after 
arriving from junior college, but the hard- 
hitter has All-SEC potential. Senior 
Demetric Wright is set to return at the 
opposite corner after missing the last por- 
tion of spring due to minor knee surgery. 

Junior Milas Randle and sophomore 
Gabe Wallace are looking to fill the two 
vacancies at DOG safety. Neither shies 
from contact. The same goes for Morgan, 
who battled a nagging shoulder injury in 
2001. Senior safety Michael Gholar, who 
is giving football another shot after focus- 
ing on basketball the past four years, 
could find his way into the mix. So might 
Darren Williams, one of the nation’s most 
highly recruited defensive back prospects 
last winter. 

The kicking game often has been con- 
sidered one of MSU's strengths, but that 
wasn't the case last fall. 

John Michael Marlin connected on 
eight of 16 field goals during an inconsis-

fter secondary coach Melvin 
Smith joined the staff at 
Jabama and coordinator of 

football operations David Wilson left for 
Georgia Tech, Mississippi State coach 
Jackie Sherrill brought in Curley Hallman 
(defensive backs) and Rockey Felker (foot- 
ball operations). 

With Felker (Mississippi State, 1986- 
90), Hallman (LSU, 1991-94), Sparky 
Woods (South Carolina 1989-93) and Joe 
Lee Dunn (Ole Miss, 1994), Sherrill has 
four former SEC head coaches on his 
staff. 

But Sherrill, whose 175 wins trail only 
Joe Paterno, Bobby Bowden and Lou Holtz 
among active Div. I-A coaches, isn’t worried 
about having too many cooks in the kitchen. 

“If their personalities (clashed), it could 
be a problem,” Sherrill said. “But that’s not 
the case. You hire people because they 
can do things for you. It’s probably the 
biggest mistake a lot of people in this pro- 
fession make. They don’t hire people who 
are smarter than they are in certain areas.” 

¢ Who was that lanky free safety that 
elicited the biggest cheers at MSU’s final 
spring scrimmage when he leaped high to 
make an interception, then raced 28 yards 
down the sideline on the return? 

It was none other than Michael Gho- 
lar, the high-rising and fiercely competitive 
6-5, 205-pound starting forward on Missis- 
sippi State’s SEC tournament champi- 
onship basketball team. Gholar, who has 
one season of football eligibility remaining, 
was considered by many observers to be 
a better football prospect than basketball 
player as a prep senior in Prentiss, Miss. 

Although he hasn’t suited up in hel- 
met and pads since 1996, Sherrill said 
Gholar can make a significant contribu- 
tion this fall. 

“It looks like we're going to be able to 
use him in a lot of places,” Sherrill said. 

e He ranks 13th on the school’s all- 
time rushing list, yet tailback Dontae 
Walker is hopeful his senior season will be 
by far his most productive. 

“I knew me and Dicenzo (Miller) would 
split time the last two years, but I’m think- 
ing I’m going to have to carry the load this 
season,” Walker said.

after the 1998 season and brought defensive 
coordinator Charlie Strong with him, the 
Gamecocks have been all about defense. 

Holtz has constructed this team the 
old-fashioned way, making the defense the 
backbone of the team and playing error- 
free, if conservative, offense. The strategy 
has worked, with the Gamecocks posting 
17 wins in their past 24 games, the best 
two-season performance in school history. 

After going through the mid-1990s with 
one of the worst defenses in the Southeast- 
ern Conference, South Carolina has fielded 
one of the best the past three seasons.

other starters. Questions loomed throughout 
the offseason whether this South Carolina 
defense could maintain the standards.

But if the Gamecocks intend to be 
a factor in the SEC East, if they want to 
break Tennessee and Florida’s grip, if 
they want to keep pace with Georgia ...

That side of the ball has been pur- 
posely handcuffed by Holtz in order to 
keep the turnovers down and play field- 
position football.

tacular and stodgy to sensational and 
show-stopping. 

Jenkins, at age 25, came to the Game- 
cocks from Garden City Community Col- 
lege in Kansas in 2001. He played 
sparingly last season behind departed 
starter Phil Petty, occasionally showing the 
flashes of speed and moves that made 
him so hard to stop in junior college. 

Jenkins emerged from spring practice 
as the starter after an intense duel with 
redshirt sophomore Dondrial Pinkins. Both 
give the Gamecocks the dual threat of 
being a runner and a strong-armed passer, 
but Holtz is more enamored with the 
leadership of the worldly Jenkins, who is 
five years older than Pinkins. 

“He's a senior, an upperclassman,” 
Holtz said of Jenkins. 

“Your expectations for an upperclassman 
are a little higher than they would be for 
a younger player. Not because of age, but 
because they've been in the program. | never 
even think about how old he is. He’s young 
at heart, I'll tell you that. And he can play.” 

Whether it’s his age, his experiences 
as a professional baseball player or his 
personality, Jenkins has captured the 
imagination of coaches and teammates. 

Before deciding to pursue college 
football, Jenkins played four-plus seasons 
at the minor-league level. He was chosen 
in the first round of the 1995 baseball draft 
by the Boston Red Sox, but never made it 
higher than Class AA as a right fielder.

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What's worse is that Jenkins and his 
family had to endure the heartbreak — 
emotionally and financially — of losing 
his $575,000 signing bonus because of 
a scam run by his former agents at Sum- 
mitt, Inc., in a well-publicized court case. 

Jenkins has seen his family move out 
of their comfortable house and into 
a cramped two-bedroom apartment, all 
the while keeping smiles on their faces. 

Think the pressure of being USC's 
starting quarterback is going to get to 
Jenkins? Don’t count on it. After all he’s 
been through, going to college ad playing 
football qualifies more as fun, not work, 
even if he does have Holtz screaming in 
his earhole at practice. 

“That's just him,” Jenkins said of Holtz. 

“Now when he says stuff, | just laugh 
to myself. I’m going to listen, but I’m 
going to keep enjoying myself and enjoy- 
ing the game. If you can handle Coach 
Holtz’'s criticism, you can handle anything.” 

Jenkins spent spring practice over- 
coming the label of being a running back 
who just happens to take the “handoff” 
from center. He was dynamic at times last 
season, running 41 yards for USC’s lone 
touchdown in a 10-7 loss at Arkansas and 
guiding the Gamecocks to the winning 
points in a 16-14 win at Mississippi State. 

What he had to improve was his pass- 
ing. There is evidence he has done just 
that. In the spring game, Jenkins com- 
pleted six of his first seven passes and fin- 
ished with 245 yards and four touchdowns. 

Jenkins’ ability to hook up with a sus- 
pect receiving corps appears to be the 
only question mark on an otherwise expe- 
rienced offense. The Gamecocks have 
their fingers crossed that James Adkisson, 
Andrea Gause and Matthew Thomas can 
become reliable receivers. If not, watch for 
incoming freshman Troy Williamson to

break into the lineup. 

Andrew Pinnock will take over the load 
in the backfield after playing behind Derek 
Watson the past three seasons. Watson was 


dismissed from the team in January after an 
arrest for possession of marijuana, his third 
run-in with the law in a year. 

But after watching Pinnock lead the 
team in rushing last season with 622 
yards and 12 touchdowns, the passing of 
that torch might have happened whether 
Watson was with the team or not. 

Pinnock is a 250-pound rock who aver- 
ages better than five yards a carry and 
never lost more than one yard on any 
attempt last season. He lost four yards in all. 

The Gamecocks also can give the ball 
to Ryan Brewer, a versatile threat who has 
played tailback and receiver. The former 
Outback Bowl MVP was second on the 
team in receptions last season and will be 
among Jenkins’ favorite targets. 

Brewer and Pinnock will have the ben- 
efit of running behind the best offensive 
line in Holtz’s tenure with the Gamecocks. 
This veteran group goes about 300 
pounds at every position and each starter 
has significant experience. 

Tackle Travelle Wharton and guard 
Cedric Williams are teaming up as starters 
on the left side for the third consecutive 
season. Right guard Shane Hall has played 
every position except center, and right 
tackle Watts Sanderson is in his fifth sea- 
son with the program. 

The competition at center carries over 
into the fall with veterans C.J. Frye and John 
Strickland battling newcomer Na’Shan 
Goddard, who has been described by Holtz 
as the team’s most talented lineman. God- 
dard is a redshirt freshman who previously 
played tackle, but is trying to make the 
transition to center. 

“The offensive line is where it all starts,” 
offensive coordinator Skip Holtz said. 

“If you don’t have an offensive line, it 
doesn’t matter what you do. It doesn’t mat- 
ter how good your quarterback is if he’s on 
his back. Now we've got a line that has the 
chance to be the strength of this team.” 

USC's ball-control offense usually has 
enabled the defense to play with plenty of 
rest and good field position, but this 
offense has more big-play capabilities. 
Jenkins is a threat while running the 
option and he'll also take his chances 
throwing the deep ball. 

A higher-powered offense means the 
defense could be rushed onto the field 
quicker than in past years. But that doesn’t 
impact Strong, who returns as defensive 
coordinator for the fourth season. 

The Gamecocks were prepared to 
move on without Strong, who inter- 
viewed for the head jobs at California, 
Kansas and Vanderbilt. Holtz was so confi-

dent Strong would land a job that he went 
ahead and said linebackers coach Chris 
Cosh would be the team’s new defensive 
coordinator. 

But Strong, despite being a finalist for 
all three jobs, was passed over and the 
Gamecocks are the beneficiaries for at least 
one more season. His 3-3-5 scheme has 
effectively hidden USC’s weakness on the 
defensive line and turned the team's speed 
and depth in the secondary into a strength. 

“We've built something over the years; 
we've been pretty good on defense,” 
Strong said. “When the young guys step 
in, they know the standard is not going to 
be lowered. We just have to get better.” 

One player who won't stand for lower 
standards is spur safety Rashad Faison, the 
team’s leading tackler last season who 
enters his senior campaign as an All-SEC 
candidate. Despite his size, Faison (5-10, 
190) plays the run with the ferocity of

oach Lou Holtz lost just one 

assistant off his staff when run- 

ning backs coach Buddy Pough 
left to become head coach at South Car- 
olina State. The Gamecocks adjusted by 
moving Todd Fitch from receivers to run- 
ning backs, and hiring Joker Phillips to 
coach receivers. 

Phillips coached at Notre Dame last 
season and Minnesota prior to that. Phillips,

As Phillips said, “there's a lot of my 
flesh out there” at Commonwealth Stadium. 

¢ USC no longer tries to pin its oppo- 
nent deep with the coffin-corner kick or 
the sky-high pooch punt. The Gamecocks 
prefer the bump-and-run. When punting 
ona short field (inside opponents’ terri- 
tory), they prefer a low line-drive that hits 
around the 20-yard line and rolls toward 
the end zone. 

“I know everybody is saying, ‘Gosh, 
that guy can’t kick at all.’ But it’s by design. 
That’s what coach wants us to do,” punter 
Joey Bowers said. Holtz came up with the 
idea as the Gamecocks prepared for the 
Outback Bowl, but USC never had the 
chance to use it against Ohio State. 

“It started with Coach Holtz getting frus- 
trated with our punters kicking it into the end 
zone,” offensive coordinator Skip Holtz said. 
“The idea is to kick it low, land it over every- 
body's heads and let it roll down to the goal 
line and down it. I've never seen it before.” 

¢ Holtz said he intends to play two spring 
games next year on the last two Saturdays of 
spring practice. 

The first spring game would have the 
first-teamers playing the second-teamers, 
similar to the way USC played its 2002 
spring game. The second spring game 
would incorporate a draft to pair up sides. 

“I'd like to play two scrimmages, 
charge admission and make it a game,” 
he said. “I wish we had done it this year, 
but we just weren't able to.”

“| would have felt a lot like (coach) 
Mike Martz of the (St. Louis) Rams calling 
plays. Call one and go.” 

Instead, Stallworth is in the NFL and 
Tennessee is looking for a receiver to take 
the heat off Washington. 

The spring shed no light on the search. 

Tony Brown was named the most 
improved offensive player during spring, 
but didn’t catch a pass during the final 
scrimmage. Leonard Scott, Montrell 
Jones, C.J. Fayton, Jomo Fagan and 
Michael Collins didn’t make the progress 
coach Phillip Fulmer had anticipated. 

“We may take a look at (cornerback) 
Jabari Greer or (safety) Rashad Baker 
(at receiver),’’ Fulmer said. “We've got 
to do whatever we've got to do to create 
some excitement on the other side 
(of Washington).”’ 

Having Stallworth would make it 
easier to contend for a national title or SEC 
championship.

If UT can't find a second wideout, 
tight end Jason Witten figures to get his 
number called more often. Witten caught 
28 passes last year, a 20-year high for 
Volunteer tight ends. In the Florida Citrus 
Bowl against Michigan, he added six 
catches for 125 yards and outran the 
Wolverines’ secondary. 

Witten is 6-5, 265 and runs a 4.65. He 
lined up at wide receiver several times last 
year and figures to more often this year. 

“He may not be as fast (as a wideout), 
but he sure is big and he’s hard to tackle 
once he catches it,” Sanders said. “Defen- 
sive backs in practice try to hold him up 
and he knocks them out of the way. After 
they get knocked out once or twice, they 
quit trying. Everybody backs up. It makes 
his job of getting open easier.” 

Despite losing Travis Stephens and 
his school-record 1,464 rushing yards, 
the Vols will be fine at tailback. Sopho- 
mores Jabari Davis and Cedric Houston 
separated themselves from the pack dur- 
ing spring drills. 

Davis (6-0, 238) bowled over several 
tacklers to score on touchdown runs of 20 
and 19 yards in one scrimmage, reminding 
onlookers of former Vol Jamal Lewis. Davis 
even wore Lewis’ former No. 31 before 
switching to 34 — his high-school number 
and the one worn by Stephens last year. 

Houston looked sharp with his combi- 
nation of power, speed and cuts. 

“Davis showed us he’s the type of

and does a good job running routes.” 

Depth at tailback comes from Derrick 
Tinsley and Keldrick Williams, though 
Tinsley could be moved to receiver. 

Troy Fleming, the state of Tennessee’s 
all-time leading rusher, starts at fullback, 
but will get plenty of action in UT’s one- 
back sets. He’s a good runner and receiver. 

Tennessee's offensive line rates with 
the SEC's best. Three starters return — 
center Scott Wells, right tackle Will Ofen- 
heusle, guard Anthony Herrera — and 
several others have starting experience. 

Left tackle Michael Munoz was 
a freshman All-American in 2000 who 
missed last season because of knee 
surgery. He was almost 100 percent dur- 
ing spring. Guard Jason Respert started 
the first three games last season before 
being shelved with a broken ankle. Chavis 
Smith got four starts at guard when Her- 
rera hurt his shoulder and Sean Young 
made two starts at tackle. 

Tennessee's defense ranked third in the 
nation against the run (85.3 yards per game) 
and second in the SEC in total defense. 

For the Vols to win the East and play 


for the SEC title, they must successfully 
replace all four starters along the defen- 
sive front — the first time that has hap- 
pened at UT since after the 1993 season. 
John Henderson and Albert Haynesworth, 
and end Will Overstreet will be missed. 

“Obviously, we won't be as talented, 
but we've got ways to make up for it,”’ 
said defensive coordinator John Chavis. 
“We've got to make up for it with effort, 
hustle and enthusiasm. We've got to 
make it up some with our scheme.” 

Last season, Tennessee used the 
“Bronco” scheme, a 3-4 alignment 
designed to take advantage of linebacker 
depth and confuse offenses with stunts 
and blitzes. 

“We're still a work in progress,” 
defensive line coach Dan Brooks said. 

While a wealth of talent has departed, 
the Vols have six seniors along the front, 
including Edward Kendrick, who started 
12 games in 2000 before sitting out last 
season for academic reasons. Rashad 
“Boo” Moore started four games last 
season. He reported to spring drills at 
330, but trimmed to 313. 

“He has to get himself in great condi- 
tion,” Brooks said. “He has the physical 
capabilities to be a really good player.” 

Demetrin Veal, a junior college player 
who contributed last season at defensive 
end, was moved to tackle and adapted 
well. Aubrayo Franklin, another junior col- 
lege transfer last season, is the fourth 

tackle in what could be a solid rotation. 

Constantin Ritzmann, who missed 
spring because of shoulder surgery, hopes 
to play near the same level as Overstreet. 
He's as quick off the ball as Overstreet, 
and has improved his run-stopping skills. 

Omari Hand made two starts at end 
last year and junior college signee Mon- 
dre Dickerson had a good spring. Karlton 
Neal was named most improved defen- 
sive player during the spring, and bulked 
up from 237 pounds to 265. 

“| think we'll be better than some 
anticipate,’’ Brooks said. 

UT’s sack total went from a school- 
record 50 in 2000 to 34 last year. Of 
those 50 sacks, 23 came from linebackers. 
To get pressure on the quarterback, 
Chavis figures he'll have to send the 
house again with a variety of blitzes. 

Tennessee's linebackers should be 
outstanding. Eddie Moore, who missed 
spring drills after shoulder surgery, led the 
team in tackles last season. Kevin Burnett 
is an exceptional talent with superb speed 
and quickness.

nnessee’s offense went AWOL 
during the spring game, failing 
to score a touchdown or make 
many big plays. 

“I couldn’t wait for it to be over with,” 
said Vols coach Phillip Fulmer. “It was 
awful.” 

The game’s only touchdown came on 
a fumble return by the defense. 

Fulmer said the defensive line made 
progress, but wasn’t consistent. He said no 
receiver stepped up to replace Donte’ Stall- 
worth and that a couple of defensive backs 
might be moved to offense in August. 

¢ A new member of the coaching staff 
is Jimmy Ray Stephens, hired from Florida. 
Stephens replaces Doug Marrone, who left 
after one year to join the New York Jets. 
Caught in the coaching change between 
Steve Spurrier and Ron Zook, Stephens 
thought he had a job at North Carolina, 
where his son is a quarterback. When the 
school cited nepotism, Stephens was nearly 
left in the cold before landing what he called 
an excellent fit with Tennessee. He will 
coach tackles and tight ends. 

¢ Fulmer said he liked what he saw of 
kicker Phillip Newman, a transfer from 
Georgia Tech, who boomed three kickoffs 
into the end zone in the spring game. 

¢ Sophomore defensive end Karlton 
Neal and sophomore receiver Tony Brown 
were named the most improved defensive 
and offensive players in the spring. 

* Every coach on Tennessee's staff has 
a national championship ring. Seven staff 
members were a part of UT’s 1998 team. 
Stephens won one at Florida (1996). Sec- 
ondary coach Larry Slade won one at 
Washington (1991). Running backs coach 
Woody McCorvey won one at Alabama 
(1992). Offensive line coach Mike Barry 
has one from UT and Colorado (1990). 

* The Vols had several key injuries 
during the spring, but none is expected to 
sideline a player heading into fall. Most 
notable, MLB Robert Peace suffered a 
scapular fracture in his shoulder and missed 
the last week of spring; and TB Jabari 
Davis suffered a torn lateral meniscus in his 
right knee and had arthroscopic surgery. 

¢ Three projected starters did not par- 
ticipate in the spring because of injuries: 
DE Constantin Ritzmann (shoulder), OG 
Anthony Herrera (shoulder) and LB Eddie 
Moore (shoulder).

Keyon Whiteside, who started at out- 
side linebacker last year, and Robert Peace 
waged a stiff battle at middle linebacker in 
spring ball. 

Chavis said Tennessee’s secondary 
could be the best since he took over as 
coordinator in 1995. 

Greer is an All-SEC-caliber cornerback, 
Chavis said. Baker, converted from 
receiver his true freshman season, has 
developed into a solid free safety. Julian 
Battle is a talented strong safety who 
played 270 snaps at corner in the Vols’ 
dime package last season. 

The Vols lost just one starting defensive 
back — Andre Lott, who had a disappoint- 
ing senior season. He is replaced by Willie 
Miles, a 12-game starter in 2000 who 
missed last season because of an injury. 

If Miles falters, UT could move Battle 


on, | promise you, the whole team 
would be after him,’ said safety 
Julian Battle. 

Said linebacker Keyon Whiteside: 
“We know we need him to win. You 
just don’t talk to us (defense) like that.” 

Washington’s antics not only make 
the defense play with more passion, it 
makes the offense play harder. 

“| like to get people excited,” he 
said. “I like telling people I’m going to 
do something, then do it. Some players 
resent it, but | think everybody fosel off 
it. It gets everybody going. It gets the 
coaches fired up.”” 

While tempers flare in practice, 
Washington said: “Once | step off the 
field, it’s gone. But ey says, you'll 
not get along with everybody.” 

Washington has the talent and 
work ethic to support his boasts. He 
stays late to che extra passes and 
lift weights. 

A sophomore, Washington is 
expected fo turn pro after this season.

hrough the years, Vanderbilt's 
T offense has experienced modest 
success. 
In the early 1990s, the short pass, 
wide-open attack favored by coach 
Watson Brown produced mild success, 
despite the team’s struggles. 


In the mid-90s, Gerry DiNardo’s 
ground-hugging offense put the Com- 
modores in position to win games, but 
the defense couldn't hold up its end. 

And last year, the pro-style scheme 
was easily the strength of the team. 

There have been glimpses, but noth- 
ing has produced long-term success. 

Now Bobby Johnson says he plans to 
borrow from those who came before him 
and structure an offense employing ele- 
ments of past systems. Sort of a smorgas- 
bord scheme that he hopes will finally 
turn around the Commodores’ fortunes. 

“We are going to do whatever we feel 
is necessary to get the ball into the end 
zone,” Johnson said. “We'll throw it, run 
it, use trick plays, whatever. If it works, 
why would | not want to try it?” 

The 51-year old native of Columbia, 
S.C., is the latest in a long line of coaches 
to try his hand at what might be the most 
difficult job in all of college football — win- 
ning at a small private school in the 
nation’s best conference. 

He excelled in a somewhat similar 
situation at Furman on the Division I-AA 
level, taking the Paladins all the way to 
last year’s national championship game. 

But the daunting task ahead will be far 
more difficult, and his first order of busi- 
ness is to find a way to move the football 
against teams stocked with bigger, faster, 
and more talented players. 

It’s not that Vanderbilt doesn’t have 
its share of trouble on defense as well.

But Johnson, a defensive specialist 
who spent 10 years as the defensive coor- 
dinator at Furman and one at Clemson, 
is counting on a switch from the 3-4 align- 


ment to the 4-3 to help the key returning 
personnel, resulting in significant 
improvement on that side of the ball. 

His greatest focus has been on the 
offense and the balanced, more conserv- 
ative, two-back set installed during 
spring practice. 

He and offensive coordinator Ted 
Cain, who spent 10 years as the offensive 
coordinator at North Carolina State, elimi- 
nated a receiver position and added a full- 
back. They also took away the H-back 
position to use two tight ends, or to add 
a wide receiver in certain sets. 

And, perhaps, most importantly, they 
tried to decide upon a quarterback to 
replace Greg Zolman, who started the past 
35 games and became the school’s all- 
time leader with 596 completions and

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The best endorsement for the new 
quarterbacks came from the marquee 
player on offense, wide receiver Dan 
Stricker. An all-SEC second team pick last 
year, the senior said he sees benefits to 
a new passer. 

“Along the years, Greg and I have not 
hit as many big plays as we could have,” 
said Stricker, who heads into his final sea- 
son with 138 career catches and 2,260 
yards. “What I'm real excited about is that 
both of these guys throw the long ball bet- 
ter than Greg. These guys are extremely 
accurate throwing balls 40 yards and 
more.” 

Stricker isn’t the only target that 
Walker or Cutler will have. M.J. Garrett, 
another senior, has shown flashes 
throughout his career of being an out- 
standing receiver, but has struggled to 
develop the kind of consistency Stricker 
has shown. 

In last year’s season opener against 
Middle Tennessee, Garrett caught eight 
passes for 219 yards and a touchdown. 
He had TD catches against Georgia, Duke 
and Mississippi, and finished averaging 
nearly 17 yards a catch, but also had 
some subpar games, partly because 
of a shoulder injury. 

Garrett will be pushed by Chris 
Young, another player who has not lived 
up to the expectations placed on him 
coming out of high school. Young was 
considered former coach Woody Widen- 
hofer’s greatest recruiting coup, but has 
just 19 catches over the past two seasons 
and has yet to score a touchdown. 

Young lined up at H-back in last year’s 
offense and felt he was overlooked. He 
said he favors the new offense, which has 
him at wide receiver. And, like Johnson, 
says the versatility of the scheme is its 
strength.

“The new offense is good because it 
shows a lot of the strengths of a lot of dif- 
ferent guys,” Young said. “We have 
a whole vast array of things that we can 


put in just for a receiver with speed. Then 
we have other things for guys who are 
better at picking up yards after making the 
catch.” 

Several players have jumped into the 
mix hoping to replace last year's leading 
rusher, Lew Thomas. 

Norval McKenzie and Ronald Hatcher 
pulled away from the pack at the end of 
spring practice and could become an 
interesting tailback tandem. 

“Norval McKenzie had a very good 
spring and Ron Hatcher probably was the 
most consistent guy,” Johnson said. 
“Everybody else showed spots of being 
very good players and making some good 
production, but those two were the stead- 
iest.” 

One of the team’s fastest players, 
Hatcher was the leading kickoff and punt 
returner last season. McKenzie has quick- 
ness, but is more capable of breaking 
tackles. 

Redshirt freshman Matthew Tant also 
will see action at tailback, but could step 
in at the new fullback position. At 218 
pounds, Tant is pound-for-pound the 
strongest player on the team, but he lost 
ground in the tailback race when he 
missed the last part of spring drills with 
a pulled hamstring. He heads into the fall 
battling at fullback with Mike Adam (who 
started two games at inside linebacker last 
year), converted tight-end Zeke Brandon, 
and walk-on Bara Cola. 

“Matthew will help us back there 
because he’s a little more athletic,” John- 
son said. “He’s a hybrid tailback-fullback 
kind of guy. The only problem with 
Matthew is that we need two of them — 
one to play fullback, one to play tailback.” 

There are experienced players on the 
line, but hardly any depth. Senior left 
guard Jim May is a three-year starter, cen- 
ter Jamie Byrum started every game last 
year, right guard Brian Kovolisky started 
four of the last five games, and left tackle 
Justin Geisinger played in nine games. 

Jordan Pettit and Kenan Arkan have 
some playing experience and will battle 
for the other tackle spot, along with red- 
shirt freshmen Ryan King and Nigel Sea- 
man, but there is not a proven backup at 
any position. 

With only nine offensive linemen on 
the spring roster, line coach Robbie Cald- 
well taught each player to play all five 
positions. 

On defense, the chief priority was to 
find the positions best suited for players in 
the new 4-3 alignment. The new spot on 
the line at tackle suited Robert Dinwiddie

(who backed up at end and noseguard 
last year), and he joined the first team 
with returning end Chuck Losey and Brett 
Beard, who moved from noseguard to the 
other tackle spot. 

Jovan Haye, another of the former 
staff's prized recruits, also benefited from 
the new alignment. The redshirt freshman 
moved from outside linebacker and won 
the starting job at the other end. 

Hunter Hillenmeyer emerged last sea- 
son as one of the unit's most efficient tack- 
lers at outside linebacker. Hillenmeyer is the 
leading candidate to take over in the mid- 
dle in the three-linebacker scheme, but he 
also could see time on the outside, which 
would allow Pat Brunner, an SEC All-Fresh- 
man player last season, to play in the mid- 
dle. 

Brandon Walthour, who might be 
Vanderbilt's best defensive player, hopes 
to put his troubled past behind him and 
start at one outside linebacker position. 
The sophomore from Orlando, Fla., was

o many changes took place dur- 

ing Vanderbilt's spring practice 

that the new coaching staff 
needed help. Any assistance was appreci- 
ated, and the defensive coaches welcomed 
senior comerback Rushen Jones’ offer to 
lend a hand. 

Jones had buried himself in the play- 
book and learned the intricacies of the new 
scheme. He bought into the idea that the 
4-3 alignment was a better fit for Vandy 
than the 3-4. Once the practices got under- 
way, he became something of a coach on 
the field. He had not only leamed his cover- 
ages, but those for the other players in the 
secondary. 

“He did a great job of teaching the 
young guys,” defensive coordinator Bruce 
Fowler said. “And he did a good job as far 
as leadership goes with holding everybody 
accountable. He worked hard at learning 
the new scheme and it just kind of became 
second nature to him.” 

As a testament to his on-field leader- 
ship, Jones was voted by his teammates as 
defensive captain. Wide receiver Dan 
Stricker and center Jamie Byrum will be the 
other two captains. 

* Two key players were sidelined with 
injuries and missed the spring game. After 
going up for a catch, Stricker landed on his 
left hand, forcing his shoulder out of socket. 
Then in the last practice before the spring 
game, starting defensive tackle Robert Din- 
widdie tore the ACL in his left knee and 
underwent surgery the next week. His sta- 
tus won't be determined until fall. 

* Several players, including free safety 
Jerrol Jackson and wide receiver Anthony 
Jones, passed on their final year of eligibility 
after being redshirted earlier in their careers. 
Both plan to transfer to the University of 
Tennessee-Chattanooga to play their final 
season. Jackson started four of the last five 
games and finished as Vanderbilt's leader 
with three interceptions. Jones led the team 
as a freshman, averaging 21.3 yards a 
catch, but sat out in 1999 to focus on acad- 
emics and suffered a hip injury in 2000. 

e Also gone are kickers Chuck Folino, 
who kicked three field goals against 
Alabama last season, and Lance Garner; 
WR Jason Mathenia, who had 22 catches, 
258 yards, and two touchdowns; QB David

plinary reasons and has never played. 

Redshirt freshman Moses Osemwegie 
enjoyed the best spring of any player and 
earned the starting role at the other out- 
side linebacker spot. 

There are big concerns in the sec- 
ondary, which was fragile last year, finish- 
ing next to last in the SEC after allowing 
an average of 286.8 yards through the air.

t the end of his junior season, 
Dan Stricker considered going

With the uncertainty that loomed 
over the program in December after 
coach Woody Widenhofer and his staff 
had been forced out, the sure-handed 
receiver explored the possibility of 
entering the NFL draft. 

It wasn’t that Stricker, who had red- 
shirted in 1998, wanted to pass on his 
final season of eligibility. But if he was 
going to find himself in an offense that 
resembled the one he saw Furman use 
in the Division I-AA national champi- 
onship game, leaving early was a very 
real possibility. 

He had heard that Furman coach 
Bobby Johnson was close to being 
named Widenhofer’s replacement. 

“Any time you're facing a situation 
where there is ambiguity involved you 
want to have a plan to fall back on,” 
said Stricker, who was a second-team 
All-SEC selection last year. “My Plan A 
all along was to stay at Vanderbilt and 
play my senior year. But, | was follow- 
ing the advice of my former coaches 
who thought it was in my best interest to 
have the evaluation done by the NFL.” 

Johnson knew Stricker was consider- 
ing an early exit. He knew the 6-3, 200- 
pound Cincinnati native, who had 138 
career catches, 2,260 yards and 15 TDs, 
was the team’s best pe Se weapon.

So one of the first things Johnson 
did as Vanderbilt's new coach was put 
a call into Stricker, who was at home 
for Christmas break. Johnson wanted to 
assure Stricker his talents would not go 
unused. In fact, much of the offensive 
scheme he planned to put in would 
revolve around Stricker. 

“Getting Dan to come back was one 
of our best recruiting coups,” Johnson 
said. “I mean, he could have gone pro 
and been a third- or fourth-round pick. 
Calling Dan was one of the first things | 
did when | got the job.” 

Whatever Johnson said went a long 
way in convincing Stricker to stick 
around. But he wasn’t completely sold 
on the new scheme until he had 
a chance to sit down with Ted Cain, 
the Commodores’ new offensive coordi- 
nator. Cain’s background impressed 
Stricker, especially that he had spent 
time at North Carolina State (1986-96) 
where he was the offensive coordinator. 

It didn’t hurt, either, that Cain 
coached Torry Holt, now a standout 
receiver for the St. Louis Rams. 

“Once Coach Johnson hired Coach 
Cain and | was able to meet with him, 
| found out we're still going to have an 
offense that revolves around our person- 
nel,” Stricker said. “It was a relief to 
know that it wasn’t going to be the Fur- 
man offense we saw in the I-AA champi- 
onship game against Montana that ran 
the ball 90 times and passed it twice.”

record 58 touchdown passes and is poised 
to finish as the school’s and Big East's 
all-time leading passer. 

Despite having to replace last year’s out- 
standing offensive linemen Bryant McKinnie, 
Joaquin Gonzalez and Martin Bibla, Dorsey 
was excited following spring practices. 

“This is probably one of the best springs 
we have had in a while,” Dorsey said of the 
offense. “Last year we got it handed to us. 
The year before we got it handed to us. But 
this year, we have been holding our own 
and keeping it pretty good.” 

Dorsey's leadership and quick release 
are going to be invaluable with the young 
offensive line. 

Center Brett Romberg will anchor the 
line with fellow Canadian Sherko Haji- 
Rasouli, who started seven games at left 
guard in 2001 before injuring his knee. Ed 
Wilkins, a senior who started four games last 
season in Haji-Rasouli’s absence, likely will 
swing over to right guard to replace Bibla. 

The tackle spots are the biggest areas of 
concer, as is to be expected when you 
lose a pair of All-Americans. Massive junior 
Vernon Carey (6-6, 346 pounds) could 
emerge as the next star of the Hurricane 
front line. He saw extensive action last sea- 
son and is expected to start at right tackle. 
Sophomore Carlos Joseph, a 6-6, 316- 
pounder, likely will step into McKinnie’s 
spot at left tackle, earning the task of 
replacing last year’s Outland Trophy winner. 

“We want Vernon Carey to really 
extend himself. And Carl Joseph too, 
because they've played, but have done so 
in guarded roles,” Coker said. “We really 
haven't had to utilize them much, but 
now it’s their turn.” 
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Even without Gore, the ‘Canes were 
moving the ball efficiently on the ground 
early on during the spring, but tailed off 
toward the end. Willis McGahee and Jar- 
rett Payton, used mostly as fullbacks last 
year, enter the season as the team’s pri- 
mary ball carriers. 

“For us to be a good team, we've got 
to run the ball better than we ran it in the 
spring,” Coker said. 

“That's my biggest problem is being 
consistent,” Payton said. “I think when | get 
tired I tend to lose focus, but I've gotten 
better as I've gotten older. | understand 
what I have to do and | think those mistakes 
are going to go out the window. Everyone 
is going to be watching us, but both of us 
can do it. We are going to push each other.” 

The duo will need to put together 
a decent ground attack to complement 
what is expected to be a stellar passing 
game. Junior receivers Andre Johnson and 
Kevin Beard combined for 62 receptions 
and 12 touchdowns last season. They 
were joined by senior Ethenic Sands in 
three-receiver sets during the spring. 

Shockey, considered by many to be 
the best offensive tight end in college 
football last season, will be replaced by 
Kellen Winslow. The sophomore looked 
impressive all spring and was the offen- 
sive star of the spring game, leading the 
team in receptions and yards. 

“Kellen’s a great player,” Dorsey said. 
“He's going to be a special player to the 
point where he has the potential to be 
better than Shockey was last year, which 
is something special.” 

Defensively, the Hurricanes could be as 
dominant as they were last season, when 
they led the country in scoring defense and 
forced a national-best 45 turnovers. 

The entire front four returns, with 
senior ends Andrew Williams and Jerome 
McDougle back alongside senior tackles 
William Joseph and Matt Walters. Senior 
Jamaal Green, who started five games last 
season, is back as a valuable reserve, 
especially since Williams missed time last 
year and was lost for the last two weeks 
of spring ball with an injured knee. 

The return of linebackers D.J. Williams, 
Howard Clark and Jonathan Vilma gives 
Miami the components of a superb front 
seven, which comes complete with great 
depth. Among the most impressive play- 
ers on the defensive side of the ball this 
spring were projected backups Jarrell 
Weaver, a junior, and Roger McIntosh and 
Leon Williams, redshirt freshmen who 
could make an immediate impact. 

“I've been very pleased with the line- 


backer play,” Coker said. “Up front, every- 
one knows their role and what is 
expected of them. It’s a special group.” 

Comers Mike Rumph and Buchanon 
and safeties Ed Reed and James Lewis all 
are gone. Replacing the fine secondary is 
chief among Miami's concerns. 

“They've been very inconsistent,” sec- 
ondary coach Mark Stoops said of his new 
group. “They'll have one good day, and 
then they'll have a bad day. They just 
have to learn to grow up ina hurry, and 
they need to. Our team needs them to.” 

Junior Maurice Sikes is expected to take 
over Reed's role at free safety, which will 
include serving as the leader of the young 
group. Sophomore Sean Taylor, who played 
in nickel and dime coverages as a true fresh- 
man, is the likely starter at strong safety. 

The team’s starting corners are still 
uncertain. Redshirt freshman Kelly Jen- 
nings has been the strongest of the group, 
earning Coker's praise for his tenacity. He 
should end up at right corner, with sopho- 
mores Alfonso Marshall and Antrel Rolle 
in the mix for the opening at left corner. 

The secondary has taken to wearing 
T-shirts underneath their jerseys that read 
“Young Guns. But we get the job done.” 

Miami sure hopes so. 

Andre Johnson takes over for Buchanon 
as the kick and punt retumer. Quality 
punter Freddie Capshaw and kicker Todd 
Sievers return for their senior seasons. Siev- 
ers set single-season school records with 21 
field goals and 56 extra points last season. 

“We've got a lot of pieces to the puzzle 
there,” Coker said. “It’s just a matter of see- 
ing how the new pieces perform and how 
everything unfolds around them.”

“To say we were devastated would be 
an understatement,” said Tommy West, 
who was within an eyelash of a winning 
season in his first year as the Tigers’ head 
coach. 

“It was difficult to swallow losing that 


game in that way. But we've got a taste of

But the emergence of Danny Wim- 
prine initiated Anglin’s switch to 
receiver in the second half of the season. 
In the spring, the coaches made that 
a permanent move and Anglin blos- 
somed at his new position.

orful balloon became just a piece of rubber. 

That's what it felt like to be a Mem- 
phis Tiger football coach, player or fan last 
Nov. 24 at the Liberty Bowl. 

The Tigers were one play and 25 sec- 
onds from earning a spot in the Motor 
City Bowl, their first bowl invitation in 30 
years. But before Memphis could cele- 
brate the end of its 30-year bowl drought, 
it had to put the final stake in Cincinnati's 
heart — as the Bearcats faced a fourth- 
and-27 from their own 27, trailing 34-30. 

The Bearcats made the first down, and 
went on to score on a 13-yard pass with 
four seconds remaining, tacking another 
year onto Memphis’ frustration.

Not only is Memphis hungry, the 
Tigers are experienced and talented 
enough to earn one of Conference USA's 
four bowl invitations this season. The win- 
ner goes to the Liberty Bowl. The GMAC 
Bowl in Mobile gets the second pick, 
Houston Bowl in Texas third and the New 
Orleans Bow! fourth. 

Memphis returns eight starters each 
on offense and defense, but the biggest 
news might be Travis Anglin’s switch from 
quarterback to receiver. Anglin started for 
two seasons at quarterback and accounted 
for four scores — two rushing and two 
passing — in a 43-10 victory over Chat- 
tanooga in the second game last season, 
the first time a Tiger had accounted for

Ala. And as experienced as the Tigers are, 
their experience has been less than suc- 
cessful ... they need to learn how to win. 

OVERVIEW: With eight starters returning 
on both sides of the ball, the long bowl 
drought should be over. Last year ended 
with a last-minute loss to Cincinnati, and 
that nightmarish finish should give the 
Tigers even more reason to knock down 
the wall and earn a bow! appearance for 
the first time since 1971. 


200-pound senior caught six passes for 
141 yards and two touchdowns in the 
annual Blue-Gray scrimmage. 

“Travis is a really good athlete and 
he made a smooth transition to 
receiver,” West said. 

“He put his heart and soul into it in 
the spring. He made a big play every 
scrimmage and should be a big-play 
threat. He’s got speed to catch the ball, 
have players miss and score touchdowns. 
Travis is exactly what we wanted in a 
receiver.” 

And Wimprine is exactly what West 
needs as a quarterback. The 6-1, 216- 
pound sophomore set Memphis freshman 
records with 1,329 passing yards and 14 
touchdown passes, even though he didn’t 
start until midway through the season. 

Wimprine’s best performance came in 
a 42-10 victory over Army when he 
passed for 203 yards and ran for 55. He 
tied a school record with four touchdown 
passes in the game and ran for another. 

Wimprine continued his superb 
performance in the spring. He won the 
Paul Gingold MVP award for the Blue-Gray 
scrimmage by completing 20 of 28 passes 
for 252 yards and three touchdown passes, 
and rushing for a 10-yard score. 

“Danny knows he’s the guy,” West 
said. “No one is competing for the job. 
He understands our offense and where 
we want to go with the ball. Danny has 
a great release and runs our offense well. 

“| feel like our passing game is 
going to be very strong. It’s amazing 
where it has come from a year ago 
when | first started as head coach. It’s 
probably come along quicker than we 
thought it would.” 
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Memphis’ offense made great strides 
as a whole last season. The Tigers scored 
just 18 touchdowns in their final season 
under Rip Scherer in 2000, but improved 
to 38 last year, and set a new team record 
with 21 touchdown passes. 

While West is high on his passing 
game, his running game should be strong 
as well. Senior tailback Dante Brown 
returns after gaining 902 yards, the fourth- 
highest in school history. He originally 
signed with Clemson, where West was 
the head coach at the time, but enrolled 
at Middle Georgia College and played for 
two years before signing with Memphis. 
His 10 rushing touchdowns were the 
most at Memphis in a season since Jay 
McCoy had 10 in 1971. 

If Anglin, Wimprine and Brown rack 
up impressive numbers, it will be due in 
large part to the guys up front. The offen- 
sive line is led by senior offensive tackle 
Wade Smith and senior center Jimond 
Pugh. Pugh played the final three games 
of last season with a broken toe. 

Memphis ranked a disappointing 67th 
in total defense last season (382.9 yards 
per game), but with eight starters back, 
the Tigers expect to be a Top 20 defense. 

That's what West is used to. As the 
Tigers’ defensive coordinator in 2000, 
West led Memphis to a No. 5 national 
ranking in total defense and No. 1 in 
rushing defense before taking over as 
head coach. 

He had some fine defenses during 
his six years as Clemson's head coach 
as well. 

Three juniors — strong safety Derrick 
Ballard, defensive tackle Albert Means 
and outside linebacker Greg Harper — 
are expected to lead the defense this 
season. 

Ballard finished last season as the 
Tigers’ fifth-leading tackler with 60 stops 
and eight tackles for losses. The 6-4, 334- 
pound Means started seven games and 
had 51 tackles last year after transferring 
from Alabama. Harper, a third-year 
starter, led the team with 13 tackles for 
losses last season and added five sacks. 

Although the final four seconds of 
the Cincinnati game stand out, the Tigers 
also can recall how they rallied to regain 
the lead late in that game. After Cincin- 
nati took a 29-27 lead with 4:04 to play, 
Wimprine drove the Tigers and con- 
nected with Antoine Harden for a 
38-yard touchdown pass with 2:16 
remaining. 

“Getting as close as we did shows me 
something,” West said. “It shows that we 


were able to come back and go ahead. 
We've learned from that. 

“We are a much more confident team 
because of our success last year. We've 
challenged them to be a better team than 
they were last year. They've accepted that 
challenge. They earned the right to have 
some confidence.” 

West is also confident he can keep 
the program going in the right direction 
long term. He plans to be competitive in 
the recruiting wars, and not settle for the 
“also rans” who aren't gobbled up by 
SEC programs. 

Impossible task? 

“Hogwash,” West said. “There isn’t 
any reason why we can't compete with 
those people. Shoot, we've got a lot to 
offer. We can recruit against the SEC 
schools. We've got a great city. 

“It's like some are ready to throw up 
the white flag before the game. And we 
don’t own a white flag.” 

West does own one of the best 
recruiting classes Memphis fans have seen 
in a while. The player that might have the 
most impact is Willie Henderson, a 6-7, 
275-pound defensive tackle from Mem- 
phis Ridgeway. He was widely considered 
the top line prospect in Tennessee. 

And then there is East Central Com- 
munity College transfer Danny Haynes, 

a former high school star who once made 
a 73-yard field goal in practice. 

Those four seconds might still linger 
in the minds of many Memphis football 
fans, but guys like Anglin, Wimprine and 
Means — and eventually, guys like Hen- 
derson and Haynes — could replace 
them with fonder memories come 
Christmas.

And with 17 returning starters, includ- 
ing the C-USA offensive and defensive play- 
ers of the year, the Cardinals enter the 2002 
season as the obvious pick to win a third 
consecutive conference championship. 

For all the perks that status provides, 
there’s a downside that will test 
Louisville’s maturity and resolve. 

“We said when we came here that we 
want to be the guy on top. We want to be 
the guy everybody's shooting at. We 
want to wear the target on our chest,” 
Louisville coach John L. Smith said. 

“That's been our goal, to be in that 
position, and | think we've done that. 
Now the real test is to see if we can stand 
up and handle that position.” 

Handling that position, as well as the 
task of replacing several key offensive 
players and bolstering the running game, 
will determine how far the Cardinals go.

We've tried to work 
them harder than ever before, and tried to 
be more disciplined than we have been in 
the past. And | think our team accepts 
that more than they have in the past 
because they know it works, They believe 
in what we tell them.” 

Believing in Louisville wasn’t easy when 
Smith arrived from Utah State in 1998. The 
Cardinals had gone 1-10 in 1997, including 
a winless C-USA season. But Smith's first 
two Louisville teams went 7-5, earned bowl 
bids and averaged 38 points a game. The 
only missing element was the winning 
defense, which has helped the Cardinals to 
their current status atop C-USA. 

The Cardinals should again be out- 
standing on defense. They return 10 
starters, including junior defensive end 
Dewayne White, the C-USA defensive 
Player of the Year. Senior safeties Anthony

out defense, and we've been pretty 

decent the past two years,” Smith said. 
“And now we have everybody back, so 
we should be just as good if not better. 
I'll be disappointed if we're not better.” 

As good as White played in 2001 
(15 sacks, 23 tackles for losses), he was 
battling a broken hand much of the sea- 
son, and the Cardinals expect even more 
from him this fall. 

“He can get a lot better,” Smith said. 
“His light just started to go on last year. 
He was just a sophomore, and he was 
a running back in high school, so he still 
doesn’t quite know how to play the game 
at that position yet. He’s getting a lot 
smarter; he’s understanding what he has 
to do to be a great player. He’s working 
harder; he’s getting stronger; he’s getting 
faster; and he’s still got a ways to go. 
He'll be real good before he’s done, but 
he's just scratching the surface.” 

With White anchoring one end, and 
with sophomore Bobby Leffew and junior 
Scott Lopez at the tackles, the Cardinals 
should be especially tough up front. They 
did lose defensive end Michael Josiah and 
his school-record 31 career sacks to early 
entry into the NFL draft, but Smith sug- 
gests the Cardinals will be better without 
the distractions and 15-yard penalties that 
came with Josiah’s lack of discipline. 

Instead, the Cardinals will count on 
senior Devon Thomas, who took Josiah’s 
starting job midway through the 2001 
season and never gave it back. 

“As a defense, we'll be closer, tighter 
and care even more about each other 
because they've played together for 
awhile,” Smith said. “We've got a bunch 
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of guys who are committed to doing 
things the right way.” 

The same can be said of Dave Ragone, 
a 6-4, 250-pound senior left-hander who is 
more than just big, strong, fast, talented and 
graced with a strong arm. He’s also tough, 
smart and leads by word and deed. 

Some NFL draft gurus say Ragone 
could be one of the top five players picked 
in the 2003 draft. Unfortunately for Ragone, 
his talent, draft status and career stats 
(5,684 yards, 50 TDs, 60.1 completion per- 
centage) probably won't be enough to cap- 
ture the attention of Heisman voters. 

“Dave understands the deal,” Smith 
said. “He doesn’t get enamored by all 
that. Dave can handle all that stuff. | really 
don’t worry about Dave like | would some 
other guys. He’s going to have a lot of 
stuff coming his way, but he’s got a good 
head on his shoulders. 

“That Heisman deal takes care of 
itself. It does every year. You just have to 
go out and play. You have to win a lot of 
football games. And to be perfectly hon- 
est about it, where we are at this level, 
(the Heisman) ain’t going to happen, 
so let’s not worry about it.” 

Ragone will have enough to worry 
about with the loss of his two best 
receivers and four starting linemen. 
Louisville has plenty of returning talent at 
receiver in senior Damien Dorsey and 
sophomores J.R. Russell and Tiger Jones, 
and highly touted junior college transfer 
James Taylor will get every opportunity to 
be Ragone’s go-to guy. Still, the receivers 
have a lot of questions to answer. 

“I really think we have some people 
here who have ability,” Smith said. “But 
those guys really need to step up. They're 
no longer rookies. It’s not OK to keep 
dropping balls anymore. They have to rise 
to another level.” 

If the receivers get off to a slow start, 
Ragone can always tur to all-conference 
tight end Ronnie Ghent and his backup, 
junior Richard Owens. Smith has such hopes 
for his tight ends that Louisville might line 
up two more often this season without sacri- 
ficing the ability to pass effectively. 

More formations with two tight ends 
should also help the running game. The 
Cardinals never did run the ball as produc- 
tively as they needed to last season and 
Smith is committed to its improvement. 
The Cardinals are still waiting for junior 
T.J. Patterson to stay healthy and fulfill his 
potential ... but if he can’t do those things 
this fall, Smith will turn to sophomore 
Lionel Gates, who played as a true fresh- 
man in 2001, and Henry Miller, a steady 
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senior who continues to improve. 

The real key to the running game — 
and the offense overall — will be the 
development of a line that will feature 
four new starters. Even the lone returning 
starter, junior center Dan Koons, started 
only seven games last year. 

“We've got to rebuild offensively,” 
Smith said. “We have a great quarterback 
and anytime you have a guy that good, 
regardless of the level, you have a chance 
to win. But we still have to rebuild our 
offensive front.” 

Two of the likely candidates for start- 
ing jobs will be Jason Hilliard, a 6-6, 340- 
pound junior tackle, and Jason Weathers, 
a 6-7, 343-pound junior guard. 

“The twin towers have got to play,” 
Smith said. “Their time has come, so we 
need them to come through.” 

Other likely candidates include fresh- 
man guard Jason Spitz, senior guard 
Antoine Sims and freshman tackle Travis 
Leffew, who moved from defense to 
offense in the offseason, as well as JC trans- 
fers Jerry Spencer and Edrick Contreras. 

“] think we have the capability of 
being more athletic up front,” Smith said, 
“but these guys haven’t proved it at this 
level yet.” 

The Cardinals might have a lot to 
prove at several positions, but none of 
those challenges is as important as prov- 
ing they can handle their lofty status in 
C-USA. 

“| just hope complacency doesn't 
become a problem,” Smith said. “I hope 
that’s not part of our makeup. | really 
don't think it is. IF it is, we’re not doing 
our job as coaches to keep them on the 
right track.”

With nine new starters, the Eagles fin- 
ished No. 8 in the nation in scoring 
defense, No. 11 in total defense, No. 12 
in passing efficiency defense and No. 13 
in rushing defense. 

Southern Miss has eight starters back 
from that defense, but even those guys 
had trouble bringing down the new-and- 
improved version of Derrick Nix. 

“We won't see a back much stronger 
or bigger than Derrick this fall,” Tyrone 
Nix said. 

Bower was also more than a little 
impressed. 

“I've always said the best thing 
about Derrick Nix is that there is not 
a weakness about his game,” Bower 
said. “He's a big back that’s tough to 
tackle. That wasn’t a strength for us last 
year, running tackle-to-tackle and 
getting yards after contact.” 


POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: None of the 
three quarterbacks has started a game, and 
no one was consistent enough in the spring 
to win the job as Jeff Kellys replacement. 

OVERVIEW: Southern Miss broke its string 
of a schooHrecord four consecutive bow! 
appearances and finished with its worst 
record since 1995. Don't look for a repeat. 
The Eagles are salty on defense, and with 
a healthy Derrick Nix at running back, will 
have a solid offense. That combination will 
put Southern Miss in the running for 
a Conference USA title and a bowl 
appearance. 


Nix was the first running back in 
school history to gain 1,000 yards in each 
of his freshman and sophomore seasons, 
but an ankle injury sidelined him in Sep- 
tember of his junior season and then the 
kidney ailment hit him that November. 
While waiting for the treatment to run its 


course the past two years, Nix has 
endured a surge in his blood pressure, 
a big weight gain because of fluid reten- 
tion and the formation of a blood clot that 
put him in the hospital last year. 

The 6-2 Nix is now back to 233 


pounds. 

“Coach Bower allowed me to be 
a part of the team last year and go on all 
the road trips, even though I was redshirt- 
ing,” Derrick Nix said. 

“| felt like | was a part of the team 
even though | didn’t play. By watching 
our games from the sidelines, | under- 
stand our offense so much better. | also 
realized how much | loved to play foot- 
ball and how much | missed it. That's 
going to make me work even harder this 
season.” 

It will be up to the defense to make 
sure the offense has the ball enough to 
use its star running back. 

“We got better every time out in the 
spring,” said Tyrone Nix, who at 29 years 
old is the youngest defensive coordinator 
in Division I-A. “The future is promising. 
If we continue to work, we've got 
a chance to be pretty good.” 

Make that a strong chance to be very 
good. Only rover Chad Williams and 
weakside linebacker Roy Magee — both 
seniors a year ago — and defensive end 
Brian Evans — who quit — need to be 
replaced from last year's starting defense. 
Leading the way is All-Conference USA 
junior middle linebacker Rod Davis, who 
had 100 tackles last season. 

In addition to the eight returning 
starters, the Eagles have more defensive 
depth this year. One of the top newcom- 
ers is freshman Tootie Myers, a backup 
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cornerback who is expected to get plenty 
of action. 

A former three-sport star at nearby 
Petal High, Myers decided he would play 
pro baseball with the Montreal Expos 
instead of college football. He spent the 
past five springs and summers in the 
minors after being drafted as a first-round 
supplemental pick. 

When word got out that the 5-11, 
185-pound Myers had decided to return 
to football, Clemson and Tennessee 
came calling, but Myers stuck with 
Southern Miss. 

“He was a big-time player in high 
school, a guy that we thought was really 
good,” Bower said. “We've been waiting 
for him to play football for a long time.” 

Myers was considered one of the top 
prep defensive backs in the Southeast. 

A burner with 4.4 speed, he played run- 
ning back, wide receiver and quarterback. 
Now 23, Myers can still fly. 

He showed a flash of his talent in 
the spring game. Myers caught a punt 
at the 2-yard line, juked past two would- 
be tacklers and raced 30 yards down the 
sideline, gaining the final two yards in 
mid-air after trying to vault over a 
tackler. 

Punt returns is an area Bower would 
like to improve. The Eagles ranked No. 
89 nationally last season when the team 
had eight fumbles or muffs. Myers might 
be the answer. 

Bower also is searching for an answer 
to the departure of three-year starting 
quarterback Jeff Kelly, and the spring 
didn’t provide it. Three players remain in 
the running for the No. 1 position. Micky 
D'Angelo, a 6-3, 212-pound sophomore, 
was Kelly's backup last season after red- 
shirting two years ago. Zac White, a 6-5, 
229-pound sophomore, and 6-1, 185- 
pound redshirt freshman Dustin Almond 
are the other hopefuls. 

All three moved the offense during 
the spring and showed different assets. 
White and Almond have the stronger 
arms while D'Angelo, who battled with 
a slight shoulder sprain most of the 
spring, has been praised for his ability 
to read and make the correct checks at 
the line of scrimmage. Almond is the 
best scrambler. At 6-5, White can see 
the passing lanes over his offensive 
linemen. 

“Some days, one of them will have 
a good day and the next day somebody 
else will. That isn’t bad,” Bower said. 
“They have all done pretty well. But 
somebody’s got to be a little consistent.” 
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Despite the competition, the three are 
pretty close friends. D’Angelo and 
Almond play golf while White is an avid 
fisherman. 

“We all want what's best for the 
team,” White said. “Whoever is going to 
take the team to the championship, that’s 
what it’s all about. It could be one, it 
could be two, it could be all three of us. 
That's, of course, the coaches’ decision, 
but we're all after a common goal, and 
that's a championship.” 

Bower already has led the Eagles to 
two Conference USA titles and one co- 
championship since the league began in SUD ridges, Sr*/ Neal 
1996. But a fourth-place finish in 2000 r t, So"/ 
and a tie for fifth place last year has made 
the Eagles hungry for 2002. 

Especially disappointing was last 
year’s 14-12 season-ending loss to 
Texas Christian in Hattiesburg. A win 
would have put Southern Miss into the 
galleryfurniture.com Bowl in Houston. 
Instead, the loss sent the Eagles home 
without a bowl for the first time since 
1996. 

But last year’s team had Derrick Nix 
on the sidelines. This fall, Eagles fans will 
get to watch him dodge linebackers and 
knock over defensive backs for the first 
time in two years. 

“I'm going to have a ‘shock the 
world’ mentality in our first game with 
Jackson State,” said Nix, who already has 
2,390 career rushing yards and became 
the first Southern Miss running back 
since Ben Garry in 1976-77 to produce 
back-to-back 1,000-yard seasons. “There 
are a lot of people who have forgotten 
about me, but I'm ready to show them 
that I’m still here.”

count on at this point,” Roberts said. 

Unless a walk-on or true freshman 
emerges, Arkansas State's best bet for tail- 
back help might be Antonio Warren, a 
non-qualifier who sat out the 2001 season. 

Finding a running game figures to be 
critical to the progress of Arkansas State’s 
quarterbacks. The Indians started four 
quarterbacks last fall, including two true 
freshmen, a redshirt freshman and a junior 
who had never played before. 

The junior, Tommy Miller, missed the 
final month of the season with a knee injury, 
while one of the true freshmen, Josh 
Driscoll, suffered a broken collarbone and 
missed the last five games. That allowed 
true freshman Elliott Jacobs to finish the sea- 
son as Arkansas State’s leading passer 
despite completing only 42.2 percent of his 
passes and throwing more interceptions 
(seven) than touchdowns (five). 

Driscoll and Jacobs continued to com- 
pete for the starting job through spring 
drills, but developing an effective quarter- 
back is a process for the new coaching 
staff. 

“We've got several quarterbacks here, 
but they're awfully young and they haven't 
had a lot of positive experiences playing 
college football,” Roberts said. “This is the 
best time for them to start over and learn 
a system, because we can sort of grow 
them along as we put in our system.” 

Senior tackle Garry Johnson, generally 
considered the best offensive lineman in 
the Sun Belt, anchors the line, and senior 
James Hickenbotham gives the Indians an 
all-purpose threat who can make big plays 
as a receiver and return specialist.

“We worked really hard on that in the 
spring,” Bustle said.

Most likely to benefit from that com- 
mitment is Jerome Coleman, a 6-1, 
232-pound senior tailback who rushed for 
625 yards and 10 touchdowns last year.

“Going through spring we were more 
physical and stronger and tougher,”

The Indians allowed 50 sacks two 
years ago with a line comprised mostly of 
redshirt freshmen. The line cut its sack

“We're finally building some depth on 
the line,” Keasler said, “so we feel like we're 
going to be real solid. We've got some guys 
who have been through the battles,” 

If the line and the running game can 
offer support, and wide receiver Mack Vin- 
cent and tight end Ben Wright continue to 
improve, life should be easier for the quar- 
terbacks in 2002. Unfortunately, they don’t 
have any proven candidates, so they'll have 
to choose between Adam Gatlin, a sopho- 
more who sat out last year with academic 
deficiencies after redshirting in 2000, or 
Daniel DaPrato, a junior college transfer. 

“Gatlin has the stronger arm at this 
point and he could be a big-play quarter- 
back, and DaPrato is real smart and just 
gets the job done,” Keasler said. “They're

“That's going to be tough. | think 
everybody's going to have to replace 
them,” Bicknell said. 

Despite the losses, the Bulldogs still 
have reasons to be pumped about their 
defense. Coaches are excited about safety 
Michael Johnson, comerback Corey Brazil and 
ends Brandon Avance and Carlin Thomas. 

Add those offensive and defensive 
plusses to the return of kicker Josh Scobee 
(a Groza semifinalist), and solid punter 
Dustin Upton, and it’s no wonder the Bull- 
dogs are confident about another title run. 

“We feel good about our chances,”

hen Middle Tennessee entered 
Division I-A in 1999, the move 
barely registered a blip on the 


college football radar. The Blue Raiders 
then proceeded to sneak under the radar, 
moving from 3-8 to 6-5 to 8-3 in just three 
years to become the kind of team estab- 


lished programs would rather avoid. 

For all the Blue Raiders’ accomplish- 
ments there are still goals. After going 5-1 
in their first year in the Sun Belt Confer- 
ence and sharing the league title with 
North Texas, the next steps are obvious. 

“We've still got a lot to do,” coach 
Andy McCollum said. “We still haven’t 
been to a bowl game yet. We still haven't 
won the championship outright. In the 
long term, one day we'd also like to be 
a Top 25 program.” 

A 24-21 loss at North Texas pre- 
vented an outright championship and 
a trip to the inaugural New Orleans Bowl 
last year, even though the Raiders were 
the dominant team in the league. 

North Texas returns a strong core of 
players, but the Blue Raiders return 16 
starters and several experienced backups. 

“Maybe you should pick North Texas — 
we haven't beat them yet,” McCollum said, 
laughing. “No, | like the players we have 
coming back. We lost some key people, but 
we've got a lot of good young ones coming.” 

Achieving the third goal will be tougher 
for the Blue Raiders, who will have to do 
more than win the Sun Belt to capture the 
attention of the national polls. Voters didn’t 
notice when Middle Tennessee opened 
2001 with a 37-28 win at Vanderbilt, but 
the Blue Raiders could make a more dra- 
matic impression this season with a win or 
two against a non-conference schedule that 
opens with games at Alabama, Tennessee 
and Kentucky. Middle Tennessee also 
returns to Vanderbilt on Oct. 12. 

“We have a tough road ahead of us,” 
McCollum said, “but we've improved our 


recruiting each season and people are start- 
ing to recognize Middle Tennessee and 
we're starting to gain a little respect. We've 
just got to keep fighting and scratching.” 
To win those fights, Middle Tennessee 
will have to continue to improve on 
defense. Scoring points has rarely been

a problem for the Blue Raiders, but the 
defense hasn't improved at the same pace. 
The defense returns six starters, and 
McCollum is optimistic about the potential. 

There's little reason to think the offense 
will not continue to be among the nation’s 
most prolific. The Blue Raiders lost quarter- 
backs Wes Counts and Jason Johnson from 
a group that finished fifth in the nation in 
total offense, but McCollum is excited about 
juco transfer Andrico Hines, a 6-3, 220- 
pound junior who redshirted last year, and 
redshirt freshman Andre Green. 

The new quarterbacks will have to do 
without Kendall Newson, the team’s all-time 
receiving leader. Many retuming receivers 
have experience and/or talent, especially 
seniors Tyrone Calico and David Youell and 
juniors Hashem Joyner and Kerry Wright. 

The passing game will benefit from the 
retum of senior tailback Dwone Hicks, who

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ne of these days, the Sun Belt 
Oeere will invite Troy State 
to join as a football member. 

On that day, Troy State coach Larry 
Blakeney will breathe a sigh of relief, tear up 
his future schedules and take a break from 
the road trials that have marked Troy State's 


path from Division I-AA power to Division 
I-A independent. 

Until then, the Trojans will keep play- 
ing games that would scare many teams 
away from major-college football. 

Last year, Troy State played at Nebraska, 
Miami and Maryland — three teams that 
combined to win 33 games — and even 
won 21-9 at Mississippi State. The Trojans 
also defeated Sun Belt champion North 
Texas, and finished with a 7-4 record. 

This year’s team will go on the road 
against three Big 12 teams (Nebraska, lowa 
State, Missouri), two SEC teams (Missis- 
sippi State, Arkansas), a Conference USA 
team (UAB) and the dominant team in the 
Mid-American Conference (Marshall). 

“It's by far the hardest schedule in our 
history,” said Blakeney, who enters his 
12th season at Troy State. “It shows the 
seriousness of our desire to get into some 
sort of conference affiliation. 

“The hardest part of the transition to 
I-A is the scheduling. You want to make 
sure you play some money games for 
a big guarantee, but you also want to play 
a few home games. It’s a tough balance.” 

While the athletic department tries to 
maintain schedule balance, Blakeney must 
build the foundation that will make Troy 
State viable. The return of 19 starters — 
nine on offense, eight on defense, two 
kicking specialists — will make that more 
realistic, but the Trojans also have to make 
up for the loss of two key players. 

Tailback Demontray Carter led the Tro- 
jans with 1,600 yards and 17 touchdowns 
the past two seasons. 

Quarterback Brock Nutter finished as 
Troy State’s all-time leader in passing 
yards, attempts and completions.

Sophomore Hansell Bearden used the 
spring to show he’s capable of being the 
quarterback, but he'll be challenged by JC 
transfer and former UNLV starter Matt Ray.

played in almost every game last year and 
did some good things.”

Two of those, senior LeBar- 
ron Black and junior DeWhitt Betterson, are 
bigger and stronger, capable of grinding 
out yards between the tackles. The third, 
sophomore Jermaine Richardson, resembles 
Carter in size and quickness and comes 
from the same hometown of Pensacola, Fla. 

Fortunately for the new quarterbacks 
and running backs, they will be working 
with an offensive line that returns intact, 
and an experienced group of receivers. 

Senior Heyward Skipper is back after 
leading Troy State with 60 catches, 995 
yards and nine touchdowns in 2001, and 
he'll be joined by senior Drew Amerson, 
a Division I-AA All-American who trans- 
ferred from Cal State Northridge.

“The biggest challenge has been the 
generation gap we're facing on the offen- 
sive line,” Scelfo said. 

Biggest challenge? Maybe. But hardly 
the only one for the Green Wave. 

The defense returns 12 players who 
started significantly last season, but that’s 
from a unit that surrendered a conference- 
worst 495 points. The strength lies in 
a defensive line that returns all four starters 
and is led by senior end Kenan Blackmon. 
Seniors Floyd Dorsey and Roxie Shelvin 
return at end and tackle, and sophomore 
tackle Wallace Mateen is back, too. 

The front four better get to the quar- 
terback quickly, because there are only 
two seniors among the seven players 
behind them. It will be up to new defen- 
sive coordinator Eric Schumann to 
squeeze more out of nearly the same 
personnel that was routinely torched 
last season. 

If not, finding things to look forward to 
will become an increasingly difficult task for 
the Green Wave as the season rolls on.

Heavy Defensive Losses Don’t Deter Blazers 


The real surprise is that Brown doesn’t 
seem worried about his defense. Or his 
offense. Or the direction of his program, 
which has won 13 games and eight Confer- 
ence USA games the past two years. 

“| think we're more talented on defense 
than we were three years ago when all those 
players we lost were getting started,” Brown 
said. “We'll be better on offense, younger on 
defense, solid in the kicking game. We'll be 
a deeper team, a more athletic team, and 
probably a team that will be more fun to 
watch play because we can run well.” 

Brown doesn’t expect fellow C-USA 
coaches to pick the Blazers high in presea- 
son rankings, and he'll be the first to admit 
they aren’t loaded with recognizable names 
and honors candidates. 

But even though the names have 
changed, UAB’s goals have not. The Blazers 
are still playing for a shot at the conference 
championship and a bowl, as well as for 
respect and credibility. 

“We won't be picked by people to fin- 
ish up very high because they don’t know 
our players, but | know we've got good 
players,” Brown said. “So we'll have the 
same goals we've always had.” 

The goal on offense will be to improve 
after finishing eighth in the conference with 
only 24 points per game last year. The first 
step will be to establish balance by improv- 
ing a passing game that finished last in 
C-USA with only 142 yards per game. 

“We'll be a whole lot better on 
offense,” Brown said. “Last year we didn’t 
have any experience, but this year we'll be 
a lot more experienced. And I think we'll be 
more balanced.” 

For that to happen, UAB will have to 
find an effective passer. Senior quarterback 


If spring practice was an indicator, Cox 
is making enough progress as a passer to 
help UAB find the balance it needs. 

At least Cox won't have to carry the 
offense by himself. All of the top receivers 
retum, including seniors T.J. Simmons and 
Willie Quinnie and sophomores Chico 
Cleveland and Roddy White. 

Returning experience is also a plus on 
the offensive line, where all but one mem- 
ber of last year’s two-deep returns, includ- 
ing talented sophomore Andy Galloway. 

“We're going to be a more powerful 
offensive team than we've been since I've 
been here,” said Brown, who enters his 
eighth season at UAB. 

The running backs also will add muscle 
to the ground game. Between 6-1, 230- 
pound sophomore Theron Dudley and 
5-11, 240-pound sophomore Kendal Gib- 
son, the Blazers have two bruisers who can 
carry the load. Both will play tailback, but 
sometimes the Blazers will use Gibson at

While the offense almost has to be bet- 
ter with so many returning players, the 
defense will have to grow up quickly to 
even resemble last year’s unit, which led 
the nation against the rush and was fifth in 
total defense.

ouisville coach John L. Smith is trying. 
Really trying. 
He's trying to sell the idea that 


Louisville shouldn't be the favorite to win a third 
consecutive Conference USA championship. 

It doesn’t help his pitch that his Cardi- 
nals return the C-USA offensive and defen- 
sive players of the year, and the core of 
a team that went 11-2 last fall and won the 
Liberty Bowl. 

“IF people are picking us, that shows 
how stupid they are,” he says. “Here's the 
deal: to win it two times in a row is highly 
unlikely. To win it three times in a row is 
almost impossible. So you know that's not 
going to happen, right? I'm just talking about 
the law of averages.” 

Finally, he pauses and adds, “You're not 
buying that one, are you?” 

Nope. Not this year. And neither is the 
rest of the conference. 

“You have to go with Louisville,” offered 
East Carolina coach Steve Logan, “because 
they've got a lot of guys coming back and 
they've done it the last two years.” 

Southern Miss coach Jeff Bower said 
flatly, “There's no question Louisville is the 
team to beat.” 

The Cardinals return 17 starters, led by 
quarterback Dave Ragone — the two-time 
C-USA Offensive Player of the Year — and 
defensive end Dewayne White, last year’s 
conference Defensive Player of the Year. 


C-USA Picks 


White is joined by nine defensive teammates 
with starting experience. 

“You look back at the short history of 
Conference USA and the winner is usually the 
team that ends up with a quarterback who is 
a big-time producer in crunch time and also 
plays great defense,” Cincinnati coach Rick 
Minter said. “People pay so much attention 
to their offense, but they've won the past two 
years because of their defense. They've 
become an outstanding defensive team. 

Now they've got the best of both worlds.” 

Despite Louisville's obvious plusses, 
even the Cardinals have their share of ques- 
tions to answer, especially on offense as they 
attempt to replace standout receivers and 
linemen. Plus, the rest of the conference isn’t 
likely to lie down and let Louisville win the 
conference without a fight. 

Cincinnati returns quarterback Gino 
Guidugli, the C-USA Freshman of the Year, 
as well as eight offensive starters, eight 
defensive starters and kicker Jonathan Ruffin. 

TCU has 15 starters — including receivers 
Adrian Madise and LaTarence Dunbar and the 
core of a strong defense — back from last sea- 
son's surprising late-season run to a bowl game. 

Southern Miss will be tough on defense, 
as usual. The expected return of tailback Der- 
rick Nix, who missed most of the last two 
seasons with a kidney ailment, could help 
the Golden Eagles compensate for the loss of 
quarterback Jeff Kelly. 


East Carolina lost several key players, 
including quarterback David Garrard, tailback 
Leonard Henry and linebacker Pernell Griffin, but 
the Pirates have some good, young talent, and 
could remain a factor. 

Even Memphis, with eight returning starters 
on each side of the ball — and some talented 
young players who saw significant playing time 
last fall — cannot be dismissed in the 2002 con- 
ference race. 

“Cincinnati has a good team, TCU has 
a good team, Southern Miss will be good again, 
but we'll be a dark-horse candidate this year 
because we're breaking in a new quarterback 
and our defense is still suspect,” Logan said. 
“But there's not a lot of difference in this league 
top to bottom. The league has given everyone 
a chance to have identity and get stronger.” 

Minter pointed to the Southern Miss 
defense as giving the Eagles “a chance to win 
in every game, and | think TCU is of the same 
mold. East Carolina is perennially a good team, 
and the team that’s coming up is Memphis. 

“Before you know it, we're talking about 
half the league,” the Cincinnati coach said. “Our 
league is continuing to become one of the best 
leagues in the country when it comes to parity, 
being tough top to bottom. You'd better bring 
your lunch bucket every game.” 

That's true even for the rest of the confer- 
ence. UAB lost nine starters off one of the 
nation’s best defenses, but the Blazers have 
recruited well in recent seasons and are striving 
for a third consecutive winning season. 

Tulane and Army return a majority of their 
players from young teams and should be more 
competitive this season, especially on defense. 

Even Houston, with its current 15-game 
losing streak, returns enough young talent to 
show considerable improvement if those young 
players grow up quickly and the mid-year JC 
transfers pay off.

Have Common Threads

John Heisman... Paul “Bear” Bryant... Bobby Bowden... Bobby 
Dodd... Ralph “Shug” Jordan... General Bob Neyland... Eddie Robin- 
son... Johnny Vaught... Vince Dooley... Steve Spurrier... and more... 

The common thread? 

These are the “field generals” that made Souther college foot- 
ball what it is today. 

Whether it was the Seven “D’s” of success from Coach Jordan at 
Auburn, or Coach Neyland’s Ten Principles of Play, or the demand by 
Jake Gaither of Florida A&M — “my players have to be Mo-Bile, 
A-Gile and Hos-Tile”. Each coach was among the most influential 
people on his campus, in his community, or in most cases, in his 
state. 

A personality analysis of each of these icons shows similar traits 
— contempt for losing, commitment to excellence, and confidence 
in the ability to get the job done. The job? Win and win Big. 

Where a major university coaching position was once only 
a part-time job done by college professors, today $2 million dollar 
salaries can be demanded by the elite. 

What has caused this evolution? Passion, public demand for 
success, and huge TV packages. The coaches must be great strate- 
gists, be able to formulate different personalities into a team, be able 
to withstand criticism and inspire his pupils to have a winning will. 

Most great coaches have imparted more than just strategy or 
the will to win. Many put life values at the heart of their instruction. 

What about specific traits the great coaches have? 

* Organizational Skills — Managing over 100 student athletes, 
numerous assistant coaches and support staff. 

+ Trust — Trust not only in themselves, but also in others. 

+ Patience — Victory usually comes to those who have it most. 

* Self-control — Knowing when to back off and when to continue. 

- Planning — Considering all options; leaving little to chance. 

+ Loyalty — To teammates, to the team or to yourself. 

* Teaching Hope — Hope for an opportunity to make the team, 
for a chance to play, for graduation, and for future success. 

Great coaches teach perspective, plus balance. And that regard- 
less of your most recent outcome, you will rise to play again. 

Coaches teach how to win — one of the most important con- 
cepts a person learns in sports. “The will to win is something one 
must learn,” said Florida State head coach Bobby Bowden in the 
book “Winning’s Only Part of the Game.” 

Most great coaches have not only done these things, but have 
extended their teaching to life after football. Long after the final 
whistle has blown, their lessons are still shaping lives. 

These are the traits of the greats in Southem coaching. But, what 
are common on-field accomplishments which all have achieved in 
order to earn their place on the list of the Southern greats. 

Longevity. Overall record. Championships. Postseason success. 

Comparing the careers of a few of the most-revered coaches 
confirms these four common areas of achievement.

Erk used the “F” words — Firm, Fair, Fundamental, Fun. He started 
every practice with a few words to his team. He talked his ABC's. 

“A” — was for Attitude. He demanded awesome attitucles. “B” — 
was striving to be Better, and for Balls, as in ones needed to play the 
game right. “C” — was for Communication, the lack of which leads to 
problems. Erk’s philosophy went through the alphabet. “D” for Deter- 
mination. “E” for Effort. “M” for Motivation. “T” for Teamwork. 

Ole Miss head coach John Vaught built his program through an 
intelligent approach, thorough preparation and sound fundamentals. 
But, he also knew the importance of leading and selling. Early on, 
he realized the importance of having the nation’s fans identify Oxford 
with college football, just as they did South Bend or Pasadena. 

Current South Carolina coach Lou Holtz may always be known 
as much for his motivational ability as for his Hall of Fame coaching 
record. He gets most of his inspiration from his spiritual beliefs. 

While at Notre Dame, Holtz often quoted another legendary 
Notre Dame head coach, Knute Rockne: “There are no shortcuts to 
success. Practice and hard work will result in great glory. Sportsman- 
ship means fair play. Sacrifice for one goal — to be the very best.” 

New faces come onto the Souther college coaching scene ... 
and some will go. Saban at LSU. Zook at Florida. Richt at Georgia. 

Only the strongest will survive. And, one day some of these 
new names may be added to the list of great ones.

The Crimson Tide of coach Gene Stallings had been wholly over- 
looked all season in favor of 1991 national co-champions Washington 
and Miami. But all Alabama did was win. And once the Tide got the 
chance to face Florida in the first SEC championship game — followed 
by the showdown with No. 1 Miami in the Sugar Bowl for the national 
title - they didn’t miss a trick. Alabama did it mostly with defense, 
with bookend defensive ends John Copeland and Eric Curry ... and 
a secondary stocked with stars (Antonio Langham, Sam Shade, 
George Teague).

15 YEARS AGO: 1987 


Auburn charged to the first of back-to-back SEC championships 
(making it three in a six-year period), with a sensational defense 
leading the way. Unbeaten in the SEC, the Tigers shut out Alabama, 
with All-Americans Aundray Bruce and Tracy Rocker at the fore- 
front.

20 YEARS AGO: 1982 


The Georgia Bulldogs had everything in 1982, and appeared on 
their way to their second national championship in three years. Just as 
in 1980, Vince Dooley's squad, led by the great Herschel Walker, 
took over the top spot in the polls the first week of November, and 
swept through the rest of the regular season. This time, however, the 
Sugar Bow! showdown went the wrong way.

Heisman Trophy: Herschel Walker, RB, Georgia. In a two-man race, 
Walker pulled away from Stanford QB John Elway.

25 YEARS AGO: 1977 


In the second game of the season, Nebraska bumped off Alabama, 
which eventually cost the Tide the national title. It was a bitter defeat for 
Alabama, which would then rattle off 11 consecutive victories and thrash 
Ohio State in the Sugar Bow! — a long-awaited Bear Bryant vs. Woody 
Hayes matchup. The Tide won, 35-6, leaving Hayes to say, “If Alabama 
isn’t No. 1, then nobody ever has been.” Except that Notre Dame, by 
virtue of its victory over No. 1 Texas in the Cotton Bowl, got the votes.

50 YEARS AGO: 1952 


This was a great year for the SEC, with four teams finishing in the 
top nine in the polls, led by Georgia Tech and legendary coach Bobby 
Dodd. The 1952 Engineers were arguably the greatest team from the 
South to that point. They went 12-0 (amid a 32-game winning 
streak), finishing No. 2 to Michigan State in the polls. Defending 
national champ Tennessee, led by all-time great tackle Doug Atkins, 
went 8-1-1 in the last season under the retiring Bob Neyland, and Ole 
Miss and Alabama also finished in the Top 10. 


¢ SEC champion: Georgia Tech (12-0, 6-0). Six Engineers were 
All-Americans - most notably RB Leon Hardeman, whom Dodd called 
the best running back he'd ever coached.
